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HLS T che Dzmon of Diſcord 
vas beginning to ſow the Seeds of 
the moſt cruel Misfortunes, the a- 
morous O/man, overjoy'd at Apben- 
dina's Compliance, haſtened tas fee 
— her the Moment ſhe arrived. He 

found her more beautiful than ever, and fo ſenſibly 
affected with the Honours he had cauſed to be paid 
Vo. IL B her, 
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her, that, notwithſtanding his Efforts, he could not 


prevent her throwing herſelf at his Feet, in order 
to return him Thanks. 


He rais'd her up immediately, and looking at 
her with Eyes wherein his Love was expreſſed to 
the Life; © Adorable Aphendina, ſaid he, for 
* what do you vouchſafe to thank me? I have 
© done nothing yet, ſufficient to convince you of 
my Love, and my Fidelity. Yes, continued 
he, I dare ſay of my Fidelity, ſince my Heart 
„ never had any Share in what you have loob'd 
upon as an Inconſtancy. My dear Aphending, 
have you 4 it me? Do you again behold 
« me with Joy? And may I flatter myſel{ with the 
« Thoughts of having been always beloved by the 
only one I ever adored?”

« Yes, my Lord, (anſwer'd ſhe, hurried away 
« by her Paſſion) never has your Apherdina cca- 
ſed to be yours; I have mourn'd my Riva!'s 
% Happineſs, and I have ſhed Tears; but I have 
« been no lels conſtant in my Affection, which will 
„0 follow me to my Grave: And if this Confeſſion 
can be any Satisfaction to my Emperor, he may 
% be aſſur'd, that I feel as much Pleaſure in mak- 
« ing it, as he can in hearing it.” 


One muſt love with as much Ardour as Oſinan, 
to be well able to conceive all that paſſed in his 
Heart, at that Inſtant. He was alone with Aphen- 
aina, and there was nothing to reſtrain him from 
giving full Scope to his Tranſports; he threw 
himſelf at her Feet, and taking her by the Hand, 
imprinted thereon a hound: ardent Kifles ; not 
being able to expreſs his Joy, otherwiſe than by 


Actions, Words being too weak to explain al 
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he had to ſay: But as it was the firſt and only Fa- 
vour ſhe had ever allowed him, he accompanied 
his Tranſports with ſuch Marks of Reipect and 
Submiſſion, as might remove ner Fears of ſeein 


him attempt, to take Advantage of this happy 
Moment. 


The Mufty's Daughter, confounded to ſee her 
Emperor on his Knees, obliged him to riſe ; and 
made all the moſt render and paſſionate Returns 
to his Love, that Modeſty and Virtue would per- 
mit : And the amorous Oſman, returned to his 
Pavillion, as well ſatisfied with the Succeſs of 
his Viſit, as if his utmoſt Wiſhes had been crown- 
ed, and he had had no more to hope for from 
her. His Paſhon being ſo refined, that he found 
as much Pleaſure in 4phendina's Virtue, as others 
find in the Enjoyment of their Miſtrefles ; 
delicate, tender, and reſpectful in his Love, it 
never came into his Head, either to ſay or do 
any thing, that might make the Daughter of 
Abad bluſh, at having yielded him her Heart: 
And notwithſtanding ſuch Sentiments may ſeem 
extraordinary in a Tur iſb Emperor, there being 
a thouſand Examples of the contrary in Oſman's 
Predeceſſors and Succeflors, and the Sequel of 
this Hiſtory, will evidently ſhew that it is true. 


This great Prince, ordered freſh Rejoicings 
in his Camp, on the Arrival of 4phendina, and 
cauſed the moſt remarkable Honours to be paid 
her on all Occaſions which publick Feſtivals af- 
forded him; and when he had fixed a Day for his 
triumphant Entry, not being willing ſhe ſhould 
ſeem. to be of the Sana Queen's Retinue, he 
cauſed her to be conducted back to Gorftartinople, 
and even to her Father's own Palace, with the 
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ſame Ceremony as had been obſerved on her co- 
ming to the Camp. This done, he diſmiſſed the 
reſt of the Aſian Troops, with thoſe of Europe 
and Africa, reſerving only the Fanizaries, and 
Spabis, with all his Houſhold in general, to 
grace his Triumph, which was as follows. 


Twenty thouſand Spabis, with twelve thou- 
ſand Fanizaries began the March; after theſe 
two Corps, richly dreſſed, came all the Officers 
and Pages of the Seraglio ; then followed all the 
Viziers and Baſſa's, belonging to the Divan, on 
Horſeback, magnificently dreſſed, and ſurrounded 
by their Guards and Slaves ; next to them came 
the Chariot of the Sultana Queen, followed by 
thoſe of her Retinue ; then in a large void Space, 
one might ſee the Grand Sig nior alone, mount- 
ed upon a ſtately Horſe, his Turban and Veſt 
all covered with Jewels, which caſt ſuch a Luſtre 
that it dazled the Eye ; and could be exceeded 
by nothing but the Charms of his Countenance, 
the Beauty of his Shape, the Majeſty of his 
Air, and the Graces that ſhone all over his Per- 
ſon, which reflected yet a greater Luſtre. Three 
Pages of his Chamber carried his Arms, and he 
Was ſyrrounded by his uſual Guard, 


Next to him came the Mufti, and the Grand 
Vizier; after whom appeared ſeveral Sets of Milk- 
white Horſes, drawing the Cannon the Poles had 

eſented to the Sultan, and a Page, who carried 
openly the vich Favelin ; which was likewiſe part 
of their Preſent : Then came the Poliſb Ambaila- 
dor, who was the beſt made Man of his Time, 
mounted upon 2 beautiful Horſe, and magnifi- 
cently habited, as well as the Nobility of his 
Nation, who made up his Train; then oped 

the

the Cadiliskiers, Cadis, I mans, and other Doctors 
of the Law, according to their Rank, and the 
Rear was brought up by the Catigis, and ano- 
ther Body of the Janizarics and Spahis, who clo- 


ſed this ſtately Cavalcade. 


In this Order, the Turki/b Monarch entered 
Corftantinople, by the Gate of Adriarople; the 
Cannon firing all the while from the Kraglio, 
the Ramparts, the Arſenal, the Suburbs of Pera, 
all the Veſſels of Gallipoly, Scutari, and the o- 
ther Places along the Beſphorus, which continu- 
ed anſwering each other, till very late in the 
Night. The Streets were all ſtrew'd with Flow- 
ers; the Houſes likewiſe were adorned with 
Flowers, interwoven with Laurel Branches : 
And every Shop was ſet off with the richeſt 
Carpets, and the beſt Furniture the Owners 
could provide. | 


The great Officers of the Porte, to diſtinguiſh 
themſelves yet the more, had triumphal Arches 
erected before their reſpective Palaces, where 
the Laurel, and the Myrtle, artfully interlaced, 
formed ſeveral Compartments, in each of which 
the Name of Oſman was every where to be dit- 
covered. Amongſt all theſe Palaces, that of 
the Aſifty, attratied the Eye, by the magnit- 
cent Structure of the triumphal Arches, which 
the tender Aphendina had cauſed to be there e- 
rected; in whoſe ſeveral Compartments of 
Flowers, Laurels, and Myrtles, artfully inter- 
woven, one might ſee the Attributes of Mars, 
Peace, Love, Glory, and Ai nerua. 


Never before did the People of this Nation, 
behold ſo glorious an 174 nor ſo magnificent 
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a Sight. Their Joy was ſo perfect, that they 
teſtifyed it by a thouſand Acclamations, making 
the Heavens reſound with the Stan's Name, to 
which they joined all the pompous Epithets that 
their Zeal and Admiration could ſuggeſt. Great 
Rejoicings were ordered, that continued twenty 
Days without Intermiſſion, during which, the 
City ſtill remained in the ſame State of Magnifi. 
cence, the better to celebrate Oſman's happy Re- 
turn, to this Capital of his Empire. 


All theſe Rejoicings being ended, this Monarch 
paid to his Son's Memory, the pious Duties re- 
quired by the Law on ſuch Occaſions. To this 
End, he had ordered a ſtately Tomb to be ſet up 
near his Father Achmet's, wherein he put that 
young Prince's Body; and he added to the Mag- 
niticence of theFuneral Pomp, theFigure of a Bow 
and Quiver, embelliſhed with precious Stones, 
which was placed over the Monument. Having thus 
diſcharged the Duty of Fatherly Affection, 
he bent all his Thoughts upon the Poſſeſhon of 
the beauteous Aphendina ; has Paſhon was come 
to ſuch a Pitch, that he could no longer bear 
the Sight of the Stana Queen, or the other La- 
dies of the Seraplio ; their Advances and Care to 

leaſe him, inſpired him but with Scorn, and 
increaſed his Efteem for the Aſuſtys Daughter; 

referring the leaſt look from her, to all the 
Platerics of her Rivals. 


He never paſſed a Day without ſeeing her 
*was at her Feet, and in the Charms of her Con- 
verſation he would divert himſelf, after the Fatigue 
of the Hours he employed in State Affairs, which 
notwithſtanding his Love he never neglected. At 
laſt, not being able to live any longer without 
Apbendina, he took a firm Reſolution to art 

als 
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all, to make himſelf happy; but as the Deſign 
he was forming, was not without Difficulties, 
he was willing firſt to try once more if this vir- 
tuous Maiden would not conſent to enter his Se- 
raglio, hoping to oblige her to it, by the Hon- 
ours he would have paid her, and the Rank he 
would aſſign her. 


With this Intention, he went ſeveral Times 
to the Mufty's Palace; but when he was upon the 
Point of making her the Propoſal, the Modeſty, 
that reigned all over her lovely Face, obliged 
him to Silence; his Voice forſook him, a tender 
Fear ſeized him all over, and one would have 
thought, on ſeeing him in that Condition, that 
he was no longer Oſman, the haughtieſt and 
molt eloquent of Mankind, but the moſt ſubmiſ- 
five Subject of a mighty Queen: The common 
Effect of Paſſions founded upon Eſteem and Vir- 
tue, which cannot ſufter even the Shadow of Li- 
centiouſneſs. Nevertheleſs, as Cuſtom authori- 
zed this Prince in his Demand, and his Love 
would no longer admit of any Delay, he at Jait 


\ conquered himſelf ſo far, as to preſs Apherdina 


to yield to his ardent Paſſion. But whatever he 
could ſay, and although he made ule of all his 
Charms to overcome her, he found her in- 
vincible upon this Head. Exaſperated with a 
Refuſal ſo full of Reſolution : 


« I find but too plainly, (ſaid he, with a melan- 
choly and ſerious Air, that you have never lo- 
ved me. The Pleaſure alone, of ſeeing your 
Emperor fighing at your Feet, has made you 
ſhew ſome Moment's Complaiſance to my Pai- 
« ſion. Cruel Fair, You have reſolved rhe 
Death of Oſman ; his Love is odious to you, 
and you have only raiſed his Love to the 

| B 4 « greateſt 
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« greateſt Height, to render his Death the more 
« certain, by oppoſing his Happineſs. 


The Stag utter'd theſe Words in ſuch a mo 
ving Manner, and ſhewed ſo plainly that he be- 
lieved what he faid, that Aphendina was ſtruct 
therewith as with a Thunder-bolt ; her Eyes o- 
verflowed with Tears, and falling at his Feet. 


« Ah! my Lord, ſaid ſhe, how greatly does 
« yourHighneſs wrong the unfortunate Hphendina | 
« 1, who would Sacrifice even my Life for yours; 
« 1, who breath only for you; I, who have loved 
« — even from my Cradle, do I wiſh your 
ath! Ah! if it is poſſible that you can re- 
ally think ſo, do not delay mine one Moment; 
« Life is odious to me, if the great Oſman, whom 
« I Adore, can doubt one FaRtant of my moſt 
« intire Affection.“ 


Lpkendina was ſo lovely in her Sorrow, and her 
modeſt Looks foftened ſo effectually what her 
Love, forced her to ſay, that Oſman could not 
reſiſt them. He rais'd her up the very Minute 
the had fallen at his Feet, and held her Hands, 
to prevent her doing the ſame again; and not 
being able ſufficiently to expreſs his Repentance 
for having griev'd her by Words ſaibciently, 
Sharp, he kept his Eyes long fixed upon hers 
without uttering a {mgle Syllable : But this dumb 
Language was infinitely more Eloquent than the 
beſt choſen Expreſſions. At laſt, forcing himſelf 
to break Silence. Adorable Aphendina, ſaid 
« he, forgive me my Deſpair; I will no 2 
« queſtion your Tenderneſs; but, continued he, 
« with a deep Sigh, What then would you have 
« me do!” 105 
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Let your Highneſs love me, replied ſhe, readi- 
« ]y let him permit me to devote my Heart wholly 
eto him; and let him exact from my Love only the 
Confeſſion I make thereof every Day; ſiace no 
« other Favours are conſiſtent with Virtue, as 
« they are not lawful. This is what I expect 
« from my Emperor, and what I dare deſire of 
« my dear Oſman. Let us love, my Lord, con- 
« tinued ſhe tenderly, for the ſole Pleaſure of 
« loving. If my Love was attended with Am- 
« bition, I would accept, without Heſitation, 
« the Honour, you think you do me ; I would 
ego into the Seraglio, and brave the Pride of 
« the Sultana Queen ; I ſhould enjoy the Term 
« of my Happineſs, as ſhe has enjoyed her's, with- 
« out troubling my ſelf about its Continuance. 


« But, my Lord, tis not the Emperor J love, 
« it is Oſman ; and not being able to poſſeſs him 
« alone without Fears, and without Rivals, I 
« leave them the Monarch, and will only reſerve 
% myſelf the Lover; I want neither Grandeur, 
« nor Riches, my own Rank fatishes my Pride, 
but your Heart alone can ſatisfy my Love”. 


The amorous Emperor, whoſe Soul was no le 
generous than Aphendina's, could not forbear 
admiring her Sentiments; and being convinced 
that he ſhould never obtain more of her, he left 
her yet more enamoured than when he entered; 
but 1n a profound. Melancholy. 


Aphendina having informed the J/fty of this 
Converſation, that he might endeavour to diſpel 
the S»ltan's Sadneſs, he began to be actually a- 
fraid, this Prince would at Faſt have Recourſh to 
Lis Authority ; and having obſerved him for ſome 
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Days afterwards, to remain ſtill penſive, and e- 
ven to behave with a fort of Coldneſs to him, 
he dreaded leſt he ſhould take ſome violent Re- 
ſolution. Struck with this Thought, he commu- 
nicated it to his Daughter, who not being able to 
fufter, even in her 1 a Suſpicion that was 
injuſtice to Oſman's Glory, ſpared no Pains to 
put 1t out of his Head. 


« What ! my Lord, ſaid ſhe, is it poſſible, 
* that having educated this Prince, and that 
« being privy to the Bottom of his Heart, from 
his moſt tender Infancy, you ſhould belicve 
* him capable of rendering himſelf unworthy of 
« your virtuous Inſtructions? Which of his Acti- 
*« ons, induce you to judge ſo ill, of the inimitable 
« moſt virtuous Monarch that ever yet filled 
« the Ottoman Throne ? Has he ever yet done 
« any Thing contrary, to the Principles which 
% you have inſtilled into him? Do you ſee him 
« form any cruel, unjuſt, or bloody Deſigns 
* What greater Proof can he give of the Excel- 
« lence of his Soul, than the Care he takes of 
« the Education of his Brothers, and the Af, 
« fection he has ſhown them ? Far from taking 
« away their Lives, according to the barbarous 
« Cuſtom of his Predeceſſors, he only endea- 
„ vours to render them worthy to ſecond him, 
« in the glorious Deſigns, which he is continually 
« forming for the Grandeur of the Empire ; and 
« abhorring the inhuman Policy of his Family, 
« he reſolves only to imitate the Virtues of the 
« Great Ottoman, from whom he derives his au- 
« guſt Origin. Such, my Lord, ſuch is; Oſman; 


and if you are afraid that Love will make him 


« derogate from ſuch noble Sentiments, know to 


« remove your Fears, that notwithſtancing the 
, { the: « Y10- 
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« violence of his Paſſion, notwithſtanding his 
« being poſſe ſod of ablolute Authority, he has 
« never ſaid any Thing to 4fþad's Daughter, that 
« could make her bluſh at his Affection. Com- 
« poſe your ſelf, therefore, my Lord, purſued 
« the charming Aphendina, if the Emperor is 
« penſive and if he ſhews you any Coldneſs, it 
« 1s wholly owing to the Situation of his Heart, 
« for his Eſteem towards us is not in the leaſt 
&« diminiſhed”. 


The Mufty, who, in his Soul, did the Sultan 
the ſame Juſtice as his Daughter, and had only 
ſuſte red himſelf to be miſled by Fear; becauſe 
he could not conceive, how a Prince of ſuch an 
Age, could put ſuch a Conſtraint upon hunſelf, 
to forbear making uſe of all his Power to ſatisfy 
a violent Paſſion, yielded to her Reaſons ; and 
reſolved not to fay any Thing to this Prince, that 
could give him Room to think, he had taken any 
Notice of his pretended Change, but to behave 
to him as 4 


But whilſt the Aufty, and Aphendina, judged 
ſo rightly of this Emperor's rcal Temper, the 
Seraglio, contained ſome Perſons who were not {6 
well affected to him; and notwithſtanding their 
being perfectly well acquainted with the un- 
common Virtues of this Prince, their Hatred, 
Jealouſy, and Ambition, would not ſuffer them 
io reſpect him. | 


The Syltaneſs Kioſem, whom Oſman's Good» 
neſs had left in the Seraglio, to take Care of the 
Education of his Brothers, having not beheld, 
without Bnyvy, his Advancement to the Empire, 
and ek ing all Opportunities to deſtroy him, and 
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place her Son Amurath upon the Throne, was no 
ſooner informed of the Honours he had cauſed to 
be paid the Aiufty's Daughter, than ſhe took an 
extream Care, to excite againſt her, the Hatred 
and Jealouſy of all the Ladies in the Seraglio 
And as ſhe was not ignorant of the Murmurs of 
the Janixaries, and the Emperor's Oath to puniſh 
them for their Baſeneſs, ſhe would not let flip ſb 
fair an Occaſion to put in Execution her pernici 


ous Deſign, 


To this End, ſhe ſet at Work ſeveral of he 
Emiflaries, to exaſperate this Body of Troops yet 
more againſt him, by giving them to underltand, 
mat this Prince having been highly offended at 
their Diſobedience would never forgive it them 
The Fanizaries, ſtruck with this Thought, which 
the exceſſive Severity of their Aga's, who puniſhed 
the leaſt Offence with Death, ſeemed to confirm to 
them were inſenſibly wronght up to a Spirit of Sc 
dition, and the Continuance of theſe daily Puniſh 
ments, increaſed it yet higher; inſomuch that 
they no longer did their Duty without murmur— 
ing; crying openly, that Oſman laviſhed ſhame- 
fully the Blood of the Afuſſulmen without Reaſon, 
and only to ſatisfy his Cruelty and Caprice. 


Kioſem being informed of this DiſafteCtion, **- 
ſolved to ſpread it likewiſe all over the Empire 
and as during her great Intereſt in Achmet's 
Reign, ſhe had placed Numbers of her Crea. 
tures in the beft Poſts of the Empire, who 
were intirely devoted to her Service, and whou 
the Emperor Oſman: had kept in their Employ- 
ments, out of Reſpect to his |,ther, ſhe reſolved 
to make Uſe of them againſt him. Accordingly 


the ſent away various Perſons, whoſe Fidelity 
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was well known to her, to every Place where 
her Creatures where in Poſt, to inform them of 
the Diſcontents of the Soldiery, and to add, that 
the People were yet more diſſatisfied than they; 
beſides which, they were to ſubjoin a thouſand 
Falſhoods concerning Oſman's Character, and In- 
capacity for Government. 


All theſe Calumnies worthy of the worſt of 
Women, were inſtantly ſpread abroad, without 
her appearing to have any Hand therein, ſo well 
had ſhe concerted her Meaſures ; laviſhing her 
Treaſures among her Emiſlaries, that they might 
take Care to procure her new Creatures, in every 
Province, where they rambled to publiſh their 
Impoſtures 


At length, Things were carried ſo far, that 
the Brother of a Sangiack of Syria, who had been 
one of Kioſem's Domeſticks, arriving at Damaſcus, 
broke out into Invectives againſt the Govern- 
ment, in the Preſence of ſeveral Perſons of Diſ- 
tinction; the two Brothers turning into Ridicule 
the Poliſb Expedition, and ſparing neither the Em- 
peror, nor his Grand- Vixier, of whom they ſaid all 
that the blackeſt Calumny could invent. 


Theſe Aſperſions were repeated ſo often, that 
at laſt they reached the Earot the Baſſa of Damaſ- 
cus, who in the Beginning deſpiſed theſe Slan- 
ders: But their perſiſting therein having opened 
his Eyes, he judged that this deliberate Malice, 
againſt a Prince who was the Darling of his Peo- 

le, could only proceed from a premeditated De- 
both againſt him and the State; the rather 
becauſe this Baſſa, who was one of the moſt un- 


derſtanding Men of the Empire, had ſtudy d G 
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man with a particlar Attention, when he joined 
him in the Camp againſt the Poles, and had found 
none but great Qualities in him, and a thouſand 
Virtues, without Allay : This devoted him fo 
ſtrongly to that Prince, that "twas piercing him to 
the H art, to ſay, or think any Ill of him. Where- 
fore to diſcover the Source of ſo many Lies, he 
cauſed the two Brothers to be ſeized ; who ha- 
ving been ſeparately examined, were found ſo 
guiſty, that they were put to the Rack; and died 
in the moſt exquiſite Torments ; without its be- 
ing ever poſhble to make them confeſs, who 
were the Perſons who employed them. 


But the Proceedings having been tranſmitted 
to the Porte, the Suſpicion fell wholly upon Cſſaim, 
ſecond /itzier, who in the End bore all the Pu- 
niſhment ; the inhuman Kioſem taking Care to 
confirm every one therein, withour 2 any 
Remorſe, at the Innocents ſuffering the Pains 
due only to her Crimes. 


All theſe Rumours, however, as well as the 
Diſcourſe, and Murmurs of the Janixaries, were not 
known by Oſman, till long after, the Grand -Hxies 
Dilaver, having emplo — his utmoſt Care, and 
Authority to deftroy them. This was the more 
eaſy for him, as theſe Slanders had not made the 
leaſt Impreſſion, upon any Perſon of Diſtinction, 
nor even upon the Body of the People; the for- 
mer being near at Hand to obſerve all the Vir- 
tues of this Monarch, and the latter loving him 
even to Adoration, 


As for his own Part, being wholly taken up 
with the Affairs of State, and thoſe of his Court; 
and ſatisfied with his on Prudence, he . 
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deviated from what that preſcribed him, not 
even in the Height and Ardour of his Love; 
which having made him form a very bold De- 
ſign, did not, however, induce him to put it in 
Execution, without conſulting Perſons capable of 
giving him ſuch Lights, as the Exceſs of his Love 
might have made him over ſee. 


Wherefore, he ſummoned the Grand Nꝛier, 
the Captain Baſſa, or High Adr tral, the Kaima- 
can, or Governor of Conſtantinople, and the Aga 
of the Janataries, Colonel General of all the 
Infantry, which are the four chief Poſts of the 
Empire: He ſummon'd likewiſe the Kiſler-Agafy, 
who was an Officer of Importance in whom his 
Father repoſed an entire Confidence. The firſt 
four of theſe Miniſters had had their Employ- 
ments conferr'd on them by Oſman, who knew 
their Capacities, and therefore loved them ; and 
as he had an Efteem for the Kiſley-Hgaſy, he 
ſummoned him alſo to this Cabinet Council. 


Theſe five Perſons then having haſtened to 
obey his Orders, he led them into his Cloſer, 
and told them, that he had not ſummoned them 
as Emperor, but as his Friends, to whom he 
wanted to communicate an Affair which regard- 
ed himſelf perſonally, and about which he was 
willing to conſult them. This Diſcourſe, which 
prepared them for ſomething extraordinary, gave 
them ſome Surprize; but they made no other 
Anſwer. then by bowing very low, to teftify 
their Submiſſion; whereupon Oſman, after ha- 
ving paus'd a Moment, ſpoke to them as follows. 


„ Yon will perhaps be aftoniſh'd, at my 
* chooſing Perſons of your Age and * 09

« a Paſhon, almoſt inſeparable from my Child.

hood; but your Wiſdom and Experience are 
as neceſſary to me therein, as in Affairs of 
State; ſince my Happineſs and Re poſe de- 
pend abſolutely, upon what I am going to de- 
clare to you. 


« I have loved, purſued he, from my moſt 
tender Infancy, Aphendina Aſbada, the Mufiy's 
Daughter; I am likewiſe belov'd by her 
again; you are not ignorant that we have been 
brought 4 oy ; but you could not know 
that our Love has gather'd freſh Strength, 
in Proportion as our Age and Reaſon taught 
ns to know ourſelves. — in Spite 
of this mutual Affection, I am not a jot 
the more Happy. Apbendina, whoſe Beauty 
has no Equal, is yet a thouſand Times more 
virtuous than ſhe is beautiful: All my Ser- 
vices, my Prayers, and my moſt advantageous 
Offers, have never been able to induce her 
to enter my Seraglio, and enjoy the Honours 
I would there have render'd her; the Thought 
thereof alarms her Virtue ; ſhe loves me, — 
ſhe loves her Honour yet better: And I own 
to your Faces, that theſe Sentiments have 
devoted me a thouſand Times more to her, 
than all the Luſtre of her Beauty. I know 


the Extent of my Power, and that with one 
Word I can make my ſelf obey'd ; but I nei-- 


ther can nor will have Recourſe to my Au- 
thority, againſt the Daughter of the A4ufty. 
Such an Act of Violence ſuits ſo little with 
my Temper, that it has never ſo much as 


enter'd my Thoughts on any of Aphendipa's 


Denials. More charm'd with her Virtucs 
e than

than with her Beauty, I have choſe rather to 
imitate them, than to endeavour to force 
her; but as I find, that I cannot live ſatisfied 
without 2 her, I have formed a Deſign 
to wed her, and place her upon the Throne. 


] am not ignorant of the Law made by the 
Divan, during the Troubles, which the Chil- 
dren of Bajazet excited in the Empire ; but I 
know likewiſe, that this Law has never been 
juſtified by any of my Predeceffors ; and that 
the illuſtrious Ottoman, Founder of the Em- 
pire, his Son Orcan, Amurath I. and Bajazet, 
enter'd each of them into the Marriage State. 
Jam inform'd, that the Divan did not make 
this Law, but upon a Report that after the 
Loſs of the Battle ot Sivas, which Tamerlane, 
great Cham of Tartary, gain'd over the too 
unfortunate Bajazet, when this Prince, and 
almoſt all his Court were taken Priſoners; 
that the barbarous Tamerlane being at Table 
with Bajazet, and the Empreſs his Conſort, 
of the Blood of the Paleologues, had the Cru- 
elty to command that Princeſs to riſe, bring 
his Cup, and fill him ſome Drink ; and thar 
twas affirmed this Affront ſtung Bajazet more 
ſenfibly, than all rhe Rigours of his Captivity : 
But this Adventure was never well proved ; 
and it was without examining wall into it, 
that the Divan made this Law, to which even 
Amurath II. paid no Regard , fince he mar- 
ried the eldeſt Daughter of the Deſper of 
Servia, of the ſame Family of the Paleologwes + 
Neither did Soliman II. pay greater Sub- 
miſſion thereto, having firſt ſet Roxolana free 
from his Sovereign Authority, and afterwards 
marry'd her.

« Nevertheleſs, I will not conclude an A fair 
de of this Importance, without taking your Ad. 
te vice thereon : I eſtcem your Counſels, and 
« notwithſtanding the Violence of my Love, 
« be aſſured that I will receive them as Proofs 
« of your Zeal and Affection for me, however, 
« you ſhall determine. 


The Baſſa's, who during Oſman's Diſcourſe, 
had admired his Addreſs, in pointing out to 
them the Difficulties, wherewith they might have 
combated the Examples which juſtified him in 
following his Inclinations ; finding that he had 
alledged himſelf all that they could have an- 
ſwer'd, and knowing beſides, by the Fire that 
animated his Words, that his Bu would get 
the better of all Reaſons to the contrary, 
judg'd each of them within himſelf, that it 
would be to no Purpoſe to attempt to divert hin 
from a Deſign, which he had form'd upon ſuch 


mature Reflection. Wherefore, as ſoon as ke | 


had done ſpeaking, they began by giving hin 
Thanks Faq the r 15 ho- 
nour'd them, adding, that they could not tco 
much admire his Prudence, on ſuch Occaſions, 
wherein commonly Princes of his Age glory d in 
having none; and that, in ſhort, the Misfortunes 
alone of Bajazet's Reign, having given Birth to 
the Law, which was not favourable to his De- 
fires, the Happineſs that might be expected under 
his, might juſtify him in — it; and 
that with ſo much the leſs Difficulty, as he might 
be well aſſured, that neither Ottoman, Orcan, the 
firſt or ſecond Amurath, or Soliman II. whole 
Examples he was inclined to fallow, had ever 
been more beloved, more honour'd, or — c 
4 
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fear'd than his Highneſs, for his numberleſs 
Virtues. | 
This Anſwer gave the Sultan an extream Plea- 
ſure, which he teſtify' d by a thouſand Marks of 
his Benevolence, and by entering with them in- 
to a familiar Converſation, wherein he diſplay'd 
Graces that were peculiar to himſelf; and diſ- 
cover'd ſuch a ſurpriſing Wit and Penetration, 
that they were in Raptures when they heard 
him. Then enjoyning them the ſtricteſt Se- 
creſy, not being willing that the Mufty, or his 
Daughter, ſhould be made acquainted with his 
Intentions but by himſelf, he diſmiſs'd them; 
treating them with ſuch diſtingutſh'd Goodneſs 
as ſo much affected them, that they unanimouſly 
agreed, there could not be a Prince either more 
lovely, more worthy to be beloved, or more 
capable of gaining the moſt difficult Points. 


The very next Morning Oſman went to the 
Mufty's Palace; but on going in, he put on ſuch 
a grave and ſerious Air, that it gave Apbendina 
ſome Uneaſineſs. The Sultan obſerved it, and 
reſolving that Day to revenge himſelt agreeably 
tor all the Trouble his Love had cauſed him, he 
joined to this fevere Carriage ſome Words: that 
were much more ſo.

Oſman, who obſerved her attentively all the 
while ſhe was ſpeaking, taking Notice that ſhe 
grew pale, and believing he already ſaw her 
expire, trembled in his Turn; and immediately 
throwing off his Diſſimulation, and following 
only the Dictates of his Love : „ No, no, cry 
„ he, with Precipitation, you ſhall not die, ny 

% deareſt Aphendina, my —— are always 


« worthy of your tendereft Affection; You ſhall W 


« indeed, go into the Seragho, but fo far fhal 
« you be from entering it as a Slave, that you 
« ſhall only enter it as my Equal, by ſharing 
« my Throne; in a Word, you ſhall enter it 
„as my Wife. And you, my dear 4fbad, con- 
« tinued he, turning to the Muſty, you, whom | 
« have always called Father, become fo in Rea- 
« lity by this illuſtrious Alliance; let it be your 
« Happinefs, as it 1s about to W 
Felicity; and from this Day no longer loo 
« upon Apbendina, but as your Emprefs. 


Never was Surprize greater than that of the 
beauteous Aphendina ; the Mufty andiſhe would each 
have proſtrated themſelves at the Sultan's Feet; 
but he prevented them : And the Love and Joy 
| C 
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which ſparkled in his Face, having reſtored 
Tranquility to the Minds of the Father and 
Daughter, they each of them expreſs'd their 
Gratitude and Affection in the livelieſt Terms, 
and return'd him Thanks for this glorious Proot 
of his Goodneſs and Eſteem. 


The Mufty, who had long had this exalted 
Riſe in View, and had flattered himſelf with 


| the Hopes thereof, from the Moment he had an 


Inſight into Oſman's Temper, was not ſo much 


aſtoniſned thereat as Aphendina ; all his Surprize 
being confin'd to the Suddenneſs of the Reſolu- 


tions, and the Secreſy he had obſerved therein ; 


| but as for Aphendina, ſhe was ſo much the more 


amazed thereat, as ſhe had never raiſed her 
Thoughts to this eminent Degree of Grandeur ; 
all her Ambition being confined to the ſole Hap- 
pineſs of being beloved by the Prince ſhe ador'd; 
and this perfect Diſintereſtedneſs was ſo deeply 
rooted in her Heart, that her Niceneſs making 
her fear, the Sultan ſhould think her Reſiſtance 
had been only deſign'd to bring him to this 
Point, ſhe juſtified herſelf with a Modeſty fo 
full of Charms, that Oſman could not prevail on 
himſelf to interrupt her, by Reaſon of the Plea- 
ſure he took in hearing her, altho' he was fully 
aſſured ot the Candour of her Sentiments. 


At laſt, after having allow'd a ſufficient Time 
to the firſt Emotions canſed by this extraordi- 
nary Event; Oſman and Aphendina, more ena- 
mour'd than ever with each other, broke out 


mutually into the moſt tender and paſſionate Ex- 


preſſions that Love could dictate; and the KA- 
tan being willing to delay his Happinels as little 
as poſſible, left her only to conſider of the proper 

Prepara-

Preparations for this auguſt Ceremony. Accore- 
ingly he gave effectual Orders, that nothin 
ſhould be wanting to the Magnificence of 5 
great a Solemnity; wherein he was ſo punctually 
obey's, that in a Fortnight every Thing Was 
prepared to his Defires. 


The Report hereof being diffuſed abroad in 
the Seraglio aid the City, there was not one who 
did not approve of this Prince's Choice. The 
Divan defircd ticy might be permitted to con- 
gratulate the Sultan — which being 
granted, they waited on him, and without {© 
much as mentioning the Law againſt it, extol!'d 
and applauded this illuſtrious Match: The Ca 
dileskiers allo, with the [mans, and other Doctors 
of the Law, had the ſame Honour. Theſe Proof 
of their Zeal gave the Emperor an extream Plez- 
ſure ; but what crowr'd his Satisfaction was, the 
hearing that all Conſtantinople reſounded with the 


Names of Oſman and Aphendina, and that the | 


News having reach'd the fartheſt Provinces, the 
whole Empire extoil'd his Wiſdom, and cry'd 
him up beyond any of his Predeceſſors. | 


At laft, all Meaſures being taken for thi 
| oy Solemnity, it was proclaim'd rhe Day be- 
orc, by the Firing of the Cannons of the Seraglio, 
and the City Ramparts, which were continually 
anſwer'd by thoſe of the Arſenal, of Pera, and 
the Veſſels and Caſtles on both Sides of the B- 
phorus. The ſame Day the Sultan ſent his Pre- 
ſents, which were of ineſtimable Value, to the 
Mufty's Daughter, by the Kaimacan, whom this 
Prince, according to the Turkjb Cuſtom, had 
choſen Father to give him Apbendna. 


The 
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The next Day, the two Cadilesbiert, the Cadis, 
and ſeveral Imans, with the whole Divan, went to 
theMufty's Palace. The High-Treaurer, the 
Killer-Agaſy, and the four principal white Eu- 
nuchs of the Seraglio repaired thitner alio with 
a pompous Ketinue ; and the Sultan himſelf, to 
whom the leaſt Delay was now become intoler- 
able, going thither likewiſe, that his Preſerice 
might cut off {everal Ceremonies, and the Aſſem- 
bly being compleat, Aphendina entered the Room, 
RY dreſſed, and her Face covered with 
a Veil. 


Then the two Cadileskiers read alond the Che- 
din or Patent, whereof Care had been taken that 
it hould be in the beſt Form that was poſſible, 
and wherein the Emperor Oſman declared, that 
Aphendina Aſbada was free, and abſolute Miftreſs 
of her own Will ; that he received her as his 
Wife; that he aſſigned her a Million of Sulta- 
nins out of his Demeſnes for her Dowry, and 
that he endowed her with the like Sum, it being 
the Cuſtom in Tuyky, for Husbands to give Por- 
tions to their Wives. 


This being read, the J4fty preſented to the two 
Lovers the Book of the Alcoran, out of which they 
were made to repeat aloud ſeveral Prayers and 
Engagements to which their Law obliged them : 
This done, Oſman and Aphendina laid their Hands 
upon the Book, and promiſed murually to obſerve 
the Laws contained therein, and to defend them, 
after which the A4ty addrefſed himſelf to them 
in theſe Terms. So 


« Sage,

« Sape, invincible, and powerful Emperor of 
the true Believers, the Alliance which your 
« Highneſs has entered into with my Family, 
te does not make me forgetful of taking Care of 
« your Glory; the more you heap your Honours, 
te upon us, the more I ought to teſtify my Zeal 
« for your Service. Vouchſafe then to remem. 
ce ber, great Emperor, that your Love for your 
% Spouſe ought never to have any Influence 
« over Juſtice and Equity, and that her Power

« phendina, who by a happy Change, from being

Then having given them the uſual Bleſlings, 
all the Aſſembly joined in their good Wiſhes 
for their Proſperity, and cried out with a loud 
Voice, live for ever happy, our invincible Sultan 
Oſman, and our auguſt Empreſs Aphendina : 
Theſe Words were ſeveral Times repeated in the 
Mefty's Palace, an thence were communi- 
cated throughout th After this Ceremo- 
ny, during all which "Oſman had ſeemed tranſ- 
2 with a Joy, which his grave and modeſt 

portment could not wholly conceal, he gave 

Il Scope thereunto, and approaching Apbendina 

fore all the illuſtrious Aſſembly : At laſt = 
. al 
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faid he, with an Air full of Charms, « My 
« deareſt Apbendina, I may proclaim the entire 
« Love I bear you, without torc ug a Bluſh from 
« your Cheeks : No, added , turning to the 
« wholc Aſſembly, my Happinels could not have 
« been perfect, without your being Witneſles 
« thereto”. 


At theſe Words, the Acclamations were renew- 
ed, and the muuclt Aphendina returned an An- 
ſwer, with equa, Submiihon and Tendernets ; after 
which the Emperor retired, and all "Thoughts 
were bent on conducting the Empreſs to the 
Sraglio, which, was done, iu the following Order 
A thouſand young Jan zaries, who had been 
choſen out from the mt comely amongft that 
Corps, were at the Head of this pom us Proceſ- 
ſion; fix Baſſa's magnificently dreſſed, and mount- 
ed on ſtately Couriers, came after them, attended 
by their Slaves very richly hubited ; then, at.a 
certain Diſtance, followed the Emirs, or Deicen- 
dants of the Prophet ſabomet; after them came 
the two Cadileskiers, the Cadis, the [mays, and 
ſeveral Superiours of the Santons and Derviſes, 
who are a Sort of Malometan Monks. 


Theſe were followed by all the Jiziers of the 
Divan, covered with Cloth of Gold and Jewels, 
and mounted upon white Horſes, to teſtify their 
ur. Next to them came the Gand-Hiz ier,

low a great Body of Muſicians, two and to, 
ſome Ming, and others playing upon different 
Inſtrunſt zr Next to them came fifty of the

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and ſome Diſtance after followed the Kaimacay. 
Baſſa, Father to the Empreſs for that Day, 
mounted upon white Horſ:, whoſe Mane and 
Tale hung down to the Ground, and adorned 
with yal Trappings. 


Behind him followed ſeveral Slaves, dreſſed in 
white Sattin, carrying three great lighted Tor— 
ches, of Virgin-Wax, and of an extraordinary 
Height and Bigne's, ful! of Gold Plates, and pre- 
cious Stones; after them came the A Har Ae 
accompanied with a great Number of Offcers, 
deſigned for the Service of the Empreſs. Then 
appeared four large Canopies, two of Crimſon, 
and two of blue Velvet, and covered with Pear! 
and Emeralds, which were only for State ; but 
ſome Diſtance after, was brought a Fifth, by ſe— 
veral Black Eunuchs which caſt ſuch a Luſtre, by 
Reaſon of the vaſt (quantities of Gold and pl coins 
Stones wherewich it was imbelliſhed, that it 
dazzled the Eye: It had Crimſon Curtains that 
hung down to the Ground, and drew clole on 
every Side, under which the Empreſs rode on a 
moſt beautiful Courſer. 


After this followed her Coach drawn by eight 
white Horſes, which was ſo rich in Jewels, that 
one would have thought they had ranſacked the 
Eaft, for Pearls and other precious Stones to a- 
dorn it : The Harneſs were of Crimſon-Silk, and 
Gold, the Bits of Silver, and the Buckles and 
Boſles of the Bridles of pure Gold. 


This was followed by eight other Coaches, 
filled with Odalisks, of an uncommon Beauty, 
having Black Eunuchs on each Side, magnifi- 
cently dreſſed and mounted. After theſe came 
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a hundred young Slaves, as handſome as the O 
dalizks, mounted upon white Horſes, all dreſſed- 
in white Satiin adorned with Ribbons of different 
Colours, and wearing a fort of Cap, ro which 
was faſtened a Plume of Feathers enriched with 
Diamonds, part ot their Hair being tyed uPy 
and part playing upon their Shoulders: Five Hun- 
dred Spahis cloie the Cavalcade. 


This pompous Proceſſion paſſed through great 
Part of the City, accompanied by the Shouts of 
an infinite Number of People, and arrived at the 
firſt Gate of the Seraglio; where the Sultan on 
Horſeback, attended by his principal Othcers, 
was waiting the Empreſs's Coming. They then 
croſſed all the ſpacious Courts of this vaſt Palace, 
where the Acclamations redoubled, whilſt all the 
Cannon were diſcharged. As ſoon as the Empreſs 
was arrived, at the Bottom of the Stair-Caſe be- 
longing to the Appartmen s appointed for her, 
Oſman himſelf helped her to diſmount, and be- 
ing willing to give this Part of his Subjects, the 
Satisfaction of ſeeing this Princeſs, contrary to 
the jealous Cuſtom of the Turks, he cauſed rhe 
Curtains of the Canopy to be drawn, that as ſhe 
got off her Horſe, ſhe might be ſcen on all Sides. 
Apherdina would have fallen at his Feet, but he 
prevented her, and taking her by the Hand, lifted 
up the Veil which hid her Face, and diſcovered 
to all their Eyes that prodigious Beauty, of which 
no Heart could be inſenſible; then raiſing his 
Voice: Af ſſwimen, laid he, exjoy for the firſt Time, 
#he Happineſs to Lehold your Empreſs: ya have al- 
ready approved of my Choice tro:9h Ctedirnce, ap- 
plaud it row by tle He lodve I ailling to 
give you of the moſt finiſhed H ork of the Creation: 
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After theſe Words, he again let fall the Veil 
of Adhendina, whoſe tranſcendentCharms, tall, fine, 
and majeſtick Shape, Sweetneſs, and uncommon 
Modeſty, tranſported the Spectators with ſuchAd- 
miration, that not being able to tind Words to 
expreſs themſelves, they broke out every Moment 
into Shouts that pierced the Skies; and as ſoon as 
they could utter themſclves, it was only to repeat 
a thouſand Times, lone live our invincible Emperor, 
and our incon:parable Empreſs. Oſman then con- 
ducted her into the Apartment prepared for her, 
whoſe Magnificence is not to be deſcribed : In 
Mort, it was ſuch, that the Baſſa's whom the 
Sultan had retained with him, couid not forbear 
being ſurprized at the elegant Fancy of this 
young Monarch, who had ordered and managed 
every Thing himſelf, not having referred the 
Care thereof to any one. 


This Prince's Joy was then ſo perfect, that it 
diſſlayed itſelf in all his Actions; never had the 
great Officers of luis Court ſeen him of ſo free 
and aftable an Air; ſulting with ſingular Art, the 
Majeſty of his Rank, to the Familiarity where- 
with he was willing to honour them: It is like- 
wiſe certain they all loved him ſo paſſionately, 
that they would have ſacrificed themſelves for 
him. At Night, there were Illuminations all o- 
ver the Seraglio, with ſeveral Fireworks in thoſe 
ſamptuous Gardens. The Sultan gave likewiſe a 
magnificent Entertainment to his principal Mi- 
nifters. The whole City of Conſtantinople was illumi- 
nated, the Shops were all open, and ſer off with 
the richeſt Furniture the Owners could provide, 
beſides vaſt quantities of Torches and Tapers, 
whoſe Light being reflected by Numbers of 
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Chryſtal Branches, and Glaſſes, made a moſt 
glorious Day of a moſt obicure Night. 


All the Places on the other Side the Boſphorys 
were likewite illuminated to the beſt Advantage; 
but what afforded a Sjght at once terrible and a- 
greeable was, to ſee thedea covered with Fire works, 
repreſenting the largeſt Sea-Monſtets combating 
each other, and throwing Flames from their 
Mouths and Noſtrils, with ſuch a dreadful No- 
iſe, that all the Shore reſounded therewith; which 
together with the Thunder of the Cannon that 
were continually firing, ſtruck the Mind with 
a fort of Terror, that one could not maſter. 


Theſe Rejoicings laſted about three Weeks, 
during which Conſtantincpie put on every Day a 
new Pace; the great Othcers, and the People, 
ſtriving equally to ſignalize their Joy: And what 
was very admirable was, that during all theſe Rejoy- 
cings, not the leaſt Diſturbance happened, nor 
the leaſt Quarrel ; the Turks being the ſworn Enc- 
mies of all Diforders, obſerve ſuch an exact Di- 
cipline in their civil Government, and are ſo ſe- 
vere, that thoſe who tranſgreſs it are puniſhed im- 
mediately upon the Spot, without any Mercy. 
The ſame Rejoicings were likewiſe celebrated in 
all the Provinces of the Empire, Orders having 
been diſpatched for that Purpoſe, long before the 
Day of this Ceremony. 


As ſoon as the Satan had conducted the Em- 
preſs into her Apartment, all the Ladies of the 
Seraglio waited apon her, to have the Honour of 
king her Hand. The artful Kioſem was at their 
Head ; and although ſhe was ready to burſt with 
Envy and Malice, as well as the others, as ſhe 
C3 Was 
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was a Miſtreſs of Diſſimulation to the higheſt De. 
gree, no one knew any Thing that paſſed in her 
Heart. The virtuous Apbendina received hey 
Congratulations, with the fame Sincerity as ſhe 
thought ſhe obſerved in that wicked Woman, 
who to conccal her inward Rage, did not ſcruple 
ſetting an Example to the others, by falling at the 
Empreſs's Feet, Hereupon the Princeſs, who 
knew the Rank and Authority ſhe held during 
Achmet's Life, raiſed her up immediately, and 
embraced her with great Goodneſs. All the 
other Odalisk's did the like, and the Empreſs 
ſhewed each of them a thouſand Marks of E- 
ſteem. But the young Mirza, who, but two Days 
before, was ſtill Sultana Queen, and that Moment 
loft her Title, her Rank and the Heart of / 
man for ever, did not approach Aphendina, but 
with Sorrow; and as ſhe made no Haſte to pay 
her Kival thoſe Honours which pierced her Soul, 
ſhe was the Jaſt who kiſſed her Hand. 


The Syltaneſs Kicſem, who named them one 
after another to the Empreſs, having preſented to 
her 4/rza, who drew near, with a trembling Step, 
and her Veil halt down, to hide the Tears which 
trickled down her Cheeks, Aphendina was moved 
therewith, and touched with a generous Pity. 
Wherefore, ſhe no ſooner ſaw her humble her- 
ſelf ſo far, as to offer to kneel down, than ſhe 
prevented her, by reaching out her Hand, which 
the diſconſolate Sultana kiſſing, let fall a Shower 
of Tears thereon, which ſhe could not reſtrain. 
But the Empreſs, far from reſenting this Griet, 
on a Day when nothing but Joy was talked of, 
expreſſed only the more Goodneſs to this nnfor- 
tunate Lover ; giving her a thouſand tender 2 
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reſſes, and endeavouring to comfort her by the 
moſt obliging Looks and Expreſſions. 


A Procedure fo full of Charms, wrought part- 
ly the Effect ſhe expected in Mirza Heart; the 
young Sultana, ſenſible of the particular Proots 
the gave her of a ſincere Kindneſs, loſt the Ha- 
tred ſhe had conceived againſt her, and joining 
to her Aſtoniſhment, at this Princeſs's dazzling 
Beauty, the greateſt Admiration of her Wit, 
Sweetneſs of her Temper, and Sympathizing in 
the Sorrows of her Rival, ſhe could not retuſe 
her the Prailes ſhe ſo much deſerved ; and with- 
out ceaſing to love Oſman, and to be deſperately 
afflicted at his Loſs, the conceived a real Friend- 
ſhip for the incomparable Apbendina. 


When all the Ceremonies of the Day were o- 
ver, the new married Pair again came together; 
and never did two Hearts tenderly united, bet- 
ter know the Value of their Happineſs, than 
this auguſt Couple. The Day after this happy 
Night, the Emperor ordered an Entertatament 
on the Boſphorus. The Veilels wherein this Prince 
and the Empreſs were themſelves, with Part of the 
Ladies of the Seraglio, was gilt even to the Wa— 
ter, as well as the Oars ; the Cords of the Tack- 
ling were all of Silk and Gold, the Maſts gilt, 
and filled with Devices and Cy phers, wherein, 
the Names of Oſman and Apbendina were inter- 
woven a hundred different Ways; and the Sails 
were Silk, and of a deep Crimſon, which being 
the Sultans favourite Colour, none beſides dare utc 
it. To compleat the Pomp of this magnificent 
Veilel, it was ſteered by the Boſtangi Baſſa, or 
Chict of the Gardiners (an Office of great Im- 
portance among the Turls) who, as has been be- 
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fore obſerved, has alone the Right to be Pilot 
to the Grand Signior, when he takes the Air on 
the Beſphorus; and all the Rowers and Sailors 
were young ſelect Boſtangis, dreſſed in Silk & 
various Colours. 


Divers other Veſſels, magnificently equipt, 
attended the Grand Signior, in which were all the 
great Officers of the Porte. Never did any Thing 
more gallant or more ſplendid appear upon that 
Sea; all the Baſſrs having aiſtinguiſhed them. 
ſelves, by ftriving to out- do each other, in ſome 
ee Magnihcence. At the fame Time the 

mpe ror Oſman, be ing willing to give all his 
Subjects freſh Marks of his Confidence and Good- 
tels, had defired the Empreſs to throw aſide her 
Veil, which ſhe did as ſoon as the Veſſel began 
to move; ſhe was ſo richly dreſſed, and ſo well 
ſer oft with Diamonds, that it was hardly poſhble 
to ſupport the Splendor wherewith ſhe was ſur- 
rounded; but ſhe was ſo exquiſitively beautt- 
tal, that ſhe even out ſhined her own Ornaments : 
And accordinziy the enamoured Ofman, beheld 
her with an Eye, wherein, Love, Joy, and Sa- 
tisfaction, were. painted to the higheſt Degree 


On the other Hard, Apherdina, who was now 
no longer reſtrained by vain Scruples, made a 
{uitable Return thereunto, by Looks full of Ten- 
dernefs and a thouſand ingaging Ways, which 
ſufficiently ſhewed withour any Affectation, that 
in the midſt of ſo many Honours, and ſo mauy 
Wirneſſes of her Grandeur, ſhe thought Oſman 
alone worthy of her Affection, or her Regard 
And indeed, it is certain, that they alone ſurpaſ- 
ſed each other in all that was great and lovely. 


The 
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The Empreſs had herſelf named the Ladies who 
were to be of this Party; and as ſhe was entirely 
free from all Jealouſy, ſhe had pitched upon ths molt 
beautiful; She intended alto to have had the 
charming Mirza, but that diſconſolate Sultaneſs 
conjured her ſo ſtrongly to excuſe her, that the 
prelſed her no farther ; and as ſhe perceived ſome 
Alteration in her Looks, which ſhewed ſhe was 
indiſpoſed, ſhe expreſſed a kind Concern thereat, 
and on leaving her deſired ſhe would be careful 
of her Health, and be aſſured ſhe would ſpare no 
Pains to alleviate her Misfortune, So much 
Goodneſs entirely gained the Heart of Afirza, 
bur nevertheleſs ſhe ceaſed not ro be as unhappy 
as before ; for being unable to hate her Rival, or 
forbear loving her Emperor, the Struggle between 
Love and Friendſhip cauſed her more Torments, 
than ſhe could poſhLly have ſuttered from Hatred 
and Revenge. 


Oſman, who had been informed, what had 
paſled between the Empreſs and Mirza, found 
therein freſh Cauſe for eſteeming that Princeſs 
more than ever; nevertheleſs he took not the 
leaſt Notice thereof to her, but was ſo well plea- 
ſed with it in his Heart, that he reſolved to ſhew 
her his Acknowledgment by his Indifference to 
all that could give her any Umbrage. Accord- 
ingly he would not fo much as Name Mirza, or 
inquire after her in any Manner; and although 
he ſaw very well ſhe had not accompanied the 
Empreſs, he affected not to have taken any No- 
tice of it, ſtudying only how to convince that 
Princeſs of his Love and Fidelity, 
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After injoy ing the Pleaſure of the Water for 
fome T'ime, Oſman ordered th. Beſtangi Baſſa to 
ſteer for Stari, formerly Calcedonia, where he 
had ſecretly prepared a magnificent Entertaiy- 
ment, with Deſign to furprize the whole Court 
The Palace avd Gardens of this delicious Place, 
have been ſo much imbelliſhed by the Care of 
the Ottoman Emperors, that they have made 1t a 
a Terreſtrial Paradiſe, notwithflanding the Bar- 
rennneſs of the Soil. This was the delighttul 
Manhon, appointed by Oſman, to give his Court 
a Taſte of that ſweet Freedom, ſo uncommon a- 
mong the Great, and ſo unuſual with the . 
men, when admitted to ſhare in the Pleaſures of 
their Sovereign. The Sultan, whole good Senſe, 
andScnitments, were above the ceremonious For- 
malicies 1':\-parible from his Rank, and who cn- 
deavourcd to make himſelf as much beloved as 
tearcd, was on thisOccaſion all Goodneſs, Gaicty, 
ard Aitability ; and whilſt his Highneſs was re- 
galing the great Officers of the Porte, the Em- 
preſs with the Ladies of her Retinuc, were fealt- 
ed in another Room, with equal Magnihcence, 
This Entertainment laſted till Night came on, 
when this illuſtrious Company reimbarked again, 
in order to return to Conſtantinople, and entered 
the Seraglio by the Gate that opened to the Sea. 


Here they were again ſurprized with a new 
Entertainment; a multitude of Fireworks were 
played off to Admiration, and as the Cap- 
rain Baſſa, or High Admiral paſſed by, a Num- 
ber of Sea-Monfters, throwing out Flames on 
all Sides, came with the great Violence to attack 
his Veſſel. That Officer was not in the leaſt 
prepared for them, but judging that the 2 
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had ordered it ſo to take him unawares, and divert 
himſelf the better, he humoured the Jeſt with a 
ood Grace, and endeavoured to give him all the 
Plcaftire he had hoped for. Accord ingly he put 
himſelf in a Poſture of Defe nec, and ipared no 
Pains, to render the Comb at worthy his Maſter's 
Attention. Ic laſted almoſt during all their Paſ- 
ſage, with the great Applauic of all this little 
Flect, and great Marks of Satisfaction in the Su- 


tan, and his beautcous Contort. 


Next Day, his Highneſs permitted all the Mi- 
niſters and Baſſas at the Porte, to congratulate 
him on his Nuptials, at the Foot of his Throne. 
On this Occahon again, one may judge of the Gran- 
dear of the Ottoman Mona ch, by the Spl endor 
and Magnificence of the Grandees of his Em- 
pire; for not to mention the Grand Iixier, or the 
three next great Othcers of the Porte, Soliman, 
BH of Epypt, will alone ſutice for a Proof there- 
of. Tins Baſſa, who was one of the beſt made 
Men in the Empire, entered the Seraglio, mount- 
ed upon a fine Arabian, hole Accoutre- 
ments were valued at a thouſand Chequins; his 
Robes were covered wich Pearls and Dias. 
which were ſet oft with a graceful Perſon, that 
had at once an Air of Majeſty, Sweetneſs, and War. 
He was attended by twelve Hundred of his Houſ- 
hold, richly dreſſed, and mounted upon beautiful 
e - and he made the Sultan a Preſent of a 
hundred thouſand Sulranins, which are about half 
a Million of Hench Livres: The other Baſſas 
did the ſame in Proportion to their Employ- 
ments. 


The following Days all the Orders of the Im- 


perial City had the ſame Honours ; but not * 
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of them approached the Throne, without ſome 
Preſent ; it being the Law of the Seraglio, that 
no Body, whether a Foreign Amballador, or 
Subject of the Empire, muſt come near the Grand 
Signior, without a Preſent worthy of his Highnef, 
The Rejoycings for theſe Nuptials laſted twen. 
ty Days, during which, ſeveral Games and fine 
Shews were exhibited in the Hipprodome, and 
other publick Places of this great City, and 


the Emperor frequently honoured which with his 
Preſence. 


As this Prince, to all his other fine Qualities, 
was very grateful for any Service that had been 
done him, or any Friendſhip that had been ſhown 
him, neither his Joy, his Pleaſures, or his Great- 
neſs, made him forget, that Fatima, Wife to 
the Sangiac- beg of the Morea,had formerly expreſ- 
ſed for him the Affection of a Mother, and that 
he had loved her as if ſhe had really been ſo 
Wherefore not doubting bur ſhe wonld be over- 
joyed to ſce him again, as well as the admirable 
Aphendina, who had paſſed part of her Childhood 
with her, he wrote to her and the Sangiac-heg of 
the Morea to come to Conftantinople. This Proof 
of *Oſman's Remembrance, gave Fatima ſo much 
Pleaſure, that ſhe thought ſhe could nor ſhe it 
better, than by her ready Obedience. Accord- 
ingly they loſt not a Moment, and when they ar- 
rived at that Capital, ſent Notice thereof to the 
Sultan, who immediately diſpatched the Kiter 
Aopafy to Fatima to bring her to the Seraglio, where 


that Prince received her in the Empreſs's Apart- 
ment. 


As ſoon as this Sultaneſs ſaw the Emperor, ſhe 
would have thrown herſelf at his Feet; but Of 


Man, 
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man, reaching out his Arms, embraced her ten- 
derly, and called her his Mother; after which 
leading her to the Empre's, who likewiſe pre- 
vented her kneeling; « This my dear Fatima, 
« {aid he, is the incomparable Aphendina, whoſe 
« Wit and Charms you have ſo often admired. I 
« was willing to let you ſhare a Moment in 
« Happineſs ſhe makes me enjoy, to the 
« the End J might ſhew you I have never for- 
« gotten you; and although I am ſenſible your 

Stay in my Seraglio, will deprive the San— 
« jjack of his greateſt Delight, the Empreſs and T 
« could not refuſe ourſelves the Satisfaction of 
« keeping you with us ſome Days.” 


Fatima had been ſo much dazzled, with the 
Increaſe of Aphendina and Oſman's Beauty, and 
took fo great a Pleaſure in beholding them, 
that ſhe had nor been able to find Words to ex- 
preſs herſelf, but ſuffered the Emperor to go on, 
without ſo much as thinking of breaking Silence, 
ſeeming in a manner confounded, at the Sight 
of ſo many Charms: But, at laſt, ſeeing Oſmax 
expected her Anſwer. 


« My Lord, ſaid ſhe, your Highneſs eafily 
« ſees the Reaſon of my being Speechleſs, at 
« theſe Teſtimonies of your Goodneſs, In Ef- 
fect, continued ſhe, with a charming Air, 
who can behold an Aſſemblage of ſo many 
Beauties, in two auguſt Objects, without bein 
« ſeized at once, with Love, Joy, and Admt- 
ration ! I had rightly judged from your Infancy, 
% and that of this great Princeſs, that you 
© would both be the Maſter-pieces of Nature; 
« but I muſt confeſs, that whatever Idea had 
formed to myſelf thereof, or whatever De- 
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4 ſcription I have heard thereof from Fame, 1 
« never expected what my Eyes now ſee: A 
« Moment ſo much the more valuable ro me, 
de in that your Goodneſs in giving me this glori- 
&« ous Satisfaction, is pleaſed to join thereto the 
« Teſtimony of a Friendſhip a thouſand times 
« qearer to nic than Life.“ 


Fatima uttcred theſe Words with fo much 
Gra.c, that the cautcous Aphendina could not 
foro-ur imbra ing ner again, to teſtity her Grati. 
tuge; and if tats Princets was looked upo as a 
Prodigy, ſhe was no lets charmed with Fatima; 
that Sultana having fiiil preſerved her Beauty al. 
though ſhe was no longer young ; and as ſhe had 
a great and noble Air, her Age rendeted her yet 
more to be reſpected, io that one could not ſee her 
without having for her all the Eſteem and Value 
ſhe deſerved : And indeed, Oſman, and the Em- 

reſs were ſo much taken with her, that they 
| 2208 her a Fortnight in the Seraglio, ſtriving to 
out-do cach other, by a thouſand Proofs of their 
perfect Friendſhip and entire Confidence 


During this Stay, the Sangiac-beg her Husband 
had the Honour to kiis the Eraperor's Hand, and 
to be often ſent for; and his Highneſs having found 
him worthy of his Eſteem, made him a Baſſa, 
both to reward the Services he had done under 
the Reign of his Father Achmet, and to give Ha- 
tima freſh Marks of his Good-will : And they both 
ſet out from Conſtantinople, crown'd with Honours, 
and loaden with Preſents from the Emperor and- 


Empreſs, who did not part with Fatima without a 
ſenſible Regret, 


In 
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In the mean while, ail theſe Re oicings, Plea- 
ſures, and Occupations, dia not prevent Oſman's 
applying h.miclt athuuoufly ro th< A aur of State, 
to which he gave the uimolt Atentic naving 
never ſpent a ſingle Day, without i ting (er 
Hours to confer about them Mich ius Miniſters, 
Not long after the K oiciggs for ts Marriage, 
three Suns were ſeen in the Heavens, ar ig at a 
Clock in the Morning The People of Otto- 
man Empire, more Sus erſticious then others, » cre 
terribly allarmed thereat, imagivt's it porternded - 
ſome great Misfortune to the State; bur the Sl 
tan, who was verſed in the Effects of Nature, 
being willing to diſpel the Terror that had icized 
even on the molt reſolute, diſplayed in a full Di- 
van, the Sublimity of his Genius, and ſhewed 


the was as admirable for his Wit, as for the 


Charms of his Perſon, explaining to them by.the 
Rules of Philoſophy, the Cauſe of this Phenomes. 
non; till at laſt by his Eloquence and profound: 
Knowledge, he removed their Fears, and made 
them as much aſhamed thereo', as they were in 
Admiration at his uncommon Endowments 


However, the ambitious Kioſem, whoſe Soul was 
tortur'd with the moſt crue] Envy, Hatred and 
Jealouſy, inraged to ſee the Peoples Love for 
Oſman and the Empreſs, and taking Advan- 
tage of every Thing to attain her Ends, did not 
ter flip the Opportunity of this Phenomenon to ex- 
cite Jcaloufies and Diſtontent in the Hearts of the 
People: Eſpecially the Janizaries, who were the 
more diſaffected to the Emperor, as they not 
only knew they had been wanting in their Duty 
to him, but likewiſe that they were not much in his 
Efteem. Wherefore, ſhe cauſed her Emiflaries to 


give

give out among the People, and the Soldiers, 
that the three Suns lately ſeen, were a Preſage of 
the Misfortunes that were to happen under 0f- 
man's Reign; that Prince deſpiſing the Laws ex. 
actly obſerved by his Father, and Predeceflors ; 
asſhe had evidently ſhown, in being married; that 
this was a Proof, there was nothing ſo ſacred, 
or ſo much to be reſpected, which he was not 
ready to violate, to indulge his Caprice and his 
Paſſions; wherefore they were o expect nothing 
but the moſt fatal Calamidies under ſuch a Go- 
vernment. 


Theſe Words, 2 thouſand times repeated, fail'd 
not to make miſchievous Impreſſions on theſe 
baſe and groveling Souls ; and diſpoſed them in- 
ſenſibly to ſhake oft a Voke, which ſeemed to them 
the more intolerable, as they had not Wit nor 
Senſe enough to know the Value of, and diftinguiſh, 
the Virtues of Stan Oſman, from the Vices of 
his Predeceſſors. This Prince's fine Qualities 
ſeemed to them ſtrange and of no Uſe, having 
had no Examples of the like in other Empe- 
rors ; a common Effect of the Judgment of rude 
mercenary Fellows, who never being able to raiſe 
their Thoughts above what is in themſelves, can 
only diſcover in others, thoſe Perfections that 
come within their own narrow Sphere, and repre- 
ſent Virtues as Vices, becauſe they are them- 
ſelves Strangers to them. 


The Emperor Oſman, to whom theſe Reports and 
Murmurs were related, and who than was informed 
the Affair of Pamaſcus, and the Inſolencies of 
the Janizaries, was only yet the more exaſperated 
againſt them, and more bent than ever on being 
revenged on them: But as he had formed a — 
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Proje ct, and was wholly taken up about the Means 
to execute it, he delayed the Effects of his juſt 
Anger againſt the Mutineers, to enable himſelf 
the better to puniſh them as they deſerved ; where- 
fore , without troubling himſelf about the injurious 
Diſcourſes of theſe Soldiers, he laboured without 

Intermiſſion, at his vaſt Deſign. 


This was, to arm powerfully both by Sea and 
Land, in order to ſeixe on Sicily; to go from thence 
and make a Deſcent upon Apulia, and Calabria; 
to conquer the Kingdom of Naples, and march 
from thence directly to Rome, at the Head of 
three hundred thouſand Men, and thereby ſub- 
due all /taly ; not in the leaſt doubting of an in- 
fallible Succeſs; as knowing the Spariards 
were fully employed in defending themſelves a- 
gainſt the victorious Arms of Lewis XIII. King 
of France, and the Emperor was ſcarce able 
to make Head againſt the Sevedes, who had puſhed 


their Conqueſts to the middle of Germany. 


He had even already iſſued out his Orders, to 
have the Magazines filled all along the Coafts, 
from the Morea to Dalmatia and Sclavonia ; a Pre- 
caution the Swultan's never fail to take, whenever 
they have formed any great martial Deſign. Two 
or three Years before they declare War, they 
fill their Magazines with all neceſſary Stores; 
which is the more eaſy, as this extenſive Empire 
is divided into Governments under Beglerbess, or 
Lords Paramount, or under Baſſas, who are Lords 
of an inferior Degree, and a leſs extenſive Jurif- 
diction. Every Government 1s again divided into 
ſeveral Sangiacks, which are, as it were, Lieute- 
nancies, and every Sangiacł is divided into ſeveral 
Timars, which are a fort of Commanderies. _ 
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All theſe Officers are obliged to furniſh the 
Sultan with a certain Number of Soldiers, both 
Horſe and Foot, whenever he commands it; as 
alſo to pay and maintain them. They are like- 
wiſe obliged to furniſh Ammunition and Proyi. 
ſion ; and the Chriſtians who are polleſied of 
Freehoids, beſides paying ſo much a Head, are 
obliged to give the Sultan a Tenth of all their 
Fruits, and to have them carried, at their own 
Charge, tothe Places appointed them by the civil 
Magiſtrates. 'Thus without its coſting the Sultan 
any Thing, the Magazines are always filled; and 
as the Troops are paid in Money, they are obi 
ged to buy all they want on their March, or in 
the Camp, at the Sultan's Magazines: This 
brings that Prince in immenſe Sums, the Soldiers 
being prohibited on the moſt ſevere Penalties, to 
exact the leaſt Trifle, from the People ſubject to 
the Empire, that lye in their Way as they pals, 


Not content with all theſe Precautions, the 
Emperor Oſman iſſued Orders for the building two 
hundred Galleys, and a great number of other 
Veſſels with all Speed; as alſo for the forging 

prodigious Quantities of Arms of all forts, 
and caſting Store of Cannon. Theſe great 
Preparations alarmed all the Powers of Europe uud 
Aſia ; but whilſt every one reaſoned according to 
his Fears or his Politicks, the Orders of the Cite. 
man Emperor were executed with incredible Ut- 
ligence. Nevertheleſs, in Spight of the Satis facti- 
on he felt, in being ſoon able to put his Project 
in Execution, there were ſome Moments wherein 
he appeared Melancholy and Penſive; and altho 
it was plainly ſeen that he endeavoured to conces 
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his Trouble, he could not contain himſelf fo 
mach, but that the Emprels perceived it. 


This Princeſs, whom Love made watchful of 
his leaſt Actions, could noc behold with Eaſe the 
Alteration that appeared in her Husband's Tem- 
per; but not being willing to let him know all 
her Uneaſineſs, before ſhe had diſcovered the 
Cauſe of his, ſhe ſent for the Grand /itzier, and 
the [man who had been Oſman's Preceptor, of 
whom ſhe enquired, if they knew not the Rea- 
ſon of that Prince's profound Melancholy; being 
more likely to be acquainted therewith, than his 
other Miniſters, as he repoſed more Confidence 
in them. But they having anſwered her that 
they were Strangers to it, ſhe reſolved to force 
the Secret from the Emperor's own Mouth, as 
ſoon as ſhe ſhould have a favourable Opportu- 
nity. 


She did not wait long ; for that Prince ha- 
ving held a Cabinet Council next Day, wherein 
he declared to his chief Miniſters the Scheme he 
had laid for the Conqueſt of Italy, he received 
ſuch Applauſes upon it, as muſt have ſatistyed 
him, if his Mind had been more compoſed. In 
Etfect, the wiſeſt of them unanimouſly admired his 
Capacity, and were infinitely ſurprized, that a 
Prince of his Age, ſhould have formed of himſelf 
a Plan, ſo skilful and ſo prudent ; wherein he 
ſcemed to have foreſcen ail rhe Difficulties that 
could ariſe, and at the fame Time to have found 
the Means to ſurmount them. They all encou: 
raged him to purſue this great Enterprize, aſſur- 
ing of the Conſent of the whole Divan to the 
putting it in Execution. 


As 
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As he came from the Divan, he went direct 
to the Empreſs, and although he ought to hay: 
been pleaſed with what had paſſed, he was ng 
ſooner at Liberty, than he fell into his uſual Me. 
Jancholy. Whereupon the Empreſs, not being 
able to bear any longer to live in the Condition 
to which this Sadneſs brought her, and hearken. 
ing only to her Deſpair, threw herſelf at his Feet, 
and imbracing his Knees, proteſted he would 
ſoon ſee her expire, it he did not inform her of 
the Cauſe of his Uneaſineſs. 


The Sultan, touched to the Quick with this 
Action of Aphendina's, raiſed her up immediately, 
with the greateſt Tenderneſs ; and fearing ſhe WE du 
ſhonld impute his Melancholy, to ſome Change in 1 E. 
his Affections with reſpect to her, he put a Force ec 
upon himſelf to appear more chearful ; and look- hs 
Ing on her with an Eye, wherein the ſincereſt 1 
Love was painted: My deareft Apbendina, (ail ſt 
« he compoſe your Mind ; the Chagrin you ob- 1 
« ſerve in me, will neither prejudice my Love P 
« to you, nor the extreme Confidence I ſhall al- r 
&« ways have in that you bear me; *'tis an Affair 
« of State that — all my Uneafineſs : I do 
« not intend to conceal it from you; but I have 
« my Reaſons for not informing yon thereof, but 
« in Preſence of the Grand Iixier, Uſſain Effendy 
« and the Captain Baſſa, whom I ſhall ſend for 
« to Morrow tv my Appartment. But, above 
« all, my adorable Empreſs, be aſſured, that 
« whatever Troubles diſcompoſe me, nothing in 
« the World can abate the Ardour of my At- 
is tection”. 
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The Empreſs, whom theſe tender Proteſtations 
reſtored to Lite, anſwered them with all the Love, 
that a Paſſion ſuch as Oſman's could deſerve ; 
and knowing him fincere in what he faid, did 
not in the leaſt doubt, but it was ſomething of 


Importance to the State, which took up his 


Thoughts, and waited till next Day to be inform- 
ed thereof; not being willing to preſs him to tell 
her ſooner, ſince he had reſolved other wiſe. 


In Effect, he ſent for thoſe three Miniſters, 
with whom he alto joined Liver Effendi Cofſa, and 
Mahomet Aga, Beſtangi Baſſa. Bei g come, he con- 
ducted them into his private Clolet, where the 
Empreſs was before them, richly dreſſed and ſeat- 
ed in an Alcove, with her Face veil'd. To theſe 
he began again to mention his Deſigu in /* ly ; 
which was alſo again admired by theſe five Mint- 
ſtzrs, who were Men of the greateſt E erience 
in the Empire, and in whoſe Abilities man re- 
poſed moſt Confidence: But this P:,nce inter- 
rupting the Courſe of their Praiſes. 


« I ſee, with Pleaſure, ſaid he, your Appro- 
« bation of my Deſign, and am not inſenſible of 
the Praiſes you beſtow thereon ; nevertheleſs, 
« continued he, with a deep Sigh, I have ſtill a 
very rickliſh Affair to communicate to you, 
winch 1 have not yet mentioned, and which 1s 
boch necefſary for the Welfare of the State, 
and of the utmoſt Conſequence to myſelf in 
particular. *Tis the Cowardice I have obſer- 
ved in my Janixaries; their Murinics ard Dif- 
obedience to my Orders, were the Cauſe of 
my not reducing Poland under my Dominion ; 
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and I fear the fame Thing, if I ſhould lead then 
into Italy 


% J am not ignorant of their Murmurs every 


| Day agauft te Government, nor their infolen 


Litcourſes azai ft my Miniſters and m 
ſelf: Their 1:1pudence is come to ſuch x 
Height, that it 15 no longer in my Power to 
diſſemble my juſt Reſentment. You all know, 
as Weil as I, that their Revolts have been fata 
to many of my Predeceſlors, and that they have 
prevented their making great Conqueſts. Be. 
ſides, the exorbitant Donattve, required a 
every Change, gives them a Liking to every 
Change of Government. They long only tor 
Novelty to ſatisfy their Avarice ; and pun: 
der the Imperial City, on the leaſt Report d 
the Sultans Death being aſſured; that every 
Thing will be pardoned them by his Succellor 
Tis even to be feared, that after the Example 
of the Prætorian Guards, they may one Day 
maſlacre their Emperors, and give the Empire 


to the higheſt Bidder. 


. What has happened heretofore in Zoypt, » 


again another Proof how) watchful one ought 
to be over the Inſolence of the Jana

ed out of young Chriſtian Slaves, which the 
Kings of eypt bought up for their own Uſe.

« Who can aſſure us that the Janixaries will 
% not do the ſame, whenever they ſhall 
think proper; fiace they have already aſ- 
ſumed to themſelves the Power of reforming 
the State; demanding of their Princes the 
Heads of any Miniſters who diſpleaſe them, 
and exact the augmenting of their Pay, and 
the Diſtribution of the Dozative whenever 
they pleaſe ? Have they not carried their Vio-

Then Oſmary addreſſing himſelf to the Empreſs: 
« I defir- alto, ſaid he, ſage Aphendina, that you 
would give me your Opinion ; I know your 
Diſceroment, and the Compaſs of your Under. 
ce ſtanding ; and I ſhould think myſelf wanting 
to the Dictates of my Reaſon, ſhould I under 
take any Thing without imparting 1t to you 


for your Approbation“. 


The Empreſs made noother Anſwerto this oblig- 


ing Diſcourſe, but by a low Bow with her Head, and 
walted till the Miniſters bad declared their Sen— 
timeats : This they did, by beginning with their 


Admiration of his Courag

e, and juſt Rea ſorung. 


Then they repreſented to him, That the more 
inſolent the Fanizaries were, the more it was 
to be feared, upon the leaſt Report of their being 
to be broke, they would have Recourſe to the 
utmoſt Extremities; that they were Maſters of 
the;Imperial City; and that his ſacred Perion 
would remain expoſed to the Inſults of this ex- 
aſperated Soldiery, who being capable of 
throwing off all manner of Reſpe&, would 
maſlacre indiffer*ntly, and without Diſtinction, 
even Perſons the molt to be rever'd ; that never- 
theleſs it was juſt to puniſh ſo much Inſolence, 
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ſors, and himſelf, of the Revolts of the ſedi- 
« tions Mutineers; that the great Officers of the 
porte had long thought this Corps too powerful, 
« and that the Sultans kept too great a Number 
« of them at Conſtantinople, which enabled them 
« to give Law to their Sovereigns; but that 
« ſince their being ſettled there, theſe ſame 
« oreat Officers of the Porte, not having found in 
« any of the Sultans, anInclination to humble them, 
« notwithſtanding the fatal Misfortunes they 
'« cauſed ; whether it was that they loved them, 
« or that they had not the ſame Courage as his 
« Highneſs, not one of them had dared dif- 
« cover what they thought of this Corps ; and 
« that ſince his Highneſs was reſolved to get rid 
« of them, before he truck this bold Stroke, he 
« muſt begin by — Imperial Seat, 
« that he might be in a Condition to have no- 
thing to fear from them ; that Damaſcus, the 
Capital of Syria, one of the fineſt Cities of the 
Eaft, and Grand Cairo, famous for having been 
the Reſidence of the Kings of Egypt, were e- 
qually fit to receive that Honour; that in either 
the one or the other, he might, at Pleaſure, ex- 
terminate the Enemies of the State, and puniſh 
the Seditious ; that it would be approved of by 
all his People, who looked upon the Fanizaries 
as their Tyrants, by Reaſon of the Robberies 
they every Day committed upon them ; but 
that, in ſhort, the only Way to effect it would 
be to change the Imperial Sear. 


This Advice pleaſed the Emperor Oſman ex- 
tremely, however he begged the Empreſs to tell 
her Sentiments, not being willing to come to any 
Reſolution, before ſhe had likewiſe ſpoken her 
Mind Hereupou, * diſcreet Princeſs, was 
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had ſhuddered ſeveral Times with Terror, &- 
ring this Converſation, had the Prudence to con- 
ceal the Trouble this Advice of the Miniſters had 
excited in her Soul, and anſwered, „ That ſhe 
« was not ſufficiently verſed in Affairs of Goyern- 
« ment, to determine about a Thing of that Im- 
« portance, in the Preſence of the wiſeſt and moſt 
« able Miniſters of the Empire; and that ſince 
« they approved his Deſigns, and had given 
him their Opinions, ſhe thought that ought to 
« {ithce ; that nevertheleſs, if it was his abſblute 
« Will ſhe ſhould declare her Judgment up- 
« on this Head, ſhe begged him to give her 
„Time to conſider a little upon it, and ſhe 
« would tell his Highneſs her Opinion.” The 
Sultan by theſe Words, imagin'd Aphendina would 
not explain herſelf but to him alone, and did 
not preſs her any farther, but addreſſing himſelf 
to his Miniſters td them, that he would follow 
their Counſels, and that he pitched upon Grand 
Cairo to be, for the future, the Scat of the Orto- 
man Empire. This ſaid, he diſmiſſed them, 
having firſt emjoyned them the ſtricteſt Se- 
creſy. 


When the Miniſters were withdrawn, the Em- 
preſs ſeeing herſelf at Liberty with her Spouſe, 
lifred up her Veil; and ſhewing him her Face 
all bathed in Tears: What Advice my Lord, 
&« ſaid ſhe, is your Highneſs e er Do 
te you cor ſider, that this infolent and numerous 
« Body of Soldiers, is Maſter of he Imperial Ci- 
« ty? That at the leaſt Report of the Change 
« you deſign to make, they will come and fall 
upon the Seraglio, and knowing themſelves 
ce guilty of ſo many Crimes, will endeavour to 
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© are about to hazard your Empire, and perhaps 
« your Life, if this Secret ſhould ger Air. 

Who can aſlure us that none of your Mini- 
ſters will betray you; each of them have 
his particular Intereſts to take care of ; if 
« the Changing of the Seat of the Empire is 

advantageous to ſome of them, it is diſad- 
vantageous to others ; they who defire it will 
be faithful to you, but they who fear it may 
« perhaps betray you. Alas! My Lord, Con- 
« tinued ſhe, kiſſing his Hands, which ſhe 

bath'd with her Tears, what would become of 
me, if theſe Barbarians ſhould dare lay Hands 
« on your ſacred Perſon : In the Name of our 
Love, my Lord, deſiſt from your Enterprize, 
« and expoſe not your Aphendina to Misforrunes 
« ſhe could not behold without dying. 


The Empreſs was ſo pierced with Grief, as 
fhe ſpoke theſe Words, that ſhe ſeem'd as if ſhe 
actually at that Time ſaw thoſe Evils which ſhe 
only fear'd. Her Condition, and the Strength 
of her Reaſoning affected Oſman ; he was even 
ſome Time without anſwering her, wavering 
within himſelf between Aphendina's Intreaties, 

# and his own Deſire of ridding himſelf of a 
Body of Soldiers he could no longer endure. 
But as his greateſt Fault was having too much 
Courage, and bclieving that alone ſufficed to at- 
fire him of Succeſs, even in the moſt difficult 


13 Undertakings, his Intrepidity triumph'd over 
i- the Fears of the Empreſs: He was even, in ſome 
= Mcafure, aſhamed that they had ſtagger'd him 
Il one Moment; and raiſing himſelf above what- 
es ever could happen, he endeavoured to encourage 
to her, by promiſing to take his Meaſures fo juſtly, 
ou that his Deſign ſhould _ be known till it was 
10 - 


pur 
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it in Execution; giving her to underſtand, that 
is own Safety, his Glory, and the Welfare of 
the State, abſolutely required this Sacrifice. 


Aphendina was not ignorant that the Emperor 
had an Underſtanding and Prudence much above 
his Age; but ſhe knew likewiſe, that the Great- 
neſs of his Courage, which even bordered upon 
Raſhneſs, blinded him very often as to incvi- 
table Dangers. This prevented her now from ceaſ- 
ing her Fears, notwithſtanding all Oſman's Efforts 
to compoſe her; and ſome Days atter the hold- 
ing this Council, ſhe had freſh Cauſe for her 
Terrors, through the Interpretation that was 
given to a Dream, which made ſome little Im- 
preſſion upon the Emperor himſelt. 


This Prince dream'd that he was travelling 
to Mecca, mounted upon a very large Camel; 
and that as he was riding along, in a very fine 
Road, the Camel had ſlipt away from under 
him on a ſudden, leaving only the Bridle 11 his 
Hands, and that raking a rapid Fight into the 
Air, he had loſt Sight of it among che Clo |s, 
The Start he gave in his Surprize, awaked 
from his Sleep; he even rumina ed a cor, 
able Time upon it; but as he was a good Pi. 
loſopher, and Superſtition had no manner of 
Power over him, he imagined, that having re- 
ſolved to pretend a Vow to Mecca, as a Cloak for 
his Departure from Conſtantinople, his Mind, 
truck with this Thongs when waking, had he 
giving Riſe to this odd Dream : For this Reaſon 
did not conceal it ; but in the Morning, when 
Jain Effendy, his Preceptor, came to his Levce, 
he related it to him, without ſeeming to lay any 
great Streſs upon it; but Uſain Efendy thought 

at 
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it ſo extraordinary, that he aſſur'd his High- 
neſs it contain'd ſome great Myſtery, and adviſed 
him to conſult his Uncle Au ſtapha, who being, 
as he ſaid, in a perpetual Contemplation with 
the Angels, would certainly interpret it to him, 
becauſe it muſt have been revealed to him by 
God in a Viſion, 


The Emperor ſmiled at this Diſcourſe ; but 
being incited by the Curioſity of having a Spe- 
cimen of his Uncle's pretended angelica} Know- 
ledge, he ſent for him, and ordered him to ex- 
pound his Dream. Muftapha no ſooner heard 
it, but he immediately anſwer'd, without Heſi- 
tation: That the Camel he had ſeen was his 
Empire, which *till then had been obedient to 
him; but that the Camel having ſlipt from under 
him, fignify'd he would likewiſe loſe his Au- 
thority over the Empire,which would rebel againft 
him, and that even during his Life, another 
Emperor would be placed upon the Throne. 


This Interpretation highly diſpleas'd the S- 
tan, who imagin'd that Auſtapha had given it 
that Turn only to oftend him, to much was he 
pre poſſeſs'd with the Opinion that all theſe 
Warnings are of no Signification : But the 
Thing getting Air in the Seraglio, and ſpreading 
from thence throughout the Imperial City, 
ſtruck every Heart with Terror and Confterna- 
tion. The People crowded in Droves to the 
Moſques, to pray for the Preſervation of the 
Emperor, and the State ; every one asking what 
could be the fatal Event that cou'd ſet any other 
on the Throne than Sultan Oſman, a Prince ſo 
worthy of reigning by his Virtues, and his Love 
for kis Subjects : But the Soldiery, who were 
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not fo well affected to him, conſcious that they 
deſerved all his Reſentment, did not ſpeak in 
the ſame Terms; and far from apprehending a 
Change, they excited each other to prepare tor 
it, and even to favour it, imagining the Thing 
to be paſt all Doubt: Vulgar Minds are caſiy 
inclined to what they believe inevitable, and 
tis often from this very Opinion alone, that 


the Things they imagined take Effect. 


Theſe Reports, theſe different Reaſoning 
and the traiterous Diſpoſition of the Farizaries, 
were not unknown to the Sultan, He even took 
Notice thereof in a full Divan, treating as I!lu- 
ſions the Preſages that were drawn from his 
Dream, and explaining to them the Cauſe there 
of with his uſual Learning and Eloquence, 
which diſpell'd the Terrors of the People. But 
all this Philoſophy could not prevent the Fears 
of the Empreſs, who, notwithſtanding tlie $0- 
lidity of her Underſtanding, and the Conſtancy 
of her Mind, could not forbear being ſubject, 
on this Occaſion, to all the Weakneſs of lier 
Sex: And although ſhe had read much, and 
knew as well as O/man, how little Credit was to 
be given to theſe fantaſtic Notions ; the Violence 
of her Love rendering her Superſtirious, in ſpite 
of her fine Underſtanding, ſhe could no longer 
enjoy any Quiet ſince the Emperor's Reſolu— 
tion; and it was with the utmoſt Sorrow ſhe 
ſaw him perſevere in his Deſigu of putting it u 
Execution. | 


In the mean while this Prince, as mnch taken 
up as he was, about removing the Seat ol 
the Empire, labour'd no leſs to compaſs his 
Dehgn upon {taly. He had ordered great Levics 
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of Troops throughout the Empire ; and above 
all, had charged the Baſſa's of Grand Cairo, 
Damaſcus, and Suez, to ratie the moſt numerous 
Body of Arabians that was poſhble ; his Deſign 
being to ſupply with them the Place of thc 
ſanaries, whom he was fully reſolved to ex- 
terminate: He often paſs'd whole Days at his 
Palace of Scutari, with the Grand /izier, and 
other Miniſters in whom he had the molt Con- 
fidence ; there he held Cabinet Councils to 
concert proper Meaſures, to take from the 7a- 
nazaries the leaft ſhadow of Suſpicion ; and in 
Order to deceive them the more effectually, it 
was at laſt reſolved to give ont, that the Eu- 
peror had made a Vow to go to ecca, to viſit 
Malomet's Tomb. 


This Pretence was ſo much the more plau- 
ſible, inaſmuch as by a Law of their Religion, 
every Auſulman is obliged to take that Pile 
grimage onc. The People, who never dive 
to the Bottom of any Thing, and who, beſides, 
had ſuch a Love for O/man, that they extoll'd 
his leaſt Actions, approved of his Piety, and 
unanimouſly applauded this religious Humiliation; 
but the Politicians reaſon'd quite otherwiſe, and 
rightly judged that this Journey was the Cloak 
to tome great Myſtery. 


The artful Kioſem, who was watchful of all 
Events, in order to make them turn to the Ad- 
vantage of her Sons, no ſooner heard of the 
dultan's pretended Vow, but ſhe was alarm'd 
thereat more than any one ; and that the more, 
becauſe *twas ſaid his Highneſs would take all 
his Brothers, and his Uncle J/uftapha with him, 
which gave her Room to be apprehenſive of 
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ſome ſtmiſter Deſign againſt herſelf am 
her Sons. She reſolved therefore to ſet all her 
Inſtruments at Work to get this Voyage broken 
oft ; being governed by rhis Maxim, that in 
_ [1me one gains every Thing, and hoping 
ſtill to find ſome favourable Opportunity to 
execute her Deſigns: And as her Intereſt made 
her ſharp, ſhe knew ſo well how to put toye- 
ther what ſhe heard ſaid on one Side and t'other 
in the Seraglio, with ſuch Things as came di- 
rectly to her Knowledge, that ſhe no longer 
doubred but the Motive of the Stan's Voyage 
was Quite different from what was pretended; 
and without being able to dive into the real 
Cauſe, ſhe was fully ſatisfied within herſelf, that 
it was very remote from Devotion. 


Struck with this Thought, ſhe never heſitated 
on making it paſs for a Certainty, that ſhe 
might render it the Baſis of her pernicious De- 
ſigns: It was a tickliſh Step; but her Ambition 
ſetting her above all Hazards ſhe might 
run, the ventur'd to have it given out by her 
Emiſſaries amongſt the Spahrs and Fanizaries, 
that the Sultan's Reſentment aud Revenge had 
a much greater Share in this Voyage than Re- 
ligion : That this Prince not being able to for- 
get their paſs'd Revolts, had reſolv'd to carry 
them to the Deſarts of Arabia, where he had 
Troops ready to extirpate them entirely ; that 
twas ſaid the Baſſa's of Damaſcus and Grand 
Cairo had Orders to raiſe an Army of Arabian, 
Syrians and Epyptians for this bloody Execu- 
tion ; and that they who cou'd eſcape from the 
Edge of the Sword, would infallibly periſh 


with Hunger and Thirſt in thoſe horrid De- 
tarts. 
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This Diſconrſe effectually alarmed the Sol- 
diery; however, as it was not attended with 
any Proof, it did not yet produce the Effects 
which Mioſem expected; and the Emperor having 
been informed of theſe Rumours, and being de- 
ſirous to know the Authors thereof, cauſed ſtrict 
Search to be made after them: But this Sultane ſs 
always concerted her Meaſures ſo well, that not 
ſo much as the leaſt Suſpicion could fall on her, 
which rendered all Inquiries to no Purpoſe. In 
the mean while O/nan, impatient to be gone 
from a City, wherein he was ſatisfied the Ob- 
jects of his Hatred were the ſtrongeſt, omitted 
nothing that might haſten his Departure, which 
he fix'd on the firſt Day of the next Year, 
One Thouſand Six Hundred Sixty-two. 


To this End, he had given Orders for the 
fitting ont twelve of his beſt Galleys, and fix 
large Men of War ; theſe being all ready, he 
cauſed all the Treaſures of the Seraglio, with 
the Caſna or military Treaſure, and all the 
2 hoarded together by his Predece ſſors, to 

2 put on board them; all the rich Furniture 
likewiſe of this ſtately Palace, even that of the 
Empreſs's Apartment, which had been newly 
fitted up, was carried on board theſe Veſſels ; 
on Pretence that his Highneſs intended to make 
a more magnificent Offering upon Mahomet's 
Tomb, that had ever been made by any of the 


Turkiſh Emperors. 


But as ſoon as it was known that Oſman had 
himſclf been at the great Moſque, and had taken 
from thence all the Riches which Devotion had 
conſe crated to the Memory of divers Sultans, 
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without ſparing even the Tomb of his Father 
Achmet, or that of his own Son, from whence 
he had cauſed to be carried off the rich Quiver, 
which he had himſelf placed thereon ; and that 
all was tranſported on board his Veſſels, there 
was no longer any Doubt of his Deſigns : The 
Suſpicions were turn'd to Certainty, and the 
Politicians diving partly into the Truth, gave 
out publickly, that the Stan was going to 
abandon them, and leave the Imperial City a 
Prey to the Chriſtians. Theſe Reports, how- 
ever, could not ſtop O/man, who ſtill purſuin 
his Enterprize, gave Orders for the Security of 
Conſtantinople, and the other maritine Places; 
To which End he commanded twenty large 
Veſtels, and forty Gallies, to be likewiſe got 
ready to reprets the Pirates. 


All theſe Preparations, together with thc 
above-mentioned Reports, and thoſe which the 
Nultaneſs Kioſem cauſed to ſpread about both 
Night and Day, ſtruck the Janigaries at laſt 
with Terror ; conſcious that they had given the 
Sultan jult Cauſe of Offence, they could not re- 
hiſt the Diſtruſt which ſeized upon their Souls; 
but far from endeavouring to regain the Em- 
peror's Favour by Submiſſton, an humble Be- 
haviour, and Repentance, they form'd nothing 
but Projects of Scedition and Diſobedience; and 
the Spahis and Fanizaries, joining then in their 
Sentiments for the firſt Time, reſolved unani- 
mouſly to oppoſe this Voyage, which, according 
to their Way of Reaſoning, would infallibly 
cauſe the Subverſion of the State. 


The Sultan, inform'd of this Reſolution, was only 
the more exaſperated againſt them, and 8 
that 
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change his Mind. The Mrfty and Empreſs, juſtly 
alarm'd at all theſe Troubles, whoſe Conſe- 
quences they very much dreaded, repreſented to 
him the Danger to which he was going to ex- 

ſe himſelf, if the Sedition, juſt upon the point 
of breaking out, ſhould be carried to an Ex- 
tremity; in which Caſe, neither his own Life, 
or that of any of his Friends, would be in 
Safety: The beautious and tender Aphendina, to 
add more Weight to her Intreaties, laying aſide 
all ceremonious Reſpect and Submiſhon, had 
Recourſe to the Rights of a lawful Union, and 
employ'd the moſt 2 Careſſes, to make 
him retract his Deſign of leaving Conſtantinople; 
and embracing him a thouſand Times, with all 
thoſe Graces that were pecnliar to herielf, ſhe 
ſpared no Pains to get the better of his Relo- 
lution. 


The Auſiy, ſenſible that his Daughter's Charms 
would have more Influence upon this Prince's 
Heart, than all his Remonſtrances, left them 
together, whilſt he went and uſed his utmoſt 
Ettorts to appeaſe the Mutineers. To this End 
he ſent amongſt them the Cadileskiers, the Imans, 
and other Doctors of the Law, who pretending 
to enter into their Sentiments, endeavour'd to 
incline them to be eaſy ; but Kieſem's Emiſſaries, 
who had diſpers'd themſelves amongſt the Sol- 
diers, the People, and the Troops belonging to 
the Fleet, call'd at Conſtantinople, Levantines, 
managed Matters ſo dextcrouſly, that the Sedi- 
tion, inſtead of abating, increas'd every Moment, 
to that Degree, that the Mutineers being at- 
ſembled together in the Hippodrome, obliged the 
two Cadileskiers to go twice after one another

to the Sultan, in the Name of all the Soldiery, 
and endeayour to diſſuade him from his Recco 
lution. 


The firſt Time, they made uſe of the meſt 
re ſpectful Terms to repreſent to him; that this 
von being 22 diſapprov'd of, wz 
attended with ſuch dangerous Circumſtances, 
that it was to be fear'd it would draw alon 
with it the Ruin of Conftantinople, and perhays 
that of all the State: But the Sultan, exaſpera- 
ted to ſee with what Obſtinacy they pretended 
to oppoſe his Deſign, having juſt before refuſed 
the Empreſs, for whom he would have ſacrificed 
even his Life, interrupted the Cadilesbiers, by 
telling them his 2 was reſolved on, and 
he would teach the Mutineers to revere their 
Sovereign's Will and Pleaſure ; this faid, te- 
peated his Orders for getting all Things ready 
for his Departure on the firſt of June. 


The Cadileskiers being return'd, and having 
given the Revolters an 133 of the ill Suc- 
ceſs of their Commiſſion, they obliged them to 
return forthwith to the Seraglio, and tell the 
Sultan, that if he did not Jay afide his Voyage, 
they would 1 it with all their Forces, and 
have Recourſe both to Fire and Sword to prevent 
his Departure. 


Theſe inſolent Menaces were ſo far from 
intimidating the Suan, that it only added to 
his Fury, to ſee with what Audaciouſneſs theſe 
impudent Rebels pretended to preſcribe him 
Laws; wherefore he anſwer'd the Cadileskiers as 
one that would be obey'd, and ſent them back 
again, with the moſt bitter Scoffs and Invectives 
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againſt both them and the Janixaries: This 

being told that audacious Corps, they ran imme- 

diately to Arins; and Kioſem, attentive to all 

their Motions, diſtributing underhand conſiderable 

Sums among them, obliged part of the People 
to join the Soldiers, as well as the Levantines, 
| who left their Veſſels and united with them. 


| The whole City of Conſtantinople was in an 
| Alarm; nothing was to be heard but Cries and 
Lamentations, all honeſt Men deploring the 
| Calamities they forelaw to be inevitable. The 
| Myfty, over-whelm'd with Grief to ſee the Pre- 
| cipice into which Oſman was upon the Point of 
| falling, ſent word to che Empreſs in what Con- 
dition Things were, conjuring her to redouble 
her Efforts : But the Emperor, whoſe invincible 
Conrage made him imagine nothing impoſſible 
to the Supreme Authority, when founded upon 
Juſtice and Virtue, was not to be moved 
by Aphendina's Iutreaties: He anſwer'd all her 
WF _ KRcalons with Love and Goodneſs, but was not 
the leſs ſtedfaſt in his Reſolutions ; being per- 
| ſnaded that he was bound in Honour not to 
| give way to the Torrent; and looking upon it 
| a5 a piece of Cowardice, unworthy of a great 
| Soul, to give the leaſt Room to think that any 
tumultuary Rout ſhould have forced him to 
| Change. | 


| The Mufty, no longer knowing what to do 
to oblige the Grand Signior to lay aſide this fatal 
Voyage, and to appeaſe the Mutineers, propoſed 
to them the delivering a Ftſa, or Point of Law, 
which ſhould abſolutely prevent the Sultan's 
Departure. The whole Multitude approved of 
this Deſign of the Mufty's, who flattering ag on 
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that the Emperor would comprehend his Mean. 
ing, and that it would give Time to appeaſe 
the Rebels, deliver'd the Ferſa that Iuſtant, 
which was : 


That a Sultan could net undertake a Voyage to 
Mecca, without expoſing bis Empire to the greate 
of Dangers, and that therefore he violated the Law 


inſtead of fulfilling it. 


The Cadileskiers were again commiſſioned to 
carry this to his Highneſs, who having wad it, 
without ſhewing the leaſt Alteration in his 
Countenance, tore 1t in Pieces, threw the Bits 
at the Cadileskiers Feet, and immediately com- 
manded Iſuf, Aga of the Janixaries, to take his 
Guards and diſperſe the Mutineers, : This done, 

he gave the laſt Orders for his Departure, with- 
out making the Cadileskiers any other Anſwer. 
Hereupon they went back to the Soldiers, and 
inform'd them in what Diſpoſition they had 
found the Emperor ; upon hearing which, the 
Rebels fell into ſuch a Fury, that all the Ex- 
hortations of the [mans and Auſty could not ap- 
peaſe them: In vain did they repeat to them, 
that they ought to aſcribe Oſman's Voyage and 
Reſolution only to the bad Counſel that was 
given him; that he was too 1 not to be 
perſuaded by the Reaſons of the Empreſs and 


Auſty, who neither of them approved of his 
Departure ; and that therefore they ought not 
to attempt any Thing contrary to the Reſpect 
they owed his Highneſs, whoſe Reſolution they 
knew, when his Pleaſure was oppoſed ; whereas 
he was eaſily prevail'd on, when Submiſſion and 
Obedicnce was uſed to overcome him. 


Theſe 
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Theſe Words, which would have appeaſed 
«caſonable Men, did but exaſperate theſe Muti- 
12ers, who had long waited a favourable Oppor- 
tunity to revolt openly; and who, after ſuch a 
Step, no longer hoped for any Favour cr Par- 
don: The more becauſe the Sultaneſs Kioſem, 
who loſt not a Moment to compaſs her Ends, 
had introduced among them ſo many Perſons of 
diſterent Ranks, to foment the Sedition, that as 
ſon as one Voice was raiſed to ſpeak in the 
\u/tan's Behalf, the others cry'd out aloud that 
he was an impious Wretch, and had never 
own'd Mahomet as a Prophet ; that he had often 
called him Impoſtor ; that the little was Jer; he 
had paid to the Mufty's Fetſa was a Proof of his 
Contempt of Religion ; and that his Voyage to 
| theera was only a Pretence to revenge himſelf 
of the Fanizaries and Spahis, by deſtroying them 
ill in the Deſarts of Arabia. 


This Diſcourſe, and great Sums of Mone 
uiſtributed by that Stan, making more Impret- 
109 upon the Hearts of the Revolrers, than all the 
Praiſes beſtowed on Oſman, ſoon multiplied them 
to the Number of fifty thouſand Men; who be- 
ing aſſured by this Power that their Crimes 
would not meet with their due Puniſhment, 
began by plundering the Palaces of all the Baſſas 
of whom they had any Diſtruſt. The Emperor, 
exactly inform'd of the Diſpoſition of the People 
and the Mutineers, call'd a Cabinet Council, 
conſiſting of Dilaver Grand Vizier, the Baſſa- 
Coſa, the Boſtangy Baſſa, the Kiſley Agaſy, the 
delictar-Aga, and the Capy-Aga. To theſe he 
open'd himſelf, and after having acquainted the 
three latter with the Reaſons that had . 

im 
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him to quit Conſtantinople, and remove the Seat 
of the Empire elſewhere ; he added, that he 
had not ſummon'd them with Intent to change 
any Thing in his Deſign, but only to find the 
Means to pacify or deſtroy the Revolters, and 
facilitate his Departure; he ſaid all this with the 
fame Calmneſs, and the ſame Compoſure of 
Mind, as if all had been at Quiet in the Im- 
perial City. 


The Kiſler-Agaſy, Selictar-Aga, and Caty-Asga, 
who had no Notice of this Deſign before, and 
whoſe particular Intereſt it was to oppoſe it, 
heard it not without Terror; and although theſe 
three Officers were efteem'd, and confeſs d tc be 
Men of the greateſt Wit and Prudence, they 
confider'd moths at that Inſtant but their own 
Intereſt, without having any Regard either to 
the Glory or Satisfaction of their Sovereign 
Nevertheleſs, each of them ſtriving to conceal 
the Trouble this News had cauſed in their 
Hearts, they laid hold of the plauſible Pretence 
of the Welfare of the State, and the Safety of 
the Sultan himſelf, to oppoſe this Reſolution. 


And falling at his Feet, they begg'd him not 
to undertake this Me 6, e, and change the Seat 
of the Empire, whic Fis Anceſtors had ſo pru- 
dently eſtabliſhed there; adding that he might find 
other Ways enough to revenge himſelf of the 
Inſolence of the Soldiery ; but that in EY 

this Deſign he would expoſe his Empire, an 
r even his Life it ſelf; that thoſe who 
ad m_ him this Advice were worthy of a 
thouſand Deaths; that they conjured him to 
name them, and give them a Commiſſion to 
puniſh them as Enemies both to his Highneſs 2 
the 
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the State; and that when they were once dead, 
he would ſee all the Rebels return to their Duty 
in a Moment. 


Theſe Words made the Sultan redden with 
Anger; incenſed to the laſt Degree, that the 
could think him capable of appeaſing the Sedi- 
tion, by delivering up thoſe with whom he had 
adviſed ; he was even ready to have anſwered 
them ſharply; but flattering himſelf that the 
Zeal alone of theſe three Minifters had made 
them ſpeak in that Manner, he put ſame Con- 
ſtraint upon himſelf, and gave them to under- 
ſtand with the ſame Goodneſs as he had begun ; 
« That he had known too many Examples of 
« the Inſolence of the Janazaries to give them 
« any ſuch SatisfaEtion ; that no ſooner had any 
« one had the Weakneſs to grant them one 
« Head, but they had demanded another ; that 
% Blood inur'd them to Blood; that the more 
« they ſhed, the more they thirſted after it; 
« that he ſhould no ſooner have pardon'd 
« them this Sedition, but they would ſet on 
% Foot another; and that he was not of a Hu- 
« mour to bear with their Audaciouſneſs, or to 
« ſupply them with Victims. 


« He added, that the only Thing which had 

« prevented his reſolving long before to have 
« quitted Conſtantinople, was, the Love his Peo- 
« ple bore him; but that, notwithſtanding his 
% Abnce, he would give ſuch Orders, that 
© they ſhonld not be leſs happy, nor have the leſs 
« Love and Value for him ; proteſting that he 
„ ſhould never have thought of removing the 
« Seat of the Empire, but for the too great 
Power of the Fanizaries in Conſtantinople ; 
that 
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© that the more formidable they repreſented that 
« inſolent Corps, the more he was reſolved to 
© break them. 


The Grand Vizer, the Beſtangy-Baſſa, and the 
Baſſa-Coſa, who confider'd nothing in this At. 
fair but their Maſter's Satisfaction, and a very 
great Eaſe for all the People, if he could de- 
ſtroy this audacious Body of Soldiers, ynanimoy; 
approved of his Reaſons ; and the Kiſler-Agah, 
Seliftar-Aga, und Capy-Aga, having nothing ell 
to urge again them bur the Sedition, about 
which the Grand Sig nior did not ſeem much to 
trouble himſelf, were forced, in ſpite of them- 
felves, to applaud them likewiſe: Whereupon, 
that very Moment, the Emperor commandcd 
'Catakerif, or Order, to the Baſa of Grand Cain, 
to be drawn up, which was immediately done in 
theſe Terms: 


We give thee Advice, that for many Conſidera- 
tions, ewe habe reſolved to transfer the Seat of our 
Empire from this City of Stamboul, where it i; 
in no manner of Safety, to that of Grand Cairo, 
&nto which: eve are going to tranſport both our own 
Treaſures and thoſe of our Father: W here fore ut 
command thee, as ſoon as ever thou ſhalt hav? 
received this preſent Order, to ſet out to meet 
us and our Sublime Porte both Ly Sea and Land, 
with all the Forces of our Kingdom of Egypt. 


Given at Stamboul, 
May 18, 1n the 
Year of the 
Hegira, 1032.

* 
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An Icheglan of the Preſence Chamber, in whom 
Oſman re poſed great Confidence, was cornmiſſion'd 
to carry this Imperial Order, and to embark on 
board a Galley arm'd for that Purpoſe, which 
was ready to ſet fail ; after this Oſman broke 
up the Council, and his other Miniſters being 
withdrawn, the Selifar-Aga, Capy-Aga, and 
Killer-Agaſy join'd Company, to communicate to 
each other their Reflections on this Event. As 
they had all three an equal Intereſt in prevent- 
ing its Execution, their Offices and Employments 
becoming of no Importance, if the Sultans did 
not reſide at Conſtantinople, it was not difficult 
for them to be of the fame Mind; and without 
having any Regard to what they ow'd Oſman, 
who had raiſed them from nothing, to the con- 
fiderable Poſts they then enjoy'd on account of 
their great Abilities, and without being ſhock'd 
at the Thought of betraying his Confidence, 
they reſolved to hazard every Thing to ſecure 
themſelves from this Misfortune. But of all 
the three the Kiſley- Agaſy dreaded moſt this 
Turn of Fortune, ſeeing that by this Change 
his Ofice would be entirely laid afide, which 
already had loſt great part of its Advantages by 
Oſman's Marriage; the Chaftity and Fidelity of 
this Prince * uſeleſs, the moſt valuable 
Prerogatives of this Chief of the black Eunuchs; 
the Ladics of the Seraglio ſerving now only as Or- 
naments to the Imperial Majeſty, by contributing 
to make the Court of the Empreſs more ſplendid. 


Wherefore the Selictar-Aea, and Capy-4ga, 
having found him entirely diſpoſed to join with 
them in their treacherous Defigns, con- 
cluded that they muſt give Information of the 

Sultan's 
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Sultan's Intention to the Fanizaries, pair, 
Cadis, Boſtangis, and all the Officers of the 
Seraglio ; but eſpecially to the Sultaneſs Rioſem, 
whoſe Sons O/man intended to take with him. 
The Kiſley-Agaſy was deputed to inform her 
thereof, the Prerogatives of his Office giving 
him free Liberty, to enter the Apartments of 
the Ladies of the Seraglio, at all Hours of the 
Day: He was alſo to ſpread the News all over 
this Palace ; and his two Accomplices took upon 
themſelves, either to tell it, or give Intelligence 
thereof, to all the Orders of the Empire. 


Till that fatal Moment not a Soul had dif. 
covered the Sultan's real Deſign ; the Secret ha- 
ving been kept inviolably, by all to whom he 
had intrufted it, and with whom he had ad- 
viſed. Moſt part of the Divan, with the Great 
Officers of the Porte were in his Meaſures, and 

found them ſo neceſſary for the Safety of thei: 
Emperors, and ſo prudently concerted by Oſman, 
that their Fidelity had been unſhaken ; and it is 
certain, that this great Deſign would have been 
ſucceſsfal, had it not been for the Treachery t 
= Kiſler- Agaſy, the Selictar-Aga, and the Cajy- 
a. 


But the Evidence of theſe three Traytors, who 
were known to be ſome of the Chief of Ofman's 
Council, had all the Effect they expected: Both 
the Officers of the Seraglio, and the Soldiers, 
who had all an equal Intereſt in keeping the 
Seat of the Empire ar * became his 
irreconcilable Enemies. The People themſelves, 


who, thro' their extreme Love to him, look'd 
upon this Change as the greateſt of Misfortunes, 
could not hear of it with any Patience ; and 

ſuffering 


* 
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{ering themſelves to be tranſported by their 
Deſpair, united with the reſt to prevent its 
taking Effect The Sultaneſs Kioſem, ſtruck with 
what the Kiſler-Azaſfy told her, was ſo much 
the more ſurprized, that in ſpice of her Cunning, 
Subtilty, and Policy, ſhe had not been able to 
foreſee ſuch an Event; but looking upon it as 


| certain Preſage of the Death of the Princes 


her Sons, ſhe animated herſelf with freſh Cou- 
rage ; and her natural Boldneſs increaſing in 


| Proportion as ſhe imagined ſhe foreſaw greater 


Dangers, ſhe came immediately to a Reſolution, 
and begg'd the Kiſley-Agaſy to get her conducted 


| to the Palace of the Seli&ar- Aga. 


The Eunuch in vain ' repreſented to her the 


| Ditkculties that oppoſed ſuch a Procedure, and 


tae Riſque they ſhould both run therein. This 
imperious Woman could neither bear his Ad- 
vice, nor his Remonſtrances ; but taking the 
Habit of a Feaveſs, who came every Day to the 
Seraclio to ſell Jewels, ſhe diſguiſed herſelf 
ticrewith, and under that Cover went out of 
the Imperial Palace, attended only by one 
Eunnch, and got, without any Accident, to the 
Selitar's: There ſhe found ſeveral Perſons of 
Diſtinction who had join'd the Conſpirators, moſt 
whereof were her Creatures, whom ſhe had 
gain'd over to her Inte reſt by Dint of Preſents, 


Overjoy*d at meeting them together, ſhe made 
them a horrible Deſcription of the Misfortunes 
of the Empire, and their own in particular, if 
the Seat of the Empire ſhould be removed ; and 
breaking out into Invectives againſt the Sultan, 
* She call'd him an impious and eng 
Tyrant, who trod under Foot both the Reh- 

„ glous 
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&« gion, Laws, and Maxims of the State, 
« and governing himſelf only by his Caprice, 
« reſpected nothing but his own Paſſions; that 
« it was viſible he had no other Intention in 
« the Defign he had form'd, but to put to 
« Death the Princes his Brothers, and to exter. 
« minate the Janixaries; that they ought to 
« believe him capable of all Sorts of Crimes, 
« fince, without having Regard even to Nature, 
«K he had taken away the Treaſures conſe- 
« crated at the Tombs of his Father and hi; 
« Son; that they could expect nothing under 
« ſuch a Reign but Loſſes and Misfortuncs 
« which would infallibly be attended with the 
% Downfal of the State, if their heroic Courag: 
« did not pull down this Monſter ; that ther 
« might «ftabliſh the Happineſs of the Empire 
« by ſetting Sultan Amurath upon the Throne; 
« who was almoſt of an Age to govern by 
« himſelf ; in whom none but Royal Inclinz 
« tions could be diſcovered ; and who, together 
« with a graceful Perſon, and uncommon Mit 
« had all the great Qualities that could © 
« defired in an Emperor: She concluded wil 
« telling them, that they might expect a bounc- 
« lefs Acknowledgment both from that Prince 
© and her. 


Although the Selictar, and moſt Part of the 
Conſpirators, knew very well, that this S 
had her own Reaſons for blackening Oſman 
and were convinced in their Hearts, has neve! 


Prince of the Ottoman Family, had ſo many uf 
common Virtues; the Intereſt of their Fortunes, 
grooving over the Juſtice and Fidelity they 0 

im, they unanimouſly applauded Kioſem's Speech 
Then they formed the Plan'of their Conſpiracy: 


and 
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and the Selictar Aga ſent theſe Rebels, to ſeize on 
the ſeveral Poſts in the Imperial City, after which 
he bent all his Thoughts on ſeizing the /choglan, 
who was to go with the Grand Signiors Order, to 
the Baſſa of Grand Cairo. 


By ill Luck the Galley, that was to have car- 
ry'd him to Eæypt, had been prevented Sailing by 
bad Weather; and juſt as he was ready to go on 
Board, he was ſtopt by the Rebels; who having 
found the original Orders upon him, diſtrihuted 
Copies of it thro'out all the Quarters of Conſtanti- 
role. This authentick Proof of the Sultans De- 
ſign, filled all the City and Seraglio with Cries 
and Lamentations: One would have thought, on 
ſeeing the Conſternation that reigned every where, 
that the Empire was upon the Brink of De- 
ſtruction. And *rwas given out every where, that 
the Stan was going to abandon the Imperial 
City to Giaours or Infidels, which is the Name 
given by the Tarks to the Chriſtians. 


Herenpon, the Sailors, and the Troops belong- 
Ing to the Fleet, left their Veſſels, and joined the 
Rebels, as did alſo the common People, more for 
the Sake of plundering the City, than to prevent 
man's Departure: And the Fanizaries, who no 
longer hoped for any Pardon, but in puſhing 
Things to Extremity, no longer ſpared any 
T hing. The Ara Iſuf, had already atracked 
them thrice at the Head of the Guard, and had 
deen as often repulſed; and at the laſt Onſet 
they drove him before them, to the very Gates of 
the Serag lio. 


The Rebels had choſen for their Commander 


Aly-Aga, a Man of an extraordinary Comme; 
an

and of a Reſolution that had been try'd on ſe- 
veral Occaſions; and when they found they had 
the Advantage of Iſif, they held a tumultuoy, 
Council: After this, obliging the ty to 
follow them, they marched directly to the Sera 
glio, where with horrible Cries and Exclamations, 
joined to the moſt inſolent Menaces, they de- 
manded the Heads of thoſe Miniſters who had 
adviſed the Sultan to leave Conſtantinople. 


That Prince, who was ſurrounded with all 
who had remained faithful to him, being inform. 
ed of this audacious Demand, {wore that he 
would never abandon any of his Friends to the 
Caprice of theſe Mutineers; vowed that he would 
immediately ſet up the ſacred Standard, that he 
might draw together all his loyal Subjects to cut 
the Rebels in pieces; but he was adviied to de- 
fer it yet a while, becauſe it was a Thing not 
to be done till the laſt Extremity, hoping thut 
the continual Rains which had held ever fince 
Morning, would at laſt oblige the Rebels to break 


up. 


But neither the bad Weather, nor all the Re- 
monſtrances of the Mufty, the Cadileskiers, aud 
ſeveral Derviſes, with other Mahometan Monks, b 
whom the Turks pay a great Reſpe&t, were capable 
of making them ſeparate ; whereupon the San 
ſeeing their Obſtinacy, ſent to them a Bo/angy, '0 
demand, with what Deſign they appeared, armed 


like Madmen, before their Emperor's Palace i 


Bur no ſooner had he delivered his Meſlage, than 
the Rebels inſtead of any Anſwer, cut him piccæ 
with their Scy meters. 


At 
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At the ſame Inftant, a Detachment of the 
Rebels marched to the Palaces of the Grand J i- 
dier, the Baſſa Coſa, and the High- Treaſurer, 
where not finding them, they plundered them of 
all their Riches, and broke i in Pieces what they 
could not carry off. This done, they rejoined 
the reſt of their Troops, and the Outcrics and 
Exclamations began agaln, with more Violence than 
wer. All who were about the Emperor ſhudder'd 
with Horror, and no longer knew What Coun- 
ſel to give; 'the Empreſs who never ſtirred from 
him, ſhed a Flood of Tears, for Fcar ot! iceing Im 
expoſed to the worlt of Misfortunes : He alone 
ſeemed unconcerned in the midſt of ſo much 
Trouble, endeavouring to encourage them all 
by the moſt heartening Words, and deviſing with- 
in himſelf ſome Means to diſperſc the Tan ult. 
And although at the Bottom of his Soul, he was 
affected with the moſt lively Sorrow, at the Con- 
dition to which this Event reduced Apher.dina 
and his moſt faithful Miniſters, he never it o- 
vered the leaſt Weakneſs or Dejection, Bop all 
Things from his Courage, and from his tue. 
Nevertheleſs, as the Uproar and 1 e. ls 
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ſtrained ; and being governed only by his Coy. 
rage and Valour, would have ſallied out at the 
Head of all his Houſhould, to fall upon the Re. 
bels, with Defign either to puniſh them {everely, 
or loſe his Life in the Attempt. But his Mini- 
ſters, and the Empreſs, embracing his Knees, con- 
jured him ſo earneſtly not to expoſe himſelf to 
this unbridled Multitude ; repreſenting to him 
that he would thereby endanger all their Lives: 
having but a Handful of Men to make Head 3. 


_ ſuch Numbers of diſciplined Troops, im. 


Idened, inraged, and ready to maſſacre every 
one ; that at laſt he ſuffered himſelf to be over. 
come by their Prayers. 


The Empreſs taking Advantage of this Mo- 
ment which ſeemed fo favourable to her, and 
and being ſeconded by the Grand Yizier, the Haſa 
Coſa, and the High-Treaſurer, prevailed ſo tar 
on him by her Reaſons, her Tenderneſs, and her 
Rcemonftrances, that ſhe got him to write a Note 
with his own Hand, wherein he aſſured them that 
his Voyage was laid aſide, and he would always 
reſide with them. This Note was immediately 
ſent to the Rebels, by a Capigi, or Door-Keeper, 
and was forthwith read aloud to them all, and 
thouſands of Copies of it diſtributed all over the 


City. 


The People and the Great Men, who only 
dreaded the Sultan's Departure, by Reaſon of their 
extream Love for him, were inſtantly appealed 
upon the Reading of this Note; and reaſſuming 
their Affection for his Perſon, returned to thelt 
Duty, blamed the Violence of the Janixaries, an! 
were afflicted to the laſt Degree, that they wet 


not ſtrong enough to force them to lay wy 
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their Arms; but the Soldiers perſevering in their 
Rebellion, breathed nothing but Blood and Slaught- 
er: Kioſem's Creatures giving out, «That this 
*« Promiſe was only deſigned to lull them aſleep, 
« jn order to divide them, and that thæy would 
« be no ſooner ſeparated, but the Sy}tay would 
« depart. That all his Treaſures were put on 
« board the Veſſels; that he did not offer to fend 
« for them back to the Seraglio; that before 
they talked of Peace, it was neceſſary to have 
« all Things reſtored to their former State, and 
© that the Sultan ſhould grant them the Heads of 
« all thoſe who had adviſed him to abandon 
« them, naming the Grand Vizier, the High- 
« Treaſurer, and the Baſſa Coſa: But Oſman 
« proteſted that he would never deliver up his 
« moſt faithful Servants, to the Cruelty of thoſe 
Barbarians. 


At laſt, the Night and bad Weather, having 
ſeparated the Rebels, the Sultan taking Advant- 
age of their Abſence, had ſome faithful T roops 
conveyed into the Seraglio, with Arms and Provi- 
ſion, beſides which he drew up in the Vaſt Gar- 
dens of that Palace, the /ſchoglans, Ama ſog lant, 
Boſtangis, Baltagi's, and in general, all who were 
deſtin'd to the Service of the Seraglio, and were 
fit to bear Arms; and after exhorting them by 
a ſhort Speech, to do their Duty a gainff the Mu- 
tineers, and taking of them an Oath of Fideli- 
ty, he imagined himſelf in a Condition to repel 
the Inſults of theſe abandoned Wretches. 


But, alas! a poor Relief, againſt almoſt ſixty 
Thouſand Soldiers, were a Handful of Men, 


whoſe Youth, Want of Experience, and ſmall 
Numbers, rendered them as little to be feared, 
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as the others were by their Multicudes, and 
their Cruelty to be dreaded. The very next Morn. 
ing, May 19. 1622. as ſoon as Day appeared, 
the Rebels met again iu yet greater Numbers ard 
with the ſame Outcries, and Exclamations, de- 
manded the Heads of the abovementioned Mini. 
fters Whereupon Dzlaver, who by a Jong Ex- 
perience knew, that 'twas impoſſible to oppoſe 
this Corps when in a Fury, with ſuch few Force, 
threw himſelt at Oſman's Feet, and begged him 
not to hazard his ſacred Perſon for his Preſeryg- 
tion; adding, that he ſhould think himſcif too hap- 
py if he could be a Victim ſuthcient to appeaſe 
the Rebellion, and that he conjured his Kighnef 
to give the Rebels ſome Satisfaction, by taking 
from him the Seals of the Empire: He fat 
tarther, that he thought it as much Glory to 
reſign them to him on ſo urgent an Occaſion, as 
he had to receive them, when he did him firſt 
the Honour to confer them upon him ; and tha! 
there was no Doubt, but this Action would 
appeaſe the Rebels. 


Oſman, on whom nothing made a greater In: 
preſſion than noble Sentiments, touched to the 
Quick by thoſe of Dilaver, which proved beyond 
Queſtion, his inviolable Zeal for his Service, and 
who beſides loved and eſteemed him for his Pru- 
dence, his Courage, and the Services he had done 
lum, at firſt reſolutely oppoſed the diveſting him 
of a Dignity, which he now deſerved more than 
ever for his Diſinterſtedneſs; and there aroſe be- 
tween the Emperor and Miniſter ſuch a noble and 
moving Conteſt, that all who were Witneſſes there. 
of, could not forbear admiring the Greatneſs of 
Soul of both the one, and the other, But Aphen- 
dina, who was preſent at this glorious Diſpute, 
5 hoping 
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hoping that the Rebels would be fatisfyed with 
ſeeing Dilaver diſcarded, prefled Oſman fo ear- 
neſtly, to accept of that Miniſter's reſigning, that 
he, at laſt, conſented to it, although with a ſen- 
ſible Regret. He took therefore trom him the 
Seals of the Empire, and gave them to Uſain Baſſa, 
whom he imagined to be agrecable to the Rebels. 


In Effect, this new Grand Vizier, inveſted with all 
the Marks of his Dignity, ventur'd out of the Se- 
rao lio to the Revolters, and ſpoke to them with all 
imaginable Mildne's; careſſing them, and afluring 
them, they bad nothing to fear from the Sultan's 
Reſentment: He then call'd together theirLeaders, 
and periuaded them to come to his Palace, and 
treat of a fair Agreement, that ſhould be to the 
Satisfaction of the Soldiers. The Sultaneſs Kioſem, 
being informed by her Spies of all that paſſed, and 
hearing that the Chiefs of the Rebels were at the 
Palace of the new Vizier, to whoſe Wit and Ad- 
dreſs ſhe. was no Stranger, alarmed at ſceing him 
ſucceed in his Enterprize, not doubting but he 
would appeaſe the Sedition, heſitated not a Mo- 
ment on putting the tiniſhin2 Hand to her horrid 
Undertaking. Wherefore ſhe immediately ſent 
a con ſiderable Sum to the Rebels, who were at the 
Seraplio Gates, and exhorted them to terminate this 
great Affair, having but one Step farther to take; 
alluring them that in depoſing O/nan, they would 
reſtore Peace to the Empire; and that they onght not 
to ſutter themſelves to be blinded by Oſman's fair 
Promiſes, his Intention being ſtill to extirpate 
them. Although Gold has an almoſt abſolute 
Power over the Turks, that of the Sultana had 
leſs Effect upon the Rebels, than the Fear of be- 
ing puniſhed as they deſerved e Wherefore with- 
out waiting the Reſult of what ſhould be agreed 
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on at the Grand Vixier Uſſain's, they aſſaulted the 
Gates of the Seraglio about Ten in the Morning, 
and N A each other, broke through and 
forced all the Paſſages and Barricades that had 
been made within this Palace, meeting with but 
a faint Reſiſtance from thoſe that guarded them; 
thoſe raw, unexperienced Youths, trembling at 
the very Looks of the furious 1 Ac- 
cordingly nothing ſtood before them, bur all fled 
precipirately at the very Glittering of their Scy- 
meters; and the Janixaries not troubling them- 
ſelves with purſuing them, diſperſed themſelves 
without any Reſpect all over the moſt ſecret Ap. 
partments of the Seraglio. The Noiſe, the Out. 
cries, and the Tumults, giving the Sultan to judge 
how Affairs went, he would have gone out to 
have reanimated his affrighted People, and at leaſt 
to have died Sword in Hand. But the Empreſs, 
and all that were about him, prevented this raſh 
Deſign, and forced him to retire into the Apart- 
ments of that Princeſs; a Sanctuary ſo much 
the more Safe, as it was ſacred and inviols- 
ble, even to the moſt deſperate ; no one daring to 
tranſgreſs the Law, which forbids any Man the 
Entrance into the Appartments of the Ladies in 
the Seraglio. 


In the mean while, the Fanizaries having picrced 
into the moſt remoteſt Parts of the Palace, and 
having found Dilarer and the Aiſler Agaſy, maſ— 
ſacred them one after another ; and after cutting 
off their Heads and quartering their Bodics, 
fixed them upon long Poles, and ſent them to 
their Comrades, who carried them through al! 
the Streets of the City, crying out; Thoſe were the 
Limbs of the Traytors, who would have delivered up 


Conſtantinople to the Infidels. But if the Death 
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of the wiſe Dilaver cauſed Compaſſion, that Mi- 
niſter not having deſerved ſo cruel a Deſtiny, 
how ought one to admire the Decrees of Provi- 
dence, which ordained that the Fury of the Fa- 
nizaries, at the ſame time that they ſacrificed the 
Innocent, ſhould likewiſe fall upon the Guilty 
Kiſler Agaſy, who had betrayed his Maſter for 
them, and that he ſhould be one of thir firſt Vic- 
tims : Divine Juſtice having blinded them ſo far, 
that they confounded him that had ſerved them, 
with him that was the Object of their Hatred, 
that the Blood of the Traitor might ſerve as a 
Sacrifice for the Blood of the Guiltleſs. 


In the mean while, the Rebels having loft all 
manner of Conſideration, ſearched the Srrag lio, 
but without attempting any Thing againſt the Em- 
reſs's Apartments; and ſome of theſe Traitors, 
more inveterate than the refit, having asked 
where was 4/uftapha, an Ic heg lan, or Page of the 
Preſence, who had joined them, led t' m to the 
Place where he lay confined : It was a Tower 
covered with a Dome, whoſe Doors opened only 
into the Apartment of the Ladies of the Serac/:o, 
where Men have no Admittance. But the auda- 
cious Janizaries removed this Difticulty, being 
fully reſolved to re-eſtabliſh, Sultan-i{uftapha 001 
the Throne ; for they found Means to climb 
up to the Top of the Tower, which received no 
Light, but by a ſmall Oval Window, and taking 
oft the Top of the Doom, three young Farizaries, 
having farniſhed themfelves with good ftrong 
Cords, 01d down thereby, and proftrated them- 
ſelves before Muftapha, alluring him, that the Sol- 
diers reſtored him to Liberty, and would ſet him 
again upon tne Throne. 


E 4 This 
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This Prince, who was in a deplorable Cong. 
tion, hardly heard one Word they ſaid. He had 
neither eat nor drank for three Davs that the 
Sedition had been at the Height; thoſe who were 
appointed to attend him having left him; whether 
Fear had made them run away, or they had been 
corrupted by the Syltaneſs Kioſem, as ſome have 
thought, and ſo had deſigned to let him di, 
in that Manner. He held the Alcoran in his 
Hand, but was ſo weak, that he could not utter 
one ſingle Word; the Noiſe and Clamour where. 
with he bad heard the Palace ring, perſuading 
him that they were only come to rake him out 
of the Tower, to conduct him to his Death, he had 
prenared himſelf for it with Refignatton ; and he 
was {0 much prepoſſeſſed with this Opinion, that 
he neither ſaw nor underſtood any Thing which 
the Janixaries ſaid or did: They immediately 
taſtened Cords about him, and drew him up out 
of his Priſon; but when he was at Liberty, not 
being able to ſupport himſelf, he lay along upon 
tae Ground; the Fanizaries raiſed him up in their 
Arms, and he fainted away; but they brought 
him to himſelf, by giving him a little Cordial. 


As he was fully poſſeſſed in Mind, that they 
intended to put him to Death, he imagined it was 
Poiſon, and refuſed ſome Sherbet, which they 
brought to refreſh him; and would neither be 
perſuaded to drink any Thing but a Glaſs of clear 
Water, telling thoſe that ſupported him, they 
ought to be ſatisfyed wich having deprived him et 
the Empire, without attempting to take away his 
Lite, ſince he was then only a poor Dervis. The 
Janixaries, to put this Notion out of his Head, 


proteſted to him the contrary a thouſand Thanh, 
all 
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and proſtrated themſelves before him, calling 
him their Emperor and Maſter, but yet could not 
make him change his Opinion: At laſt, they 
put him in a Bed, and in that Manner removed 
him to the old Seraglio; ſome crying, Hel old 
uſftapha our Sultan; and others adding, May be 
live for ever. 


All theſe Cries and Acclamations inform'd 
Oſman but roo well of what paſſed: Twould be 
impollible to deſcribe the Affliction of that un- 
fortunate Prince, and how infinitely he was 
grie ved on ſeeing the Aby ſs of Misfortunes, into 
which bis Deſign, although juſt, had plung'd 
all his Friends; but above all, to what an Ex- 
tremity he had reduced the almolt only Perſon he 
loved, and who was ftill faithful to him. The pru- 
dent Aphendina finding it was no longer proper 
to let him ſee her Tears, which did but redouble 
his Affiiction, refrain'd them as much as poſſible 
that ſhe might endeavour to comfort him, and 
aſliſt him in finding out ſome Remedy to fo 
many Evils. Tis true, ſhe did not meet with fo 
much Difficulty herein, as would have been re- 
quiſite with a Prince of a leſs generous Courage; 
but Oſman, as great in his Fall as he had been 
in his Proſperity, was ſenſibly affected there- 
with, but without being dejected: His Grief 
was not even for what related to himſelf per- 
ſonally, the Death of the Grand Vizier, whom 
he highly valued, and the 'Treachery of thoſe 
whom he had honour'd with his Confidence, 
with the melancholly Condition to which rhe 
Empreſs was ; cauſed alone all his Sor- 
rows. Nevertheleſs, being inform'd that the 
Rebels had carried gf be to the old Seraglio, 
where they had Fete 8 dard with Officers to 


5 attend 
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attend him, he heſitated not a Moment upon 
what Reſolution he ſhould take; but drawing 
_ with the greareſt Expedition, all thote 
who had continued faithful to him, he deter. 
mined to go in the middle of the Night, and 
attack Muftapha in that Palace; being perſuaded 
that his Death would put an End to the Re- 
bellion : And he had taken his Meaſures ſo juſtly 
for that Purpoſe, that he muſt infallibly haye 
facceeded, had it not been written in the Book 
of Fate, that this Prince was always to be be- 
tray d, by thoſe who approach'd neareſt his 
Perſon. 

In Effect, an Eunuch, whom he had always 
diſtinguiſhed from the reſt, without any Re- 
ſpe& or Gratitude to ſo good a Maſter, ran 
and inform'd the Fanizavies of his Deſign. This 
alarm'd them all, and obliged them to flock in 
Crowds to the old Hraglio, and carry him to 
their Camp, being a cloſe Place in the midi 
of Conftantinople, ſurronnded with Houſes pol- 
ſeſs'd only by themſelves : There they ſe— 
cured Ai fiapha, in the ſame manner as the 
Sultans are guarded when they are at War 
Then this Prince beginning to be convinced that 
he was going to be re-eſtabliſhed on the Throne, 
was ſo exceſſively overjoy'd thereat, that he 
apain fainted away ; and this ſecond Fit brought 
him to the Brink of the Grave; violent Con- 
vulſions having made him be twice taken for 
dead: However, he came again to himſelf, but 
ſo weak, that they were obliged to put him 
to Bed, he being neither able to ftand, nor to 
ht upright. 


The Sultaneſs Kioſem, finding herſelf baulked 
of her Expectations by this Event, which had 


never 
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never enter d her Thoughts, and judging that 
ſhe ſhould be expoſed to the Reſentment of 
Philatra, Muſtapha's Mother, began at the firſt 
to repent her having puſh'd the Revolt ſo far; 
fince, notwithſtanding all her caballing, and her 
exceſſive Expences, it proved of no Benefit to her: 
But as he knew how to make her own Advan- 
tage of every Thing, ſhe was eaſily comforted, 
not doubting Muſtapha's Reign would be but of 
ſhort Duration; and her Son would ftill aſcend 
the Throne, much ſooner than ſhe had Reaſon 
to have hoped, if Oſman had not been depoſed. 


In the mean while the Emperor, finding 
himſelf abandon'd and betray'd by all the World, 
the Heraglio being become like a Defart, his 
Domeſticks themſelves avoiding his Preſence, no 
longer queſtion'd but his Misfortune was irre- 
trievable ; but not being willing the Empreſs 
ſhould be Witneſs, of what farther Diſaſters 
might befal him, he took a Reſolution, which 
could only proceed from the moſt intrepid Cou- 
rage, and he moſt exalted Virtue. 


Having well weigh'd it within himſclf, and 
confirm'd himſelf therein: « My deareſt Aphen- 
* dina, ſaid he to the Empreſs, I believe you 
* may eafily judge of my Deſpair, at the Con- 
dition to which I have reduced you; never- 
* theleſs, I flatter myſelf that you don't ac- 
cuſe me of being the Cauſe thereof; that 
* you do Juſtice to wm Intentions, and that 
* you are convinced I have only ruin'd you 
and myſelf, by having repoſed Confidence in 
* Wretches who have been ungrateful. "Tis 
da great Comfort to me in the Extremity 1 
am in, that I have nothing to reproach 15 
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ſelf with; let it be alto one to you, whatever 
may befal me: But you muſt needs think it 
will be unworthy of me to wait patiently, till 
Company of Villains come and butcher me 
before your Face ; without my making the leaf 
Attempt to puniſh them, or to re-aſcend 1 
Throne, whoſe Majeſty has not been ſullyd 
by any one of my Actions. : 


« Do not then oppoſe my Deſign of leaving 
the Seraglio, either to find ſome Means to 
deſtroy thoſe who have ſo grievoully injured 
me, or to die glorionfly. Farewel, my dear 
Aphendina, continued he, embracing her, you 
are here in an inviolable Sanctuary; I have 
nothing to fear for you; all the Laws ſe- 
cure you from the Rage of the Rebels; other- 
wiſe I would expoſe my Life a thouſand Times 
rather than abandon you: And be allured, 
that whatever 1s the Pate of the unfortunate 
Oſman, he will only live for his Aphendina, or 
will die adoring her to the laſt Moment of 
his Life.

his Sovereign, proftrated himſelf at his Feet, 
with his Face to the Earth: The new /Vizier 
Uſain, who was with him, did the ſame. 


Hereupon, Oſman breaking Silence with a 
« diſdainful Smile; What! fays he, A Do 
« you now pay me the Reſpect you owe me as 
« Emperor, when I am depoſed, and reduced 
« to the Neceſſity of concealing myſelf under 
« the meaneft of Diſguiſes ? And did you riſe up 
in Arms againſt me when I was your abſo- 
ute Lord and Maſter ? What Fury has taken 


Foſſeſſion of you? What Injuftice have I done 
4 you, to induce you to ſupport my Rebellious 


Subjects? What Crime have I committed? I 
« would have withdrawn myſelf from the Ty- 
«* ranny of Soldiers, who know no Laws but 
their Caprice and Intereſt: Was I in the 


„Wrong? And does not what they have now 
| © done juſtify me in my Deſign ? 


« Never. 
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« Nevertheleſs, paſſing by the Outrages ] 
& have received, I have conſented to pardon 
« them, and continue at Conſtantinople ; and not- 
« withſtanding my Goodneis, they depoſe me 
« of their own Authority, and deprive me 
©« of a Throne to which both the Right of Birth, 
« and the Laws of the Empire have called me; 
« and *tis Aly, the brave Aly, who puts himſclt 
« at the Head of theſe Inſolents; Aly, upon 
« whoſe Valour and Fidelity I ſhould haye 
« depended on the moſt dangerous Occaſions, 
« Well then (purſued he, looking upon him 
„ Stedfaſtly) behold him here before you; that 
« Oſman, that Sultan whom you abhor, he comes 
« to ſpare you the Pains of dragging him out

Sweetneſs, Intrepidity, and Grief, that was cb. 
ſervable in his Coufitenance, and his Manner ot 
expreſſing himſelf, render'd him ſo worthy of 
Admiration, that the Rebel was ſtruck there- 
with; and being ſenſible of his Crimes, he pro. 
ſtrated himſelf a ſecond Time, and without of- 
fering to riſe : „I am unworthy, ſaid he, both

« my Lord, pierce the Heart of that 'Traytor

« the Pleaſure I ſhall rake in laying down my 
« Life, to maintain the Juſtice of your Cauſe. 


There needed no more to move a Prince, 
whoſe Soul entirely heroic, was always to be 
prevailed on by great Actions. Accordingly 
Aly's Submiſhon affected him in the moſt ſen- 
fible Manner; wherefore, reaching out his Hand 
to him; Riſe, ſaid he, live to le ever faithful to 
me, and may your Repentance be as ſincere as 
my Reconciliation.—- Aly obey'd, and immediately 
the Emperor, the Grand Vizier, and the two 


| Baſſas held a Council. As Time was very pre- 


cious, it was forthwith reſolved that the Vier 
and Aly ſhould go to the Camp of the Rebels, 
and make them very advantageous Propoſals m 
the Sultan's Name. That great Prince would 


not be made acquainted with them, for fear, 


that finding contrary to his Honour, he ſhould

ſending for the Common Crycrs to their Camp, 
they commanded them to publiſh this Ack with 


| 2 loud Voice, which contained as follows :

Tears and Lamentations , neither were the grea 
Men leſs diſconſolate : But the Superiority of the 
Fanizaries making them fear they would plur 
der the whole City, obliged them to conced 
their Deſpair, inſomuch that not a Creatur: 
durſt ftir, having nothing but Tears to beſtos 
upon the unfortunate Oſman.

Miniſters, and eſpecially the Head of Dilawt Ii 
which they continually held before his Eyes fe 
carrying their Inſolence fo far, as even to force w 
him to Kiſs it. th

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The People, terrify'd at this horrid Spectac le, 
tetired into their Houſes : All the Shops were 
ſhut up cloſe ; and every one, not being in a 
Condition otherwiſe to teſtify his Zeal to this 
unfortunate Monarch, reſolved, at leaft, nor to 
be ſeen a curious Spectator of his deplorable 
Fate, Every Body in general was afflicted to 
the laſt Degree; but the Inſolence of the Fani- 
zaries was grown to ſuch a Height, that not a 
Soul durſt make the leaſt Attempt to oppoſe 
their barbarous Inhumanities : One young Furt 
in particular, being more mov'd than the reſt 
with their ſhameful and unworthy Treatment, of the 
moſt amiable Emperor, that had ever *rill then 
graced the Ottoman Throne, ſeeing that his Head 
was only cover'd with a ſorry Leather Cap, went 
up to him and put on his Turban, crying out at 
the ſame Time, Os MAN, Os MAN, have a good 
Heart, there are Hopes ſtill.

But theſe hardened Villains were ſo far from 
being moved there with, that they took not the 
leaſt Notice thereof; on the contrary, they again 
led him, in this Condition, all over the City. 
This infamous and unheard of Inhumanity crown'd 
the Deipair of the Great Men, and the People 
of the beſt Rank ; but nevertheleſs their Grief, 
Lamentations, and Complaints were of no Effect. 
In paſhng by a Place where there are two run- 
ning Springs, Oſman ſaid he was thirſty, and the 
228 had Complaiſance enough to bring 

im ſome Water ; but afterwards they went on 
with their uſual Out-cries and Yellings, 'ill they

This done, theſe Barbarians call'd a Council,

Then the Law of Mabomet :

onger * dare make the leaſt Attempt againſt it. 
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The reſt of the Rebels ſiding with the Iman, 
it was re ſolved to let the unfortunate Oman live 
who being delivered from the Hands of theſe 
Barharians, found a fort of Conſolation in hi: 
Priſon, as being much the leaſt dreadful of the 
two: But in this melancholy Confinement, whoſe 
Stillneſs added to the Troubles of his Soul, the 
Image of Aphendina, which had been baniſh'd 
his Fhoughts during the exquiſite Trials they 
had forced him to undergo, recurr'd to his Ima. 
gination with double Vigour : The deplorable 
State, to which he rightly judg'd, the Account 
of what he had ſuffer'd would reduce her, af. 
tected him with ſuch a lively Sorrow, that be 
was ready, Juſt at that Moment, to loſe a Lite, 
which his Courage alone had enabled him to 
ſupport, notwithſtanding the Horror of his Con 
dition. 


But at laſt, the ſame Courage enabling hin 
to find a Source of Comfort in his own Virtue, 
he flatter'd himſelt with Hopes that Time would 
produce ſome Incident which might turn to hi 
Advantage. 


In the mean while the Rebels, ſatisfy'd with 
their Crimes, went to Muſtapha, and gave hin 
an Account of their Crueſties; upon which that 
Prince taking Poſſeſſion of the Empire, for the 
firſt Act of his Sovereignty, caus'd all the Gaols 
in . and Peru to be thrown open, 
and all the Priſoners therein to be ſt at Liber- 
ty: He alſo had his Mother fetch'd out of the old 
Seraglio, and gave the Seals of the Empire to 
Daut  Baſſa, who had marry'd his cldch 
Siſter, a bold, cruel, and blood thirſty * 

an 
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and one who would ſacrifice every Thing to his 
boundleſs Ambition. The Suſtaneſs Kioſem, whom 
the Acceſſion of Alu ſtapha to the I hrone had 
very much ſurpriſed, was willing that it ſhould 
at leaſt prevent her having another Competitor, 
who might diſpute the Empire with her Scn 
Amurath : wherefore ſhe bent all her Thoughts 
on getting Oſman diſpatched, fearing ſome Tum 
might happen in his Favour; not being ignorant 
of the Love all the Great Men, and People of 
the beſt Rank had for this amiable Prince. As ſhe 
was no Stranger therefore to Daut's Temper, 
ſhe cauſed it to be repreſented to him by the 
Baſſa of Boſnia, who was entirely devoted to 
her, that it would be but Prudence in him to 
put Oſman to Death, ſince there was no depend- 
ing upon the Soldiers, who would change every 
Moment for their Intereſt ; that this alone had 
made them depoſe that Sultan; and that it was 
to be fear'd, when once their Fury was grown 
cool, they might repent, and for the ſame In- 
tereſt make one Day re-eſtabliſh him upon the 
Throne; which if it ſhould ever happen, Oſmnan 
would not fail to ſacrifice to his Revenge, all 
whom he ſhould find attach'd to J4ſtapha. 


It was not in the leaſt neceſſary, to have 
Recourſe to ſuch ſtrong Reaſons, to perſuade the 
Grand Vizier, who was naturally inclin'd to com- 
mit the worſt of Crimes, to perpetrate this. He 
had already propoſed to himſelf this horrible Sa- 
crifce, and if he did not immediately imbrue 
bis Hands in the Blood of that Prince, it was 
becauſe he was willing firſt to dive into the rea} 
Sentiments of ch&Goldicry : to this End, he 
cauſed it to be Mported in the Camp of the 
Jarizaries, that - _ had juft then been 


ſtrangled 
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ſtrangled. At this Rumour almoſt all of them 
ran to their Arms, and marched in all haſte to 
the Caftle of the Seven Towers, cry ing, What 
is become of O/man ? What has been done with 
Oſman ? That unfortunate Prince hearing them, 
and flattering himſelf with the Hopes of ſome 
Turn in his Þ avour, went to his Window, ſpoke 
to them with: abundance of Sweetneſs, and with 
his uſual Eloguence, faid ſeveral obliging Things, 
but all in vain. 


They hearken'd to him ſome Moments, look d 
upon him ſtedfaſtly, and fatisfy'd with having 
ſcen him, return'd back again to their Camp, 
without anſwering him a Pngle Word. Was 
ever any Thing comparable to the Caprice of 
theſe Mutincers ! They had depoſed him, and 
treated him with the worſt of Indignities, even 
worſe than Death, and yet would not fufter any 
Attempt to be made againſt his Life. 


But whilſt Daut and Rioſem were thus endeavour- 
ing to diſpoſe of a Lite, which they ought to 
have held ſacred, the diſconſolate Aphendina 
paſs'd hers in the moſt cruel Sorrow. Whatever 
Care had been taken by thoſe who approach 
her, to ſoften in the relation them of to her, the 
inhuman Barbaritics of the ethane! they told 
her enough to pierce her Heart with a thou 
ſand mortal Wounds : She ſwooned away divers 
Times in the Arms of her Women and the 
Sultanas who were attending about her; and 
when by their Care ſhe was come again to her 
ſelf, the never opened her Eyes, but to ſhed 3 
Torrent of Tears; or her a, but to utter 
ſuch Complaints as would have moved the moſt 
ſavage Breaſt. . 1 


* * 
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As ſhe had Examples enough in the paſt Re- 
volutions, not to flatter herſelf with any Hopes 
in this, ſhe did not in the leaſt doubt but ſooner 
or later Oſman would be put to Death : She 
ſpoke not a Word but what plainly ſhew'd ſhe 
no longer reckon'd him in the Number of the 
Living. In vain did they ſtrive to comfort her; 
all the Reaſons they uſed to effect it, did but 
redouble her Deſpair. She was in this melan- 
choly and diſconſolate Condition, when a youn 
Slave falling on her Knees before her, deilvered 
her a Letter from the Meufty, which he had 
found the Means to get convey'd to her Hands, 
and which contain'd only as follows : 


To THE EMPRESS, 


Doubt not in the le aſt of your Deſpair, all is 
| loft; but in the w_ of your Complaints call 
your Virtue to your Aſſiſtance : Live to revenge 
what wwe have loſt ; this is what is required of 
you both by the Laws, your Love, Gratitude, and 


your Father, 
ASHAD. 


Aphendina having read this, was for ſome 
Moments in a deep Study, after which, breaki 
Silence all on a ſudden; « Yes, ſaid ſhe, f 
* will live, ſince my Life is neceſſary for the 
Glory of my dear Oſman. Adorable. Prince, 
continued ſhe, letting fall a Shower of Tears, 
„ offer you a greater Sacrifice in conſenting 
A to live, than I ſhould do in following you to 
the Grave; ſince every Day of m Like will 


„ infallibly be accompany'd with the moſt ex- 
* quifite Sufferings. 
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In Effe ct, this beauteous Princeſs, to whom the 
new Emperor ſent Word that ſhe ſhould be ſerv- 
ed and re ſpected equally as before, would not hold 
the leaſt Correſpondence with any of thoſe who 
approach'd Ainſtapba; but ſhutting herſelf up 
in her own Apartments, which might have paſs'd 
of themſelves for a ſeparate Palace within the 
Seraglio, ſhe lived there in an auſtere Retire- 
ment, and in continual Tears ; wholly employ'd, 
Night and Day, in endeavouring to take a me- 
morable Revenge of all the Enemies of her Im- 
perial Conſort. 


In the mean while the Grand Vizier Dan, 
whoſe exorbitant Ambition could find no greater 
Pleaſure than in fatisfying itſelf ; and who 
thought his Fortune not to be ſhaken, if he 
could once compaſs the Death of Oſman ; obſcr- 
ving the Alarm the Janixaries had taken at the 
Report he had cauſed cobe ſpread, andjudging they 
might one Day repent, and re-eſtabliſh him on 
the Throne, would no longer defer the ridding 
himſelf of this only Object of his Fears. Where- 
fore, going to Muſtapha, he gave him to under- 
ſtand, that both his Safety, the Welfare of his 
State, and the ſecuring him in the Poſſeſſion of 
the Empire, depended on the putting his Ne- 
phew to Death; that the Soldiers had only pre- 
ſerved him alive, with a View of making Uſe of 
that Prince againſt him on the leaſt O-caſion ; 
wherefore he demanded of him an Order for 
his Execution. 


Muſtapha, who happened to be then in one 
of his Intervals of Reaſon, heſitated a long while 
upon the giving it; remembring that his Brother 
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had recommended to him the Care of his Chil- 
dren, 1 Oſinan, and that the Throne 
belong'd of right to them: Wherefore he an- 
ſwer'd Daut, that ſuch a piece of Barbarity 
would render him guilty both of Perjury and 
Parricide, and that both God and the Prophet 
Mahomet would undoubtedly puniſh him for it. 


The Grard Vizier, on whom the Fear of Hea- 
ven made not the leaſt Imprethon when his own 
Intereſt was in Queſtion, had foreſeen Afuſtapha's 
Timorouſneſs, and had therefore gain'd over 
ſome Doctors of the Law, by Dint of Money, 
whom he introduced to that Prince, and who, 
under Pretence of the Weltare of the State, re- 
moved all his Scruples, and obliged him to fign 
the fatal Order, which he delivered to the 
Grand Vizier. This Monſter of Barbarity being 
once in Poſſe Hon thereof, haſtened forthwith to 
the Caſtle of the Seven Towers, accompany'd 
by the Gelechy Bachy, or Chief of the Armourers, 
and ſeveral Mutes with ſilken Bow-ſtrings ; and 
cauſing the Doors of the unfortunate Oſian's Pri- 
lon to be open'd, he accoſted him with telling 
him Aluſtapha's Order, adding, that it was with 
the utmoſt Regret he executed it. 


The unhappy Sultan ſeem'd a little ſurpri zd 
at this News, and looking ſtedfaſtly on the 
Vitier, What ! ſaid he, the Sentence of my Death ! 
Of what am [ guilty ? Are they not ſatisty'd with 
that of all my moſt faithful Servants ? 


But the cruel Vier, not a jot moved, return'd 
him only this ſhort Anſwer ; You muſt dye 
Whereupon Oſman, without diſcovering the Jeſt 
Weakneſs, defired mildly that he might have 
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Time to recommend his Soul to God, which the 
Vizier granted him; but as a Favour. This Prince 
immediately fell on his Knees, and offer'd up 
his Prayers with abundance of Zeal and Fer. 
vency ; but at the ſame Moment ſeeing the 
Mutes enter, he roſe up with Fury, and looking 
upon the /izier's Attendants: What ! ſaid he, 
is there none of yon quill give me a Poignard to dye 
gloriouſly, and not by the Hands of theſe vile Exe- 
cutioners? As he utter'd theſe Words, he caſt 
his Eyes on thoſe who were neareſt bim, with 
Deſign to have ſeized on one of their Scymeters: 
But Daut, who was apprehenſive of his Valour, 
made a Sign to the Mutes to advance. Hereupon 
the conrageous Oſman, reſolving at leaſt to (|! 
his Life dear, advanced to meet them, and with 
one Blow of his Fiſt broke the Check-bone of 
the firſt, and diſabled him from any farther At- 
tempt ; then ſeizing the ſecond with a vigorous 
Arm, he ſent him with ſuch Violence againſt 
the Wall that he ſplit his Skull : He then took 
another by the Throat, threw him to the Ground 
and trod him under Foot; after which, with 4 
Courage and Force to which Deſpair added freſh 
Strength, he ſcattered the reſt, and avoided 
with the greateſt Dexterity the Silken Halter 
which they endeavour'd to paſs about his Neck, 


At laſt, however, one of thefe harden d 
Wretches watched his Opportunity ſo well, tha! 
he threw it over him behind, and drawing u 
with all his Strength, brought him to the Ground. 
Then all the Mutes joining together, ruſhed 
upon him with Precipitation; notwithſtanding 
which, the Youth, Courage, and Dexterity ot 
the Sultan, gave them ſtill a good deal of Trou- 
ble. This Prince having got one of — 

tween 
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between his Neck and the Halter, held it with 
ſo mach Force, that he prevented its having any 
Effect; whereupon, one of thoſe Villains, more 
barbarons than the reſt, having got an Ax, gave 
a Blow therewith upon the Shoulder, and ano- 
ther upon the hind part of the Neck, which diſ- 
abled him from making any farther Defence ; 
and the wretched Oſman, ſtunn'd with their 
Blows, having ceas'd to ſtruggle, they imme- 
diarely ſtrangled him. Not content therewith, 
however, the barbarous Vier order'd the Chict 
of the Armourers to cut off one of his Ears, 
which he carried to L//fapha, that he might be 


aſſured of his Death. 


But Jfrftapha was willing to be ſatisfy'd 
thereof with his own Eyes, and to that End 
cauſed his Body to be brought to the Seraglio, 
where, in ſpite of his Devotion, and the Oaihs 
he had made to his Brother Ahmet, he enjoy'd 
to the full, the inhuman Pleaſure of having rid- 
ded himſelf of fo dangerous a Competitor: Tias 
he evidently diſcover'd by uttering theſe cruel 
Words; He once tumbled me from the T hrene, 
and now I have precipitated him into the Abyſs of 


Darkneſs. 


Such was the End of this amiable Prince, who 
dy'd at the Age of eighteen Years, having 
reign'd but three; and who, in that ſhort Time, 
never thought, projected, ſaid or did any Thing 
but what was great, wiſe, and heroic: He was 
endued with all the . perſonal Accompliſhments 
that can render the Out- ſide agreeable ; beauti- 
ful to Perfection, exquiſitely fine ſhaped, Maſter 
of the utmoſt Addreſs in all his Exerciſes, and 
of the greateſt Eloquence and Gracefulneſs in 
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Speaking: His Inſide was not leſs admirably 


adorn'd ; his Soul was of the nobleſt, his Sent. | 


ments moſt exalted; he was a Lover of Virtue, 
required it in Friends, and practis'd it himſelf; 
he was prudent, tender, fincere, and the pro- 
teis'd Enemy of all Sorts of Debauchery ; he was 
full of Bravery and Courage, and never form'd 
any but great Enterprizes : 'To conclude all, he 
was well skill'd in all Sciences, and was not only 


Maſter of a ſparkling Wit, but of a protound | 


and folid Underſtanding. Such was Oſman J. 
the nineteenth Emperor of the Turks, who ſa- 
crificed him unworthily to their Rage, and who 
did not know the Enormity of their Crime, til. 
long after they had committed it, no more than 
the Greatneſs of their Loſs in being deprived of 
ſo excellent a Prince. 


He was univerſally mourn'd and lamented 
by the great Men, and the People of the beſt 
Rank, and although the Inhabitants of Conſtan- 
tineple durſt not diſcover their Deſpair for Fear 
of the Soldiers, the numerous Provinces of this 
vaſt Empire were not influenced by the ſame 
Policy : 'The Mourning, Tears, and Lamenta- 
tions there were undiiguifed ; and never was 
Atfliction more ſincere or more general. 


His Body was waſh'd and perfum'd, accord- 
ing to the Cuſtom of the Mahometans, and after- 
wards carried to the Great Moſque of St. Sophia, 
where it was placed between his Father Achmet, 
and his own Son; and although no Body durſt 
honour his Funeral Pomp for Fear # the Muti. 
neers, Who, to intimidate the Inhabitants, had 
diſperſed themſelves in Companies throughout 
the City, and threatned with Death the firſt 
Nerxſon 
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Perſon who ſhould pronounce the Name of 
Oſman : Almoſt all the Miniſters and Baſa's who 
who were at the Porte aſſiſted at his Burial, . but 
without any Ceremony, without obſerving any 
Ranks, and with a profound Silence, locking 
up within their Breaſts the Grief that pierced 
their Souls. 


Amongſt the [man's appointed to perform his 
Funeral Rights, he who pull'd off his Cloaths, 
found about him a magnificent Pocket-Book ; 
As he apprehended it might contain ſomething 
of Conſequence, he conceal'd it with Defign to 
deliver it to the Mufiy, which he did as ſoon as 
this melancholy Ceremony was over. The Mrufty, 
who knew it again, becauſe it had belong'd ro 
the Empreſs, gave it in charge to an Eunuch of 
the Heraglio, devoted to the Service of that Prin- 
ceſs, who carried it immediately to a young 
Odalisk, named Eliſana, in whom Aphendina had 
an entire Confidence, and who was her Fa- 
vourite. 


The Oaalisk received it, and not doubting but 
the Sight of it would renew the Sorrows of the 
Empreſs, ſhe put it up carefully, reſolving to 
wait *till that Princeſs was more compoſed in 
Mind before ſhe delivered it. This Favourite 
rightly foreſaw the cruel Effect this Pocket-Book 
would produce, fince the Sequel will ſufficiently 
ſhew how fatal the Sight of it was to Ahendina. 


As for Muſtapha, he gave himſelf up to all the 
Joy, that the Return of the Sovereign Authority 
can inſpire ; and by the Council of the Grand 
Hier, cauſed Oſman's Brothers to be cloſe con- 
ined, fearing that the Rebels would make * 
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of them againſt him on the firft Opportunity, 


The Sultane ſs Kieſem, whom Oſman's Death gave 
jaſt Reaſon to hope for Amurath's Advancement; 
ſeeing the Throne poſleſs'd by a Prince that was 
weak, and incapable of Government, bent all her 
Thoughts on the Means of raiſing her Son to 
the Empire: And in Order to effect this the 
better, not being ignorant of the Hatred of the 
Mufty, and moſt of the Great Officers of the 
Forte, to all who had appear'd to have any 
Hand in Oſmar's Death, by a moſt artful and ambi- 
dextrous Policy, ſhe apply'd herſelf affiduouſly 
to make her Court to the Empreſs; intermingling 
Tears with her, and never ſpeaking to her but of 
the Vengeance ſhe ought to take of the blackeſt 
Cruelties that had ever been perpetrated upon 
the Perſon of the greateſt Prince that had till 
that Time reigned over the Muſſulmen. To this 
ſhe added her particular Fears for the Fate of 
her own Children, whoſe Lives were expoſed to 
the Barbarity of the Grand Vizier Daut, pre- 
rending to lament their Loſs in the Death ot 
Oſman, who had always treated them with the 
Goodneſs of a Father. 


The mournful 4phendina, whoſe Soul was a 
Stranger to all Wiles and Subterfuges, and whoſe 
Candour and Sincerity was equal to Kioſem's Ar- 
rifices, thinking herſelf obliged by the Concern 
ſhe ſeemed to expreſs for her Misfortunes, gave 
Ear to her with Pleaſure, thanked hex, and al- 
as __ ** utmoſt Acknonledgment : = 
as ſhe had been the itory of her Imper!' 
Conſort's moſt hs Ve hs, and knew be- 

ond Queſtion that he would never have put his 
thers to Death, but had always loved them 


Gneerely, ſhe enter d with the n 
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into the Sutaas Apprehenſtons of their falling 
one Day a Sactifice. 


When Kioſem had thus affured herſelf of 
Aphendina's Confidence, ſhe acquainted her with 
all ſhe knew of the Grand FVizier's Deſigns, 
whereof ſhe was exactly inform'd by the Ba 
of Boſnia. The ſole Defign of that Minifter, 
« faid ſhe to the Empreſs, is to advance himſelf 
« to the Throne: As he has married Sultan 
« Achmet's eldeſt Sifter, he will become the only 
« Heir, if he can compaſs the Death of the five 
« Princes, who are all the Remains of the Or- 
« toman Family; fully 1 that after their 
« being taken off, no Body will be able to dif- 
pute the e. with him: And knowing, as I 
« do, his cruel and bloody Mind, I have every 
« Thing to fear for my Sons, of whom, only A 
«* murath the eldeſt, is capable of revenging the 
« auguſt Oſman, his Brother and your illuſtri- 
« ous Confort. 


Aphendina, whoſe lively Sorrow the leaft 
Thought of Revenge flatter'd, enter'd immedi- 
ately into all her Sentiments , and as ſhe knew 
that Amurath was actually Maſter of part of the 
fine Qualiries that had been ſo much admired in 
the Emperor Oſman, ſhe was as apprehenſive as 
Kioſem, of being deprived by his Death of the 
Hopes ſhe built on him. 


Wherefore, after ſtudying a Moment upon 
what the had juſt diſcovered to her, „I know 
« but” one Way, anſwer'd the, ro ſecure the 
Princes from  Daut's wicked Attempts; and 
that is, to procure me an Orr of 
* ſpeaking with the two 1 unuchs, whom 
FD p 
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„% my dear Oſman placed about them: They 
% have always been very faithful to that great 
« Prince, and undoubtedly they will yalue his 
« Memory ſufficiently to hazard every Thing, 
« rather than ſufter the Lives of his Brothers 
« to be attack'd, eſpecially when I ſhall com- 
« mand them to be watchtul over their Preſer- 
« yation : The only Difficulty that remains, is 
« to farniſh them with Arms to defend them- 


« ſelves in caſe of Neceſlity.” The Sultanefs | 


Kioſem, who found nothing difficult when her 
own Intereſt was in Queſtion, overjoy'd at the 
Propoſal made her by the Empreſs, afſured her 
ſhe would ſupply the two Eunuchs with Arms 
ſufficient for themſelves, and all about the 
Princes; and that ſhe would take upon herſelf 
the Care of introducing them to the Empreſs, that 
ſhe might be able to give them her Orders. 


All theſe Meaſures being taken, Kioſem, who 
had an infinite Number of Emiſſaties in the Se- 
raglio, managed Matters fo well that ſhe ſent for 
the two Eunuchs, and brought them ſecretly to 
Aphendina. "That great Princeſs could not 
again behold thoſe two faithful Servants of 
Oſman, without ſhedding a Flood of Tears, where- 
fore with a Voice interrupted with deep Sighs ; 
« We have ſent for you, ſaid ſhe, to preſerve the 
Princes you attend, from all the wickedActempts 
« that may be made againſt them: We are in- 
« form'd their Lives are in Danger ; and as we 
„% know how faithfully you were devoted to 
« your great Maſter Oſman, we flatter ourſelves 
« you will not be leſs ſo to his Brothers ; 
„ eſpecially Prince Amurath, whom he dearly 
« loved, and who being the eldeſt, is more 
« expoſed than the reſt, to the Ambition of 

« Traytors. 
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„% Traytors. The Sultaneſs Kioſem will procure 
« you Arms to defend him, and we are both 
fully aflured, that on your repelling briskly 
« the firſt Attack, they will never dare to make 
« a ſecond. Swear then that you will be in- 
« yiolably devoted to their Service, and that 
« your profound Submiſhon to the auguſt Ma- 
« ſter you have loſt, will make you reſpect the 
« Orders of your Empreſs. | 


The two Eunuchs, who fincerely lamented 
Oſman every Hour of the Day, and whom Amu- 
rath's fine Qualities made look upon him as the 
only one worthy to ſucceed him, ſwore, without 
Heſitation, to the Princeſs, by the moſt ſacred 
Oaths, not only to ſhed the laſt Drop of their 
Blood in his Defence, but to engage all who 
ſerved him to do the ſame. The Sultane ſi 
Kioſem, as Amurath's Mother, preſented each of 
them with a Purſe of a thouſand Sultanins, in 
Order to gain them to her Intereſts, and got con- 
vey'd to them what Arms were neceſſary, with- 
out any one's having the leaſt Intimation thereof. 


After this Precaution for the Safety of her. 


Son's Life, being willing likewiſe to acquire the 
Confidence of all who mourn'd Oſman's Los, 
and to gain them over to her Intereſts ; rightly 
judging that this was the only Means to get the 
People to favour her Son's Advancement; ſhe 
cauſed the Mufty to be told, that ſhe abhorr'd all 
who had any Hand in the depoſing and putting to 
Death that great Prince, and that ſhe was ready 
to join with him in the revenging it. -She 
cauſed the ſame to be inſinuated to the Baſſa s, 
and Great Officers of the Port, and left no Stone 

unturn'd 
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unturn'd to make them believe ſhe acted wit! 
no other Vicw than that of Juſtice. 


Although both the Aſufty, the others, and all 
the Divan, were very ſentible that this politick 
Woman had her own private Views in ſpending 
after this Manner; and did net doubt but her 
Artifices had had no ſmall Share in Oſman's de- 
plorable Cataſtrophe, they were ſo much bent upon 
revenging his Death, that they did not in the leaſt 
heſitate upon accepting her Offers, knowing very 
well they would be of great Advantage to them 
on the firſt Revolution: Wherefore, diſſembling 
their Thoughts, they cauſed her to be told, 
that they ſhould be always ready to teſtify their 
Zeal for her Service; that they were very ſenſi. 
bly affected with the Eſteem ſhe expreſs'd for 
Oſman's Memory, and that they would ſhew her 
their Gratitude in the Perſon of Amuratb, wher- 
ever Opportunity ſhould offer. Twas after this 
Manner this ambitions Sultaneſs, had the Address 
to make ſure of thoſe whom ſhe had the moſt 
Reaſon to dread ; and that after having cauſed 
the Death of the moſt amiable of Princes, to 
bring her Son near the Throne, ſhe likewiſe 
made Uſe of his Aſhes as a Step to mount him 
thereon. 


The Cruelty of Daut ſoon furniſh'd them with 
the Occaſion they defired ; this Miniſter, think- 
ing he might venture upen any Thing, bein 
fare of getting it approv'd by the wea 
Muſtapha, ſent the Capy- Aga, with ſeveral Cr 
igis, to ray off 2 Amnrath, in the * 
me. Capy-Agun, on entering the Apart- 
ment where AM confin'd; commanded him. to 
| OHOW 
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follow him. Amurath was then but thirteen Years 
old, but his Wit and Penetration being beyond 
his Age he was immediately ſenſible of the Danger 
that threatned him, and anſwer'd him with a 
loud and reſolute Voice: What! Villain, would 
you treat me as you have before done my Brother? 


And at the ſame Time filling his Apartment 
with his Cries, he added: Is there no Body then 
about me, of thoſe who have been faithful to my 
Father and my Brother, to defend me againſt theſe 
baſe Aſſaſſins? Theſe Words were the Signal 
for the Eunuchs, who appear'd at the ſame In- 
ſtant, all armed, and vigorouſly oppoſed the 
Capy-Aga's Retinue, who uſed their utmoſt Ef- 
forts to ſeize on Amurath; and Salek, one of the 
Eunuchs who had ſpoken to the Empreſs, placing 
himſelf between the Prince and the Ara, 
who was very zealous to have executed his Or. 
ders, ſtruck off his Head with one Stroke of his 
Scymeter : The other Eunuchs, encouraged by 
the Death of this Traytor, drove away his At- 
tendants Scymeter m Hand, and they no longer 
having any Leader, made but a faint Reſiſtauce, 
but ſought their Safety in their Flight. 


On the firſt Noiſe that this Attempt made, the 
Sultaneſs Kioſem, fill'd the whole Seraglio with 
her Outcries, demanding Juſtice of Muſtapha and 
the Divan upon the Contrivers of this villainous 
Enterprize ; interweaving artfully the Name of 
Oſman with her Complaints, and giving out that 
thoſe who had deprived that Prince of his Lite, 
wanted alſo to oy the only one who was 
able to re-cftabliſh the Glory of the Empire. 


At 
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At this News, all the City was in an Alarm, 
and the Grief for the Loſs of Oſman, which the 
People had concealed through Fear, having a 
freſh Pretence to break out, nothing was heard 
every where but the Cry of Revenge: As Aphen- 
dina likewiſe had not been idle fince the Sultan's 
Death, having written to all the Baſſa's in the moſt 
remote Provinces concerning thatPrince's de plora- 
ble End, they had all taken up Arms, and would 
no longer obey Muftapha's Orders; declaring open- 
ly, and cauſing it to be publiſhed every where, 
that he was the Murtherer of his Nephew, and 
had no Right to the Empire, and demanding that 
he ſhould bo de poſed. 


Theſe Alarms, theſe Murmurs, and theſe In- 
ſurrections, breaking out in all Parts at a Time, 
ftruck a Terror into the Heart of Daut ; and the 
more when the Divan met, and ſent to demand of 
Auuſtapha, if it was by his Orders the Attempt had 
been made upon Amurath's Life. The Sultan re- 
turned for Anſwer, that the Days of that Prince 
were dear to him, and he exhorted them to dil- 
cover the Authors of this enormous Crime, and to 
3 them ſeverely. This Anſwer redoubled the 

urmurs of the Divan, and every one crying out 
that the Yizzer was guilty, and deſerved the worſt 
of Puniſhments, Orders were immediately given 
for ſeizing him, and bringing him to the Divan. 


But Daut having timely Notice of theſe Pro- 
eccdings, and being as fearful in Adverfity, as ar- 
rogant and haughty in Proſperity, fled from Con- 

antinople, and concealed himſelf on the Borders 
of the Black, Sea, accompanied with only * 
an

Man, named Serranck, whom he had raiſed to 
the Dignity of Viier of the Bench. The Sultan- 
neſs Philatra, Muſtapha's Mother, ſeeing the Storm 
that hung over that Prince's Head, and being de- 
ſirous to ward it off, ſent for the principal Officers 
of the Janizaries, and carreſſing them highly, 
told them that the Advancement of her Son being 
the Work of their Hands, they were bound in 
Honour to ſupport it. They promiſed her they 
would, and adviſed her to diſtribute ſome Money 
amongſt the Janixaries; ſhe accordingly ſent 
them a Million of Sultanins, and as ſhe faw no Pro- 
bability of her Son-in-law Daut's, being reſtored, 
ſhe gave the Seals of the Empire to Mahomet Gi- 
uro i Baſſa, an old Eunuch, whom his Merit had 
raiſed to the higheſt Employments. After all 
theſe Steps, ſhe imagined herſelf in Safety, and 
in order to retrieve the Affections of the . 
who are generally delighted with She ws, ſhe ap- 
pointed a Day for the Htan's making a Cavalcade 
through Conſtantinople. 


But all her Care and Precautions were to no 
Purpoſe ; the Preſence of Aiuſtapha, only added 
to the Contempt they before hed of this Prince, 
and renewed their Grief for the Loſs of Oſman, 
whoſe Praiſes they ſang aloud ; comparing his 
graceful Appearance and Behaviour on ach an 
Uccafion, with the aukard Air of Auſtapha, 
which provoked a general Laughter. In ſhort, 
every one diſcovered, without anyReſpect or Re- 
ſtraint, the Love he bore the deceaſed, and his 
Hatred and Contempt of the Living. The Valide 
being informed of the Diſaffection of the People 
to her Son, reſolved never more to expoſe him in 
Publick ; and having likewiſe heard that *twas in 
every Body's Mouth, that the Arrogance of the 

new 
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new Grand Vixie,, would compleat the Deſtructi- 
on of every Thing, and that alluding to his be- 
ing a Eunuch, they gave out that the Empire 
was now governed by two Women, ſhe took fron 
him the Scals, and delivered them to Lan 
Baſſa. 


In the mean while the Baſſa's of Aſia had al. 
ready raiſed ſeveral Armies, which under Pre. 
rence of revenging O/man's Death, committed hor- 
rible Diſorders. The Imperial City, and the K. 
raglio, were full of Troubles and Factions; the 
Janixaries were then looked upon with Horror ; 
and the People who found themſelves fupported hy 
the Diſcontent of the Great Ones, and the In 
ſurrections of rhe Provinces, no longer concea! 
ed their Dereſtation of them, loading them exe. 
ry Moment with Curſes and Abuſes, as bein: 
guilty of all the Great Oſman's Misfortunes. 

The Janixaries, at firſt, juſtified themſelves wit! 
Inſolence; but finding themſelves inſulted, deteſ 
ed and abhorred throughout the Empire, the, 
began to be ſenſible of all the Horror of thei 
'Crime ; and repenting their giving Way to 
their Fury, laid all the Guilt of his Murder upon 
Daut, whom they curſed every Day. The En: 
E being informed by the Mufty her Father, 
how the People were affected; that the whole 
Empire demanded Vengeance on thoſe Baybariar!, 
for all the Cruelties and Indignities they had e- 
erciſed upon her unhappy Husband ; and that 1! 
was now Time for her to diſcover her juſt Rt. 
ſentment, never heſitated a Moment upon whit 
Courſe ſhe ſhould take; but went directly to the 
Diuan, attended by all her Ladies, and all the 
Officers of her Houſhold. 


The 
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The Aſſembly was very numerous; but the 
Preſence of that great Princeſs, immediately cauſed 
a profound Silence, every one being impaticnt to 
know what had brought her thither ; and they 
received her with ſuch Marks of Reſpect and 
Admiration, as ſuffictently ſhow'd they had not 
forgot, ſhe was the illuſtrious Widow of the 
great Oſman. This incouraged her to ſpare no 
Pains to incite their Souls to Vengeance. In or- 
der to this, ſhe gave them a ſuccinct and particu- 
lar Account of all the Cruelties and Indignities 
they had exerciſed upon him, from the Time of 
their firſt ſeizing him, to the violent and ignomi- 
ous Death they fas made him ſufter ; accompany- 
ing this melancholy Recital, with ſo many Tears, 
that the Veil which covered her Face was Wet 
through with the piteous Shower. 


The whole Aſſembly could not forbear ſympa- 
thizing with her. The Majeſty of Aphendina ; the 
Grecetnineſs ſhe retained even in the Exceſs of 
her Grief; the Energy of the Expreſſions ſhe 
uſed to call to their * Baceſhe wall 1 the Virtues, 
Innocence, and crnel Deftiny of Oſman; all 
wrought ſuch an Effect upon their Minds, that 
not one had Reſolution enough to get the better 
of the Emotions of his Soul; all were in Tears, 
and all promiſed her Juftice upon the Authors 
and Abettors of fo black an Enterprtze. The 
Syltanneſs Kioſem, who had been informed of the 
Procedure of the Empreſs, entered at the ſame 
Time, and complained of the Deſign that had 
been formed againſt Amurath, demanding that 
the Contrivers thereof might be ſeverely pu- 
mſhed. She could not have taken a more fa- 
vourable Opportunity for obtaining her Defire, 

| Aphendina's 
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Aphendina's Diſcourſe had put the Divan into ſuch 
a Flame, that they could not refuſe the Revenge 
that was required of their Juſtice ; and they took 
that very Day all the Meaſures neceſſary for that 
Purpoſe. 


In the mean while, Daut, flattering himſelf 
that Muſtapha and the Valide would ſcreen him 
from the Puniſhment due to his Crimes, cauſed a 
large Sum of Money to be diftributed among the 
Soldiers; after which, puſhed on by his un- 
bounded Ambition, or rather by the inviſible 
Hand of divine Juſtice, which hurried him on to 
his Fate, he returned to Conſtantinople ; with a De- 
ſign to re-eſtabliſh himſelf upon the Ruins of Ca- 
til, Captain Baſſa, or high Admiral, whom he 
had the Audactouſneſs to accuſe in a full Divan, 
as the Author of all the Misfortunes of the State. 
He pretended, that this P:{z alone, had been the 
Cauſe of the Rebellion of the Baſſa's of Aſſyria, 
and Bagdat, who maſſacred without Mercy, all 
the Fanizaries that fell into their Hands; that 
theſe Baſſa's were related to Call, who had adopt- 
ed them, having no Children of his own ; and 
that his Defign was to gain them entirely o- 
ver to his Intereſt, and to puſh on the Revolt, 
till it ſpread even to Conſtantinople, and over-run 
all the Imperial City; that the Soldiery were very 
well informed of his ſecret Machinations, inſo- 
much that they had even aſſaulted him in the 
Streets, as an Enemy, both to the Sultan and the 
State. 


The perfidious Daut maintained theſe Accuſa- 
tions with the more Boldneſs, as he had himſelf 
been the Author of theſe Reports about Calil, 
and had hired Soldiers to aſſaſſinate him, that 1 
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his Death he might get Poſſeſſion of his Place, 
which was the ſecond Poſt in the Empire : And 
to leave nothing unſaid, that might effectually 
rain him, he likewiſe laid to his Charge, his ha- 
ving ſuffered the Levantires to leave their Veſſels, 
which gave them an Opportunity of committing 
ſuch infinite Ravages in the Imperial City. The 
Captain Baſſa, who was then preſent in the Divan, 
eafly juſtified himſelf from theſe Calumnies, and 
repelling Lies with Truth, proved Daut the ſole 
Author both of Oſman's Death, and the Deſign a- 
gainſt Amurath. 


Daut thinking to confound his Enemy, pro- 
duced Muftapha's Order for the Death of Oſman ; 
but as to what concerned Amurath, he made ſuch 
wretched Excuſes, that all the Aſſembly who al- 
ready abhorred him for his firſt Crime, ſcrupled 
not in the leaſt believing him guilty of the ſe- 
cond ; and as they were juſt going to pronounce 
his Sentence, three thouſand Janixaries in Arms, 
appeared before the Hall of the Divan, and de- 
manded to have the Authors of theſe two black 
Attempts condemned to the worſt of Puniſhments. 
The head Officers of this Body were in the Inte- 
reſts of the Sultaneſs Kioſem, and it was not 
doubted, but they had been brought thither by 
her Orders. 


Their Outcries and Clamours alarmed the Tray- 
tor Daut, who inſtantly made his Eſcape into x 
Seraglio; but the Janixaries ſoon dragged him 
from thence, as well as Gebechy-Bechy, who had 
cut off one of Oſman's Ears. The latter was try d 
upon the Spot, and condemned to loſe his Head, 
which was done that Inſtaut. As for Daut, 
he had Recourſe to all manner of Artifices ro - 
vold 
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void the ſame Fate; but the Divan found him 
fo guilty, that they condemned him alſo to be be- 
headed. This Sentence being paſſed upon him, 
he was that Inſtant delivered into the Hands of 
the Hangman ; who having ſtript him of his 
Robes, carried him to the Side of a Fountain, 
where having placed him on a ſort of Stool, after 
the Manner of the Turks, he was juſt going to 
give him the fatal Stroke, when a Troop of voung 
'pahis, called out to the Exccutioner to hold his 
Hand. This Reſpite gave Daut ſome Hopes ; 
but the Niers rightly judging, it was the Valid: 
had ſent them to ſave him, had him condutted to 
the Caſtle of the Seven Towers, where about 
Four in the Evening he was ſtrangled. 


Here one cannot too much admire the viſible 
Effects of the divine Juſtice, which decreed, that 
this Traytor ſhould be drawn to the Seven Ton- 
ers in the ſame Cart as Oſman, that he ſhould 
drink by the Way at the ſame Spring, and that 
he ſhould ſuffer the ſame Puniſhment, in the ſame 
Chamber and Place, where he had cauſed the 
Death of that great Prince. 


Theſe two firſt Victims began to ſatisfy Part of 
the Great Ones and the People, Who end. 
nothing but Hatred and Revenge againſt Oſman's 
Murtherers. Aphendina herſelf felt a Sort ot Con- 
ſolation therein, but it was not yet enough for all 
in general, and their Lamentations could not be 
entirely appeaſed, as long as the Soldiers ſhould 
triumph in their Villany, and Muſtapha ſhould 
be upon the Throne The ſole Views of every 
one being the humbling of the Panizaries, and 
depoſing of the Sultan, the Baſſa's who had taken 
up Arms in Aſia, already gave them the Pleaſure 
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of the one, by cutting off Root and Branch as 
many as fell into their Hands, not giving any 

uarter even to their Wives and Children. They 
took Poſſeſſion of all the ſtrong Holds, and con- 
yerted to their own Ule, the Revenues of their 
reſpeftive Provinces, without any ones oppoſirg 
their Violences ; ſuch an Aſcendant over cvery 
one, did the Pretence of revenging Oſman's 
Death afford them 


This News being carried to Conſtantinople, had 
different Effects: The Creatures of the Palide 
were alarmed thereat, and the great Ones, and 
Perſons of the beſt Rank rejoiced; but theſe 
contrary Sentiments, only added to the Diſorders 
that already reigned in the City, and the Seraghio. 
The Yalide, who had hoped to ſatisfy the Diſat, 
ſected, by delivering the Seals of the Empire 0 
[ſan-Baſſa, found herſelf deceived in her Ex- 
pectation, by the Violence of the Fanizaries ; 
vhoſe Rage being till fomented by &eſem,. and 
who beſides hoping to expiate their Crime by dif- 
2pproving of the preſent Government, ran in 
Crowds to the Palace of this new Vixier, obli- 
ged him to give up the Seals, and forced the 
Valide to confer them on 4ly-Baſſa, one of their 
Leaders. 


This Princeſs however, did not loſe Courage, 
and even affected an Air of Conſtancy and Tran- 
qulity ; but fearing Muſtapha's Extravagancies, 
aich increaſed every Day, would at laſt cauſe 
his Downfal, ſhe reſolved u/on removing him out 
of the Power of thoſe Mutineers, by carrying 
him to a Pleaſure Houſe about a League from Con- 
fantinople, which Daut had built after the, + 
talian manner, at the Head of a charming Valley 

to 
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to which he had given his Name, and which be. 
_ Queſtion, was one of the moſt delightſal 
laces in the Empire. 
* 


To give ſome Colour for this Departure, the 
Lultaneſs had it given out, that Change of Air 
was neceſſary for the Sultan's Health; how 
ever 'twas rightly judged that it was only to con- 
ceal the better the Diſorder of his Brain, to get 
him out of the Power of the Seditious In Effect, 
he was conte mn'd to ſuch a Degree, that there wa; 
no longer any Obedience paid to his'Orders, and 
freſh 'Troubles aroſe in the State every Day ; bur 
the moſt dangerous of all, and which cauſed at lit 
the Ruin of both Mother and Son, was, the I». 
ſurrection of Abaza, Governor of Erzerum. It 
had already refuſed to lay down his Government 
the Baſſa of Aleppo had done the ſame ; and both 
the one and the other had ſent Word, that they 
would not reſign the Poſt the great Oſman hat 
conferred upon them, until they had fully re. 
venged his tragical Death. 


The Baſſa's of the other Provinces, and eſpe- 
cially thoſe which lay contiguous to Perſia, had 
made the ſame Anſwer ; and all of them cloaking 
their real Deſigns, under the Pretence of reveng 
ing Oſman, and preſerving the remains of the Ot 
roman Family, declared by Manifeſto's poſted uy 
in all the Cities under their Juriſdiction, that the 
Janixaries, and Spahis, were the Enemies of the 
State, and the Parricides of their Emperors, cs: 
herding the People to exterminate them as publick 
Nuſances. 


But Abaza did not ſtop at Writings alone; be 


raiſed an Army, which he increaſed to the o_ 
k 
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ber of forty Thouſand Men, wherewith he be- 
ſieged Aciſar, which he took by Storm, putting 
to the Sword the whole Garriſon, conſiſting of 


eight Thouſand 


anizaries. From thence puſh- 
ing on his victorious Arms, he made himſelf Ma- 
er of Part of Natolia, and laid Siege to the City 
of Caraiſar, within a few Days March of Con- 
antinople : And in order to add the more Weight 
and Credit to his Arms, he cauſed it to be given 
out, that Sultan Oſman, had appeared to him in 
a Moſque, all over covered with thoſe Indigni- 
ties which the inhuman Soldiery had put upon 
him, and had addrefited himſelf to him as fol- 
lows. 


Generons Muſſulman, the faithfulleſt of my Slaves 
revenge my ignominous Death, by the Slaughter of 
Sixty Thouſand Janizaries and Spahis; march, haſt 
away, Fortune fall accompany your Arms, and 
Victory foall crown your Labour. 


This was tranflated out of the Turkiſh, into the 
Arabian and Perſian Tongues, and diſtributed all 
over the Empire. Thoſe People, who are ſuperſti- 
tons to Exccis, and who beſides, only wanted a 
favourable Opportunity to diſcover their Hatred 
to the Soldiers, ſeized eagerly on the Pretence of 
this ſuppoſed A pparition to ſatisfy it, thinking the 
Blood of all the Fanizaries and Spahis ſcarce 
luthcient, to revenge the Death of an Emperor 
who had been ſo dear to them, and whoſe Me- 
mory they ſtill highly cheriſhed. Wherefore all 
the Soldiers of thoſe two Corps who fell into their 
nds, were immediately ſacrificed ro Oſman's 

201, 
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Abaza, who lamented this Prince Night and 
Day, whom he loved with an extream Tender. 
nels, and whoſe Deſpatr for bis Loſs, had made 
him void of all Pity for his Encmies, carry'd his 
Fury yet farther, to extipate entirely that inſo- 
lent Generation ; cauſing even the Bellies of all 
the Fanizaries and Spahis Wives to be ript open, 
and thus deſtroying at once both Mothers and 
Children. But what is moſt extraordinary is, 
that this uncommon Barbaricy ſtruck no Body 
with Horror; every one looking upon it as a juſt 
Retribution of their unworthy Treatment of Car, 
and them as the dur Victims to his mournful Shade, 


The News of all theſe Occurrences bein 
punctually brought to Cerſtantinople, filled the 
whole City with Alarms and Commotions. The 
Jalide uſed her utmoſt Eftorts to appeaſe them; 
bur the Sultaneſs Ricſe m, by her Intrigues, ren- 
der'd in a Moment ineffectual all ſhe could 
do. By her Means it became known that 1/1 
pba's Folly was grown to ſuch a Height, that 
there was no longer any Hopes of his Amend. 
ment; and that it ſeemed as if the Stings of. 
troubled Conſcience added to his Phrenzy. 


He would riſe frequently in the Night, and run 
into the Gardens of his Solitude, crying with a 
loud Voice: Os MAN, OS AN, eme again, and take 
the Reins of thy Empire; its Meielt is too heavy 

oy me; I can't ſupport it; it bears me down, and 
Hall fink under the Burthen, This Diſorder of 
his Brain, reduced his Mother to Deſpair ; but 
her Sorrows were at the Height, on hcaring that 
the formidable 4baza had beaten tlie Troops ſent 
2gainſt kim, under the Command of the Baſſa Ci 
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Ciral, to force him to raiſe the Seige of Ca- 
ralſar; and that he had deſtroyed, with Fire 
and Sword, all the Janizaries and Spahis who 
had fallen into las Hands; intomuch, that it was 
computed he had already ſacrificed fifteen thou- 
ſand of them to Oſman's Memory. 


The Janizaries, fearing that after the re 
ducing Caraiſar, he would match directly to 
Conftantineple, and cnt them all in Pieces, held 
a Council in their Camp, wherein it was re— 
ſolved; that all their Corps in general ſhould 
march againſt Ahaga in a Fortnight, without ex- 
empting the I diers, the 47as, or any of the 
other Great Officers of the Porte, on any Pre- 
tence whatſocver. The Spahis, atter their Exe 
ample, met together betore Sliman's Moſque, 
and came to the ſame Reſolution ; and altho', 
almoſt on every Occaſion, theſe two Corps are 
of contrary Opinions, yet as they had committed 
the ſame Crime, by joining together in the 
fame Rebellion, and knew themſelves equally 
guilty, the Fear of that Puniſhment they all 
deſerved a-like, again re- united them. 


But whilft they were thus endeavouring to ſe- 
cure themſelves from their due Puniſhment, 
Muſtapha's Reſidence at Dart ſcem'd to Kioſem 
ſo favourable an Opportunity for ſtriking a 
bold Stroke, that ſhe reſolved not to let it flip: 
Wherefore, being ſupported by the Empreſs, 
for whom all the Great Officers had a moſt pro- 
found Reſpect, ard by the Credit of the 4fufty 
her Father, who breath'd nothing but Revenge, 
the ſent Word to the /itziers, Baſſa's, and Aoa's, 
that the Time was now come to render the 
Juſtice they had promis'd to her and Aphendina; 
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and that they might now in one Day only, re. 
venge Oſman, and appeaſe the Troubles of the 
Stata, by depoling Auſtapha, and ſetting Amyrath 
on the Throne. 


As there was not one of them who did not deſire 
a Change for his own private Intereſt, excluſive of 
the Juſtice of advancing to Amurath the Throne, 
and the Aufty was continually citing thera ll 
to revenge, they aflured Aioſem that they were 
ready to ccond her with all their Power. There 
remained then no more for that artful Women 
but to gain the Grand Vizier, and the principal 
Haas of the Fanizaries, who ow'd their Em- 
ploy ments to the Rebels, and lov'd Muſftapha he. 
cauſe of his great Liberalities, preferring their 
own ſordid Intereſt to the Good of the State, 
without troubling themſelves about its Welfare, 
or the ill Government. 


But the ſubtle Kioſem, who knew they began 
to repent of their Cruelties to Oſman, and were 
afraid of having the Vengeance of the formi. 
dable Mara fall upon them, enlarged with fo 
nuch Art upon the Victories of that famous 
Captain, that in a ſecret Aſſembly, where ſeveral 
[iziers were met, with the Aiuſty at their Hcad, 
having repreſented to them that Male-Adminiſtra. 
rion was the Cauſe of the Revolt of the Pro 
vinces, and that the Baſſa's, who had taken up 
Arms to revenge Oſman, would undoubtedly lay 
them down, When they ſhould ſee him depoſed 
that put him to Death, and had placed Annals, 
the lawful Heir to the Empire, upor the Throne; 
for whom they knew the great Oſman had al- 
ways a ſincere Affection; that in an Inſtant ſhe 


united all who were of a contrary Opinion, and 
engaged 
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engaged them with one Accord to intreat the 
Mufiy to deliver the Fetſa of Jin ſtapha's Depoſi- 
tion: That High Prieſt, who deſired nothing 
more ardently, took the Pen that Moment, and 


delivered it in this Manner: 


That according to the Law of Mahomet, the 
Muflulmen were forbid obeying a Madman. 


This Fetfa being communicated to the Grand 
[izier, he immediately ſummoned an A, Di- 
van, or a Council where every Thing is deva- 
ted ſtanding, to ſhew the Extremity to which 
the State is reduced, in the Molque of Seliman II. 
and there in Conſequence of the Fetfa, which 
was read aloud, the whole Aſſembly concluded, 
That for the Good of the Empire Muſftapha 
ſhould be depoſed, and Stan Amurnth be ſet 
upon the Throne. 


After which, the Grand Vizier having repre- 
ſented that the Treaſury was quite exhauſted, it 
was reſolved that the Soldiers ſhould require no 
Donative, becauſe that Auſtapha ought not to 
have been advanced. to the Empire, to the Pre- 
juice of Achmet's Children, who were the lau- 
ful Heirs. This having been all agreed on, Sep- 
tember 13, 1623, the Grand Jixier went that 
very Day to Daut, with ſeveral Attendants of an 
approved Courage, and had the Boldneſs to read 
to 4/4ftapha the Reſult of the Council, and the 
Mufty's Fetfa. 


The Weakneſs of that Prince made him hear 
this Sentence with Inſenſibility, and without ex- 
preſſing the leaſt Mark of Reſentment : But the 
Sultana Valide, who was preſent, reproach'd the 
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Jizier highly for his Treaſon and Ingratitude 
and carrying the Sultan immediately back to the 
Seraglio, and ſhutting herſelf in her Cabinet to 
conſider of ſome Means to divert this Storm, 
preſerve the Empire for her Son, and not fal! 
herſelf from the Height of Greatneſs, ſhe re 
ſolved upon the moſt horrid Deſign, that Ambi. 
tion and Rage could inſpire. She ſummoned to 
gether her Eunuchs, and moſt faithful Do. 
meſticks, and giving them Silken Halters, deli. 
vered them an Order from the Sultan to go and 
ſtrangle the S-[taneſs Kioſem, with Amuratb, and 
all the Princes his Brothers. 


Theſe Meſſengers of Death went accordingly, 
thinking to find their Victims in their Beds; 
but the Grand Vizier, who had judged what the 
Valide was capable of, by the Fury ſhe had di- 
cover'd at the Reading of the Fezfa, had taken 
the Precaution to conduct the Sultaneſs Rioſen, 
with the Princes, to a Pavillion in the Serae/o 
Gardens, over which he placed a good Guard, 
which he himſelf commanded ; and hereby the 
fatal Deſign of this cruel Woman proved abor- 
tive. When ſhe heard ſhe had miſs'd her Aim, 
her Rage and Deſpair grew to ſuch a Height, 
that ſhe ſeized one of the Silken Halters ſhe had 
given to the Eunuchs, and putting it about her 
Neck, was going to have ſtrangled herlelf, if all 
her Women and Domeſticks had not got abou! 
her and prevented her. 


But ſhe ſtruggled ſo long in their Hands, that 
being quite ſpent with her Efforts, ſhe fell down 
in a Swoon, and the Fit held her fo long that 
*twas thought ſhe would never have recovered ; 


however, at laſt ſhe came to herſelf, and * 
U 
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the reſt of the Night in all the Deſpair that an 


ambitious Woman can feel, who fees herſelf up- 
on the Point of falling from the higheſt For- 
tune of being expoſed to the Contempt of thoſe 
who had adored her, and alſo to the Diſcretion 
ot thoſe ſhe had oftended. 


Whilſt ſhe was thus tormenting herſelf with 
unavailing Grief, the Su/taneſs Rioſem, who was 
yet a thouſand Times more ambitious, and who 
had only attain'd to that happy Moment by 
numberleſs Intrignes and Crimes, celebrated ber 
Succeſs by the tender Embraces ſhe gave her 
don, entertaining him with the Greatneſs to 
which he was going to be raiſed, and inſtructing 
him how he ſhoaid act when they came to ict 
him upon the Throne 


Amurath, wWiio already ſhewed what he would 
be one Day, hearkened to her with keipect, but 
with an Air that ſhew'd her he had no need of 
her Leſſons ; and when ſhe had done ſpeaking, 
without anſwering her to what ſhe had been 
ſying, ask'd her after the Empreſs, and whether 
ſhe was inform'd of this Event! Kioſen was a 
little ſurprized at this Queſtion, and being ſtung 
with Jealouſy, was ſome Time without opening 
her Lips; but being preſs'd by this young Prince, 
ſhe was forced to aniwer him, that Apbendina 
Was not only no Stranger to what had paſs'd ; 
but had even contributed to the getting him 
advanced to the Empire, which his Uncle Huſta- 
pa had uſurped, to his Prejudice. 


I expe&ed no leſs from that Princeſs, ſaid 
Amurath, and I will new her my Acknowledg- 
ment by applying myſelf ſtrenuouſly to the Re- 
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venging Oſman, my Brother and her Spouſe. 
Theſe Words redoubled the Aſtoniſhment of 
the Sultana, not being able to imagine what 
ſhould induce her Son to ſeem more ſenſible of 
what he thought he owed his Brother's Widow, 
than of the Glory of Reigning : But ſhe did not 
know that this Prince, trom whom the Valide 
had not had the Precaution to remove the Do 
meſticks the Emperor Oſman had placed about 
him, had been wholly entertain'd fince his Death, 
with the Indignities that had been put upon 
him, the Inſolence of the Janizaries, and the 
melancholy and languiſhing Life led by the 
Empreſs, who they laid expected her Revenge 
only from bim. 


This Diſcourſe, continually inculcated to him, 
rozether with his Remembrance of the Affection 
Ofman and Aphendina had always teſtify'd for 
him, had given him as much Hatred to the 
Janixaries as his Brother, and ſo great an Eſteem 
tor the Empreſs, that he only defired the $S0- 
vereign Power, that he might have an Oppor- 
tunity of ſhewing it to her: This it was made 
him talk in this Manner to his Mother ; but as 
be had derived from her the Art of diſſembling, 
he let her know nothing of his private Sent1- 
ments, not being willing to diſcover them 'till it 
ſhould be a proper Time. 


In the mean while, as it was not by a Revolt, 
or through Caprice that Muſtapha was depoſed, 
but by the general Conſent of the . the 
Great Men, and the People, it was reſolved to 
obſerve ſome Form of Juſtice in his N 
To this End the Aigty, and the Heads of the 


Divan, 
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Divan, cauſed the Seraglio to be inveſted by 
break of Day, with above fifty thouſand Men, 
who demanded Afrftapha- to appear in the Li- 
dan, and render that Juſtice vhich he owed 
to his faithful Subjects; and about dix in tle 
Morning the 1/ufty, the Grand FVizier, aud al- 
oft all the Minifters went to that Prince's 
Apartment, and told him that his Subjects 
waited his Commands, and that he was dclir.d 
to come to the Uivan. 


As they were all ſenſible of Mie H Weak- 
neſs, they judged that either tils vv ures or 
Actions would evidently prove his Incapacity, 
wherefore they made this Demand only to oblige 
him to appear in Publick, that every one might 
be convinced of the Neceſſity there was of de- 
poſing him; but thoſe the Yalde had placed 
about him prevented his going out: However, 
he tpoke to them with ſo little Senſe or Reaſon, 
that all the Aſlembly piticd him, and there 
necded no more to convince them of his Folly. 
Wherefore the Mufty, and the other Miniſters, 
going back to the Divan, and giving them a 
faithful Account of his Behaviour, a thouſand 
Voices cry'd out unanimouſly, Long live Sultan 
Amurath ; and that very Moment the fame De- 
puties carried that Prince the News of his Ad- 
Vancement. 


The ty, who was the Spokeſman, had no 
ſooner told him that the Divan and the People 
had choſen him their Emperor; but Ammnrath 
aniwered, that he was the more obliged to them, 
as he was ſenſible he was yet too young to govern 
ſo powerful an Empire; that therefore he did 
not accept it, as believing himſelf worthy thereof; 
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but only becauſe he knew ic was his Right by 
Inheritance, and with Hopes they would teach 
him how to Reign ; but that being inform'd the 
Treaſury was empty, he was not in a Condition 
to give the Donative to the Soldiers which they 
required from every new Emperor ; that his 
Brother's tragical Death was always before his 
Eyes; and that it would be very cruel to ſee 
himſelt raiſed fo high, to fall afterwards by the 
Caprice and Greedineſs of thoſe whom God had 
only created to obey. 


So wiſe and ſenſible a Speech cauſed Admira- 
tion in the Miniſters, and made them judge they 
had every Thing to hope from Amurath : Bat 
the Aſtoriſhment of his Mother was yet greater, 
in hearing him ſpeak in this Manner of his own 
accord ; the Inſtructions ſhe had juſt given him 
having no Conformity with what he had then 
jaid, ſhe having diſcourſcd him only about 
Glory, Greatneſs, and Politicks. However, the 
Mufiy having aſſured Amurath that a Remedy 
had been found for the Inconvenience of the 
Donative, and that he was ſecure from the Ca- 
price of the Soldiers, the Deputies cloath'd him 
with a Robe of Cloth of Gold and Silver, and 
ſeating him upon a Sofa of Crimſon Velvet em- 
broider'd with Gold, carry'd him m that Man- 
ner to the Divan, where they placed him upor, 
the Throne that was there prepared for him, 


Although Amurath had not the Beauty of C, 
Man, nor the ſame Gracefalneſs as that amiable 
Prince, and his Looks already fhew'd the Seve- 
rity of the Ottomans, yet as 1 was well made, 
and his Air was grave and majeſtick, he was ſtill 


thought hand ſome, and had ſeveral 1 
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The Misty was the firſt that approach'd the 
Throne, and kifs'd his Hand; after which, turn- 
ing to the Aſſembly, he ask'd them if all in gene- 
ral and in particular, did not accept of Amurath 
with Joy for their Emperor : They anſwered 
him only with repeated Acclamations, upon 
which the Afufty cry'd out with a loud Voice, 
long live Amurath IV. our Emperor; the ſame 
Words were repeated by the whole Divan, with 
a Noiſe that inform'd the Soldiery and the Peo- 
ple what was doing in the Seraglio, who inſtantly 


made the Palace relound with a thouland joyful 
Shouts. 


The ſame Day the Divan gave Orders for 
Amurath's Proclamation, which was perform'd 
with univerſal Applauſe, in Hopes of ſeeing Of- 
man's innocent Blood revenged, and an End pur 
to the publick Miſeries. After his Inauguration, 
Hu ſenpha was conducted back to his Cell, whi- 
ther Be ſuffered himſelf to be led without the 
lea!t Complaint ; too happy in that the 1/aho- 
metan Law renders the Lives of Madmen ſacred 
and inviolable : His Mother was again put into 
the old Seraglio, and the Srltanc/s Kioſem de- 
clared Valide. "I 

As the Ambition of this Sultaneſs began now 
to be ſatisfy'd, and ſhe had only ſer fo many 
Wheels a going, and committed ſo many Crimes 
and unjuſt Actions to attain to this Height of 
Glory, ſhe was no ſooner in Poſſeſhon rhereof, 
but ſhe ſupply'd the Place of her former Auda- 
ciouſneſs, Treachery, and Diſſimulation, with 
Equity, Prudende, and Sincerity. Equally endued 
withVices and Virtues, as ſhe had made Uſe of he 
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firſt to raiſe herſelf to Sovereign Authority, 
ſhe had Recourſe to none but the laſt to main- 
tain herſelf therein. 


The Minority of her Son leaving her Miſtre/ 
of his Education, and of the Adminiſtration of 
Affairs, ſhe acquitted herſelf thereof with ſo 
much Succeſs, that the moſt experienced Mini— 
ſters could not refuſe her their Admiration 
Tis true, ſhe found ſuch a happy Diſpoſition 
in Amurath, that ſhe had the leſs Trouble in 
governing the Empire, that Prince ſeconding 
her with a ſurprizing Application, his forward 
Genius giving him an Inſight into the molt 
difficult Things. 


He was no ſooner diſengaged from the Cere- 
monies of his Acceſſion to the Throne, than his 
tirſt Care was to go and viſit the Empreſs, which 
he did with all the Pomp and Splendor be- 
longing to his Dignity. Aphendina, who did not 
doubt but he would ſhow her that Regard, re- 
ceiv d him with a reſpectful Majeſty, whercin 
ſhe was neither wanting in what ſhe ow'd the 
Emperor, nor in what was due to herſelf. Al- 
though ſhe was in a moſt profound Melancholy, 
and her Dreſs was deſtitute of all the Ornaments 
that might ſer off the Luſtre of her Charms, her 
modeft and languiſhing Air, with ſome Tears 
which the Sight of Amurath made her ſhed, 
render'd her ſo beautiful, and ſo much to be 
reſpected 1n that Prince's Eyes, that he was 
ſeiz'd with Admiration at the Sight of her. 


After ſome Moments Silence, „J am not 
come, {aid he, to call again to your Mind a 
« melan- 
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melancholy Remembrance, nor to diſplay be- 
tore you the Pomp of the Sovereign Power, 
I am only come to render you what all Men 
owe you, of whatever Rank they be; and to 
ſet my Subjects an Example, which may in- 
duce them to look upon you and reſpect you 
as their lawful Sovereign. I mourn what you 
lament, and ſhudder with Horror and Anger, 
when I think that I only owe the Empire 
to the moſt dreadful of all Events; and I 
could wiſh to be {till far from it, and to ſee 
again upon the Throne my Brother and your 
Spouſe. | 


Amurath ſaid this with a peculiar Grace; 


Sincerity was painted in his Face; and although 


the Empreſs could not refrain her Tears all the 
while he was ſpeaking, ſhe nevertheleſs felt a 
ſenſible Conſolation therein. © My Lord, an-

{wered ſhe, theſe Sentiments are worthy of 
Achmet's Son and Oſman's Brother ; I never 
doubted but your Heart entertained them; ac- 
cordingly it is not the preſent Event that cauſes 
my Tears : The Throne 1s your Inheritance ; 
and *tis with all the Joy whereof my melan- 
choly Fate renders me capable that 1 ſee your 
Highneſs aſcend it : Twas even an Addition 
to my lively Grief, that your tender Years 
prevented your poſſeſſing it at the Time of 
Oſman's Death, you would already have re- 
venged him: But at laſt, great Emperor, (con- 
tinued ſhe, with a more reſolute Voice) the 


illuſtrious Brother, his Widow, and all the 


Empire, expect his Revenge only from you: 
Remember that thoſe Acclamations which you 
lately heard at your Acceſſion to the Throne, 


thoſe joytul Shouts a thouſand Times redoubled 
« thoſe 
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« thoſe Marks of Love and Admiration ; an 
*« thoſe Bleſhngs which are heap'd upon you, 
«© are but the ſame Emotions with which al] 
« Hearts ſeemed tranſported at your Brother“ 
« Acceſſion; and nevertheleſs, theſe fame Heart: 
« forgot their Love, their Joy, their Admin 
„tion and their Bleſſings, to betray him, de- 
« throne him, load him with Ignominy, and 
« maffacre him. Let this Example, great Amu- 
« rath, ſerve as a Torch to light you in your 
Conduct, and in revenging us. 


The deep _ with 'which the Empreſs in- 
terrupted the End of her Speech, drew Tear: 
from all who were preſent at this Interview, 
Amurath was highly moved therewith ; his Eyes 
ſparkled with new Fire; a lively Colour ovcr- 
ſpread his Face; and addreſſing himſelf to her 
with an Air that already ſtruck a Terror into the 
Beholders : „I have ſworn it, great Empreis, 
« fa1d he, and if your juſt Grief can receive any 
« Alleviatiton from the Care I will take to ſa- 
« tisfy you; from this Moment you may ſet 
« your Heart at Eaſe. 


The reſt of this Converſation paſs'd almoft 
in the fame Manner, and concluded with new 
Proteftations from Amurath, and fincere Marks 
of Efteem and Friendſhip from the Empreſs. Al! 
that this Princeſs ſaid to the Sultan, made ſo 
deep an Impreflion in his Mind, that he could 
no longer mention Oſman without ſhedding Tears, 


nor pronounce the Names of the Chiefs of the 
Janizaries und Spahis, without Horror and In- 
r - and from that Moment he form'd a 
an of Revenge againſt theſe Aſfafſins, whoſe 
Succeſs was infallible, to the End he might 
| exter- 
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exterminate them, without expoſing his Life 
and his Empire, 


But what was moſt admirable was, that this 
Prince, as young as he was, knew ſo well the 
Importance of his Deſign, that he had the Pru- 
dence to conceal till the Inſtant he put it in 
Execution, without even acquainting his Mother 
therewith. That Princeſs, however, was too 
penetrating not to perceive, that Amuratb's per- 
fect Eſteem for Aphendina would incite him as 
much to Vengeance, as the Juſtice that was due 
to Oſman's innocent Blood: But as her Ambition 
was ſatisfy'd, and by her Precautions ſhe was 
ſafe from being comprehended in the Number 
of the Guilty, ſhe never endeavoured to divert 
the Sultan from his Deſigns ; on the contrary, as 
ſhe was perſuaded, ſhe could not make herſelf 
either loved or feared, but by expreſſing a ſen- 
ſible Concern for Oſman's Fate, by hating his 
Enemies, and ſeeming willing to exttrpate them, 
ſhe never talk'd with her Son but abour the De- 
fire ſhe had to ſee him revenge his Brother, 
whilit ſhe employ'd all her Skill in Politicks, to 
appeaſe the Troubles and Revolts, the Pretence 
of this Revenge had occafton'd throughout Afa. 


Many of the Baſſa's, whoſe Governments bor- 
der'd upon Perſia, had enter'd into an Alliance 
with the Sophy, to maintain themſelves in their 
Provinces, and make them hereditary in their Fa- 
milies. Nevertheleſs the Sultaneſs Kioſem, ma- 
aged ſo well by her Stratagems, Subtleties, and 
infinite Pains, that ſhe prevail'd on them to re- 
turn to their Duty; 4baza alone would not be 
moved either by her Threats or her Promiſes: 
As he was the moſt formidable, both by the ay 

| a 
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ful Army he commanded, and by his Valour 
and Capacity, the Yalide thought ſhe had done 
nothing as long as he continued her Enemy 
This Man, who was Maſter ot all the Qualifica. 
tions that form a great General, and whom For- 
tune ſcem'd to lead by the Hand in all bi, 
Enterprizes, after the taking of Caraiſar, had 
advanced almoſt to the Heart of Natolia, wliere 
he put all to Fire and Sword, exhorting the 
People to ſecond him, in revenging the Death of 
the Great Oſman. The extreme Zcal of thi; 
tamous Rebel had render'd him very dear to the 
Empreſs, and the Mufty her Father, who had 
both of them written to him to thank him, aid 


incourage him to purſue the Janizaries to the 
laſt Man. 


The Sultaneſs Rioſem, who had her Spies 
every where, was no Stranger to the good Un- 
derſtand ing between 4baza and the Mufty and 
Empreſs ; ſhe even knew that this General had 
aſſured Aphendina but a little before, that he 
would never lay down his Arms, till he had 
ſacrificed to Ofman's Ghoſt, all who had con- 
tributed either to his Dethronment or Death 
And rightly judging ſhe ſhould never gain this 
Enemy, unleſs ſhe could bend the Heart of th: 
Empreſs, ſhe reſolved to leave no Stone unturn'd 
to effect it. With this Defign ſhe went one 
Day iato the Apartment of that Princeſs, where, 
after the firſt Civilities, having turn'd the Con- 
verſation upon Affairs of State, ſhe acquainted 
her with the Difficulty ſhe had met with in 
bringing back the Rebels to the Obedience they 
owed the Sultan; „ Bur, continued ſhe, looking 
« on her with Confidence, the moſt formidable 
of them is too hard for my Politicks; and. 1 

« ee 
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ſce *tis for you alone that Heaven reſerves the 
Glory of ſubduing him. 


« 4haza, the invincible 4baza, arm'd for the 
jiſteſt and moſt rightcous Cauſe, deſpiſes both 
Promiſes and 'Threats ; and as his Victories 
ſcem to juſtify his Rebellion, he is void both 
of Remorſe and Fear; but, Madam, the Ex- 
ceſs of his Zeal for Oſman expoles the Empire 
to imminent Danger. The Pretence of this 
Revenge has put Aſia in a Flame; Abaza's 
Revolt has embolden'd ſeyeral others, who, 
under the Name of the Revengers of Oſman, 
labour only for their own private Intereſts, in 
Order to ſhake oft the Yoke of their Em- 
peror, make themielves Maſters of our Cities 
and Provinces, and come and give us Laws 
even in Conftantinople. Nevertheleſs all theſe 
Evils will be at an End if you ſay but one 
Word; Abaza adores too much the Memory 
of your auguſt Spouſe, not to be obedient to 
your Orders; and Sultan Amurath will be 
eternally indebted to you, it you would un- 
dertake to bring him to an Accommodation ; 
his Highneſs will leave you Miſtreſs of the 
Conditions, and will keep, with an inviolable 
Fidelity, whatever you ſhall promiſe. 


The virtuous Aphendina, who from Kioſem's 
firſt Words had a Suſpicion what they tended 


to, anſwer'd with her uſual Sweetneſs ; „ That 
oc 


if Abaza had been a Rebel to the Emperor, 
ſhe ſhould never have eſteem'd him ; but that 
this great Man did not deſerve ſo odious a 
Name; that it was true, he was arm'd againſt 
great part of Amuraths Subjects; but that he 
made War againſt them as being Accomplices 15 

the 
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« the Death of the moſt amiable Prince that 
« ever was; and not upon his Emperor, who 
« Authority he had ſo evidently acknowledged, 
« that ſhe was well inform'd as ſoon as ever he 
«« heard of his Acceſſion to the Empire, he had 
« made his whole Army, whom they term'd 
« Rebels, cry out, Long live Sultan Amurath, 
« and periſh all Sultan Oſman's Enemies; that 
« this laſt Point was the only Motive of his 
* taking up Arms; that he could not deſtroy the 
« Soldiers, and eſpecially the anixaries, but by 
« attacking the Cities and Towns where they 
« were ; and that ſhe was ſo certain he had no 
„ Defign againſt any but thoſe Barbarians ; that 
« if ſhe ſhould ſee him in the middle of tlic 
« Imperial City with his Army, ſhe ſhould not 
« be apprehenſive of any Danger to the Emperor 
« or the Empire: That neverthele!s the Re- 
« venge ſhe owed her Spouſe, not inclining her 
tt to trouble the State, ſhe would willingly un 
« dertake the reducing Abaxa to Terms, if his 
« Highneſs himſelf would aſſure her, he had 
« Confidence enough in her, to leave to her the 
« treating this Important Affair. 


The Valide, who found by Aphendina's Diſ- 
courſe, ſhe was afraid they wanted to diſarm 
Abaza, only with Deſign afterwards to play him 
ſome ſcurvy Trick, promiſed her that Amurath 
ſhould come himſelf and defire her to take in 
Hand this important Affair; as alſo that he 
ſhould give her any Security that ſhe ſhould 
demand: In effect, that Swltaneſs having ſhewn 
her Son of what Conſequence it was to the Em- 
pire to bring that Rebel to Terms, he went with 
her rhe very next Morning to the Empreſs, and 
conjured her to uſe all her Power with Abaxa

to reduce him; adding, that he was perſuaded, 
by her good Offices, ſne might make of this 
famous Rebel the faithfulleſt of his Subjects, and 
that he would become the Pillar and Support of 
his Authority. 


Apbendina made no manner of Scruple of 
confirming him in theſe Sentiments, being well 
allured that Abaza fully deſerved them; but not 
being willing to run any Hazards, before ſhe was 
convinced they did not make uſe of her Me- 
diation to deſtroy this General the more eaſily, 
ſhe took all the neceflary Precautions that ſhe 
might have nothing to fear on that Side ; and as 
Kioſem was then ſincere in her Intentions, and 
the Emperor had privately a tender Eſteem for 
Abaza, they both did all the Empreſs required 
of them for his Security. Amurath even pro- 
miſed her, that it was not to ſtop the Courſe of 
a juſt Revenge, he defired to ſubdue this Baſſa ; 
that his laying down his Arms ſhould not render 
the Soldiers a jot the more happy, for he would 
concert his Meaſures fo well, that all who had 
been concerned in the Rebellion againſt Oſman, 
ſhould be entirely cut off. 


A Promiſe that carry'd ſuch Conſolation with 
it, for a tender and faithful Wife, whom no- 
thing but the Deſire of revenging her Spouſe 
had prevented following him to the Grave, de- 
termined the Empreſs to do what they defired of 
her; and the very next Day ſhe delivered the 
Valide the Letter ſhe wrote ro Abaza, which 
that Syltaneſs took upon her to get convey'd to 
his Hands. Accordtngly it was punctually given 
him in the midſt of his une. That General 

e 


recety'd it with a profound Reſpect, but not 
being 
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being willing to create any Suſpicion in his head 
Officers and Soldiers, he read it with a loud 
Voice in their Preſence, as follows : 


The Empreſs APUENDINA, 
To the generons Avaza, Revenger of 
the Great Os MAN. 


Nvincible Abaza, the Confidence I repoſe in you, 
for the indefatig able Zeal you expreſs every ay 
for the Memory of my Spouſe, your auguſt Maſter, 
makes me hope you will not refuſe to lay down 
your formidable Arms, and employ them hereaftey 
only againſt the Enemies of Sultan Amurath, Bre- 
ther, and lawful Succeſſor to the Great Oſman, 
whom God and our Prophet have placed upon the 
Throne. His Highneſs eſteems you, and by my 
Means will give you undeniable Proofs thereof, if 
you qvill reſtore Peace to all Aſia, by accepting the 
advantageous and honourable Conditions which 1 
have engaged to procure you. 
APHENDINA, Empreſs. 


No ſooner had Abata read this Letter, but he 
aſſembled his Council, where every one told 
him they perceived it was one of Kioſem's Arti- 
fices, and that ſhe had Recourſe to the known 
Integrity and Sincerity of the Empreſs, to draw 
him into the Snare, that was undoubtedly pre- 

ared for him; that all the Propoſals that could 
made to him would only be to divide his 
Army, and thereby deprive him of 'the Means 
of being aſſiſted; that there was no Room to 
doubt but the Empreſs had been obliged to this 
Step, and that perhaps ſhe was not over and 
above ſatisfy'd with it herſelf ; that it was in- 
| | | cumbent 
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cumbent upon him in Prudence to run no Hazards 
in ſuch a delicate Affair, before he had evident 
Proofs of the Sincerity of the Porte's Intentions, 
and of Aphendina's Approbation. 


This Reaſoning was too ſenſible to meet 
with any Oppolition from Abaza, the more, be- 
cauſe the Fury with which he was animated 
againſt the Janizaries and Spahis was not yet 
{arisfy'd, their Heads, the principal Authors of 
Oſman's Misfortunes being not yet puniſhed for 
their Crimes: Wherefore it was relolved, he 
ſhould anſwer the Empreſs with all rhe Reſpect 
that reat Princeſs deſerved ; bur that never- 
theleſs he ſhouid give her to underſtand, that 
judging of the Virtue of others by herſelf, ſhe 
fuſered herſeif to be deceived by falſe Appear- 
ances, and that the only Deſig in diſarming 
him, was, to ſtop the Courſe of his Vengeance, 
and to protect thoſe inhuman Villains who had 
dethroned and put to Death her Imperial Con- 
ſort. 


Whilſt 4baza and his Council were forming 
this Reſolution, the Sultaneſs Kioſem following 
always her uſual Policy, to renacr herſelf Praiſe- 
worthy, ſpread abroad the Re ort that a Treaty 
was on Foot with Abaza, ana hat in all Ap- 
pearance it would be to the Sa st ction of all: 
This gave ſo much Joy to the & diery, that 
they went in a Body to thank tas zultaneſs for 
It, who far from undeceiving then confirmed 
them herſelf in this Opinion. Upo this Aſlu— 
rance, the chief of thoſe who bac dethroned 
Oſman, to the Number of eight thoutand ei- 
ther Spahis or Fanizaries, who, ſince the begin- 
ning of the Troubles, had never ſtirr'd from 

Conſtan- 
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Conftantinople, aſſembled together in order to 
go and fee their Families 'I'ney pais'd over ig 
Scutari, and there choſe Oth-ers to command, 
and conduct them to Curdiſtan, where they were 
to part: And although they did not in the leaf 
doubt of what the / alide had told them, they 
did not omit providing againſt what might hap- 
pen, by taking By-Roads to avoid 4bata's Troops 
But Providence, which had now prepared them 
the Puniſhment the Enormity of their Crime dc- 
ſerved, render'd all their Care ineffectual. 


Abaza, who had almoſt as many Friends at 
Conſtantinople as it contain'd Inhabitants, and 
——.— among the Doctors of the Law, was 
inform'd of their Deſign, and Departure, almoſt 
as ſoon as they put it in Execution; as allo of 
the Meaſures they had taken to avoid him. As 
ſoon as he was well appriz'd of their Rout, hc 
march'd at the Head of fifteen thouſand Cavalry, 
each of which carried a Foot Soldier behind him, 
and made ſuch great Expedition, that he ar- 
rived before the Spabis and Janixaries at a Plain 
furrounded with Woods, throught which they 
muſt neceſſarily paſs. J 

As he was perfectly well acquainted with the 
Country, he placed half his Troops in Ambuſh, 
in the Woods by which the Enemy were to enter 
the Plain, with an Injunction not to ſhew them- 
ſelves on Pain of Death, nor to attack them till 
he made the Signal agreed on between them. 
This done, he enter'd the oppoſite Woods with 
the reſi of the Troops, where he waited not 
long for his Victims; for two Days after he was 
inform'd, that they would paſs the Plain next 
Morning before Noon. Nevertheleſs, on their 

approach- 
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approaching the Woods, the General of the 
Spahis and Fanizaries made a Halt, and ſent 
lome Spahis upon the Scout; but they only 
riding along the Skirts of the Woods, returned 
to their General, and told him there was nothing 
to fear, inſomuch that theſe miſerable Wretches 
advanced with great Conhdence to the middle 
of the Plain; but when they were arrived there, 
Ahaza gave the Signal by great Fires, which he 
had kindled for that Purpoſe. Theſe ſudden 
Flames aſtoniſhed the Fanizories, and ſeein 
the Troops ſally out of the Woods on all Sides, 
they no longer doubted of their Deſtruction : 
Thcir firſt Thought was to turn back; but 
finding they were ſurrounded, hey took the 
ge erous Relolution to defend themſelves bravely, 
and ſell their Lives as dear as poſſible. To this 
Ed they form'd themſelves into a Square Body, 
which was ſupported on each Side by the Spahis, 
divided into four Squadrons ; and in this Order 
they advanced boldly againſt Abaza. 


But this Geral received them in ſo terrible a 
Manner, that after two Hours hghting obftinarely, 
neir whole Body was broken; and theſe poor 
Wretches, ſeeing themſelves ſurrounded on all 
Hands, threw down their Arms, and fled 
towards the Woods, hoping to find therein ſome 
Place fit to conceal them : Bur they were all 
tiken or kill'd, and thoſe who had got into the 
Woods were maſlacred there by the Peaſants, . 
Whom Abazs's March had drawn rliither. Fifty 
Waggons laden with the Effects of theſe miſera- 
ble Men were all plunder'd, and their Wives 
and Children kill'd ; neither the Sex of the one, 
or the tender Years of che other, being able to 


ſtop the F ury of their Enemies. 


Even 
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Even they who had ſurrendered voluntarily, 
met with no better Fate; Abaza cauſed them 
all to be impaled, inſomuch, that it became 1 
Scene of the utmoſt Horror. In the height & 
their Torments he reproach'd them with their 
Cruelties to the Great Oſman ; adding, that he 
only executed the Orders of that auguſt Prince 
in putting them all to Death; and that the Pro. 
phet lahomet reſerved yet a more terrible Pu 
niſhment tor them after their Deceaſc, when 
they would crernally be rormented for their gx- 
ecrable Barbarities : In ſhort, of eight thouſand 
regular Troops, and above four thouſand Ser 
vants, not one eſcaped to carry back the Nw: 
of this entire Defeat. 


Abaza's firſt Care after this Victory was, to 
acquaint Amurath, and the Divan therewith, and 
to ſend a particular Account of it to the Em. 
preſs, on purpole.to convince every one he had 
no other Deſign or Ambition hut to revenge 
Oſman. It is hardly poſſible rofpreſs the Joy 
which this News cauſed in Conſtantinople, every 
Voice join'd in ſinging the Praiſes of Abaza, and 
celebrating his Glory in having chaſtiſed the 
chief of the Rebels. What was moſt fingular 
was, that Aphendina receiv'd almoſt at the lame 
Time, Aboza's Anſwer, and the Account of his 
Victory. She immediately ſent the latter to the 
young Emperor, who, notwithſtanding his natu- 
ral Diſſimulation, could not help teſtifying the 


Pleaſure this Expedition gave him: He cven 


went in all haſte to Aplendina's Apartment, to 
expreſs his Joy to her, and admire with her the 
Conduct, Expedition, and Courage of Abaza, 
whom he highly extoll'd. Kioſem alone was 

extremely 
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extremely vexed, to ſee the Reputation of this 
great Man increaſe every Day, whom ſhe fear'd 
with ſo much the more Reaſon as ſhe could not 
undertake any Thing againſt him, without ruin- 
ing herſelf : But her ready Wit ſtill ſuggeſting 
to her how to turn every Thing to her own Ad- 
vantage, ſhe took the Opportunity of this freſh 
Victory, to convince the Emperor how neceſſary 
it was for him to gain over this General, and 
oblige him to lay down his Arms. Aphendina 
ſeited on that Moment to ſhew the Sultan his 
Anſwer, which he immediately read aloud be- 
fore his Mother. It was to this Eftect: :

As for Rioſem, her Reflections were ſoon 
made; and reſolving no more to ſtoop to In- 
treaties, ſhe determin'd to reduce Abada by 
Force of Arms. Wherefore, as his Letter ar- 
tack*'d the Divan, not doubting but they would 


be exaſperated at it, ſhe told them the Contents 
in 
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in a fall Council ; upon which it was concluded 
to leave no Stone nnturn'd to deſtroy this pre- 
rended Rebel.

The Imperiab Army being arrived on the Side 
of a large Brook, whoſe Banks were pretty ſteep, 
Hinan would make his Troops crofs it in View 
of his Enemy, imagining. he would not ſtir out 
of his Poſt: But the brave Mhada no foonerx 
ſaw them begin to paſs the Brool:, bur he made 
his Army advance out of their Camp, and march 
directly to his Enemy: But half the Imperial 
Army were yet paſs'd when he gave thg Onſet; 
they ſtood. their Ground bravely at his firſt 
Attacks, but 4baza renew'd them ſo often, and

This Victory afflictẽdsthe Valide highly, but 
the Inhabitants of Conſtantinople rejoice d at it, 
as mucin as Goey voild have done at a Defeat 
of the Chriſtians or Perſians. Abaga immediately 
ſenr the ty an Account of the Particulars of 
this great Action, io which he ſubjoined a Liſt 
of ak who had a Hand in the Dethroning, and 
Death of, Oſman ; deſiring him to warn Amurath 
to be cautious of all therein named, being the 
greateſt Enemies of the Ottoman Blood and Family. 


The Avfty inſtantly went and delivered to 
Amurath the Lift and Account: That Prince 
read both of them with abundance of Attention; 
after which, he enjoin'd the High Prieſt an in- 
violable Secreſy, being reſolv'd, as he ſaid, to 
examine carefully, whether all whom Alban 
named were really criminal, with Deſign to pu- 
niſh them without any one's being ble to op- 

ſe his 1” The Aaufty too ardently de- 
ired the Death of Oſman to be revenged, not 
to be ſilent as to any Thing that might advance 
it: Wherefore he aſſured the Sultan of his Se- 
creſy, who, without communicating any Thin 
of his Deſign to the Yalide, nor even to his dearc! 
Confidents, diſſembled fo well, and informed 
himſelf of the Truth with ſo much Address, 
that he found Mbaza had not advanced any Thing 
which was not very certain; he even diſcovere 


more than that General had dared to tell * ; 
or 
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for thoſe to whom he had entruſted the making 
the Enquiry, being preſs'd by his Orders not to 
conceal the leaft Thing from him, gave him to 
underſtand that his Mother herſelf had fomented 
the Sedition, and had contributed as much, or 
more than any one, Oſman's Misfortunes. 
Amurath, who eve faw more and more 
into her, did not in the leaſt queſtion it ; but 
re ſpecting the Laws of Nature, he kept within 
his own Breaſt the Horror he conceived at her 
Conduct, and refolved e thoſe who 
had been her Agents in t ataſtrophe. 

In effect, every Day, on different Pretences, 
he found the Means to put ſome of them to 
Death: There even happen'd ſomething very 
ſingular, which gave him an Opportunity of de- 
ſtroying, without much Danger, the moſt reſo- 
lute of Oſmans Enemies, whom Alaza had 
placed at the head of his Liſt. This was Caſref 
Baſſa, Spabiler Agaſy, or General of the Spabis. 
This Officer, who had favoured Kioſem in the 
Inſurrection of the Soldiers againſt Oman, and 
in whom that Su/taneſs had repoſed great Confi- 
dence, was then the only one in the Divan who 
continually o ary all her Deſigns, and would 
not ſhew a blind Submiſſion to her Authority. 
This Princeſs, whoſe Power was arrived at the 
higheſt Pitch, by her Addreſs in giving the 
Government of Provinces, and the principal Em- 
ployments at Court to her Creatures, having 
honour'd with the Seals of the Empire Habomet 
D Agul Baſſa, one of her Sons-in-Law : She was 
extremely exaſperated that Caſref ſhould dare 
croſs him at every inſtant, in the midſt of ſo many 


ru Men, who paid a blind Obedience to the 
caſt of his Orders. 


H 3 Her 
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Her Anger on this Occaſion, having got he 
better of her uſual Prudence, without confider- 
ing that the Perſon ſhe deſign'd to ruin could 
diicover horrible Things of her in Return, ſhe 
complained of him to the Sultan : Amurath, 
overjoy'd that his Mother, of herſelf, gave him 
the Means to rid himſelf of him, ſcem'd to ap- 
prove of her Reſentment, and preſs'd her to be 
reveng'd of him: The JValide having got his 
Confert, did not in the leaſt ſcruple ſatisfying 
herſelf, but ſent Word to the General of the 
Spabis, that for a ſecret Affair, of the greateſt 
Importance to the State, he muſt come imme- 
dlately to the Seraglio, to receive the Emperor's 
Orders. Cajref, who ſuſpected nothing, inſtantly 
o>ey'd ; but he was no ſooner in the Sultan“ 
Apartment, then he was ſeized ; and Amurath 
appearing, reproach'd him with the Murder of 
his Brother, and the barbarous Indignitics he 
had, together with the Fanizaries, inflicted on 
that Prince; after which he condemned him to 
be beheaded. 


Caſref, who had not in the leaſt expected ſuch 

a Sentence, had the Impudence to ask the Sultan, 
it that was his Reward for placing him upon 
the Throne? And as he was about to juſtify 
himſelf at the Yalide's Expence, Amurath Eine 
to hear too much, made a Sign to them to take 
him away, and execute his Orders. Accordingly 
he was immediately carried into the Gardens, 
where they placed him upon a Stool on the fide 
of a Fountain, and ſtruck off his Head into the 
Fountain. The Sultaneſs Rioſem commanded à 
Capigy to take out the Head, and throw it before 
the r of the Divan, to make the /iziers 
ſhew more Reſpect and Dcterence to her Ones 
Us 
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This Srltameſs, blinded by Malice, imagin'd 


. ſhe had done a mighty Matter herein; but, in 


Effect, ſhe had loſt in this General the Subject 
who was the moſt devoted ro her Service. He 
was one of the beſt-made Men in the Empire, 
and full of Wit and Courage; Xi had always 
made Uſe of him in all her Intrigues; he Was 
the very Soul of her Councils ; the had never 
undertaken any Thing without conſulting lum-; 
he had received from her immenſe Sums which 
he had been entruſted with diſtibuting amongſt 
the Rebels, inſomuch, that both the Divan and 
the City were ſurpriz id to the laſt Degree, that 
ſhe had cauſed the Death of 'a Man whom ſhe 
had always ſeem'd to 4iftinguiſh from all others; 
and thoſe of the grcateſt Penctration ſaid, he 
was more a Victim of Jealouſy, than of the State. 


But it was not known that Amurath, who was 
informed of all that I have mentioned, being at 
a Loſs how to rid himſelf of this Head of the 
Rebels, by Reaton of his Mother's great At- 
fection for him, had immediately taken hold of 
the Inſtant of her Paſſion to compass his Ends; 
and had made uſe of that Princeſs's Reſentment 


to ſatisfy his own; fince if Caſref had not been 


guilty otherwiſe, Amurath would never have 
enter'd fo far into his Mother's Sentiments. But 
thus Providence makes Uſe of the leaſt Faults to 
puniſh the greateſt ; ſo true it is, that Wit, 
Courage, and other fine Qualities, are of no 
Service, when ſully'd by Iniquity ; and that it 1s 
better not to excel ſo much externally, but to 
obſerve exactly the Duty of a prudent and faith- 
ful Subject, and to limit one's Ambition to Living 
and Dying in Maintainance of the Rights of a 
lawful Power. 

H 4 In 
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In the mean while the Habit, who had a 
great Love for this General, ran to Arms to re- 
venge his Death: The Fanizaries join'd them 
in hopes of plundering the Palaces of the chief 
| Miniſters. They all drew up in the Hippodrome, 

from whence they ſent their Petition, wherein 
they demanded the Heads of the Sultana Valide, 
and the Grand Vitziey. Amurath refuſed them 
boldly ; but the Rebels ſent for Anſwer, that 
if he did not ſatisfy them that Inftant, they were 
reſolved to dethrone him, and put his Brother 
Bajazet in his Place. The Sultan, enrag'd at 
this Inſolence, would have anſwered them again 
hanghtily, but the Yalide more fearful, choſe 
rather to deliver up her Son-in-Law than to run 
a greater Riſque : Thus the poor Wretch was 
the Victim of the Mutineers, who maſſacred him 
upon the Spot, and this Sutana, who had amongſt 
them many of her Creatures, cauſed a Sum of 
Money to be diſtributed amongſt them, which 
obliged them not to mention her any more. 


However the Rebels, embolden'd by this 
Eaſineſs in 133 what they ask'd, had the 
Audaciouſneſs again to demand the Heads of the 
Meufty, the Aga of the rr and the Higb- 
Treaſurer. This Infolence, which recall'd to 
Amurath's Mind Oſman's unhappy Fate, made 
him ſhudder with Rage; wherefore he ſent them 
Word that the Mufty was in the great Moſque, 
and that if they durſt lay their ſacrilegious Hands 
upon the Sanctuary, and upon their High- Prieſt, 
they might go thither and find him, and for 
the two others, they had made their Eſcape. 


The Rebels, on pretence of ſearching for them, 
plundered ſeveral Palaces, where not Ong 
| them, 
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them, they return'd to the Seraglio, and demand 
ed to {ee the new Grand- Iixier Ragib; (Amurath's 
Brother-in-Law, to whom that Prince had been 
forced to give that high Dignity, although he 
hated him, well knowing he was of the Rebels 
Party) on ſecing him, they made a thouſand Ac- 
clamations, and gave Achmet the Hearing very 
peaceably : Then they ask'd to fee Sultan Ba- 
jazet, and they were obliged to bring him out 
into a Balcony by Amurath, who had the Mortt- 
fication to ſee them clap their Hands in Jeſti- 
mony of their Joy, and to hear them ſay that 
the Aiufty's Lite ſhould be anſwerable to them 
for the Lives of Bajazet, and the Grand liier. 
So many repeated Inſolences inflani'd young 
Amurath's Courage to the higheſt Degree, inſo- 
much that loſing all Patience, he call'd for his 
Arms, and ſally'd out upon the Rebels at the 
Head of his Guards; but when he propoſed it to 
them, he found them cold and motionleſs; al- 
ledging as their Reaſon, that they ſcrupled ſhed- 
ding the Blood of their Companions. This An- 
ſwer plung'd Amurath into the moſt cruel Deſpair, 
wherefore he retired to his Apartment, vowing 
within himſelf to be mcit ſeverely reveng'd on 
the Mutineers, for the daily ARronts offer'd 
to the Majeſty of their Sovercigns. 


In the mean while the Grand Jizier, who was 
actually in their Intereſts, fearing the ſuperiour 
Merit of the Aga of the Janizavies, and the 
High Treaſurer, whom Amurath greatly eſteem'd, 
made fo ſtrict Search after them, that he found 
the Place where they had taken Refuge, had 
them ſeized, and by his own Authority alone, 
delivered them to the Rebels, who, after a thou- 
land Indignities, hang'd them both on a Tree. 

5 This 
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This heroick Exploit having ſatiated their Fury, 
they grew cool, and returned to their Duty. 


But Amurath, grievouſly afflicted at the crue! 
Death of theſe two great Men, examined ſo 
carefully who could be the Author of it, that 
he diſcoyered- all the Vizier's Treachery ; and 
from that Inſtant propoſed to himſelf to be ſevere 
ly revenged on him. To this end he diflembled 
his Griet and Anger till a favourable Opportunity 
ſhould offer to diſcover both: The Sultane. 
Kroſem, who was herſclf a perfect Miſtreſs of 
Dithmulation, ſaw partly into her Son's Defizn, 
and gave the Grand V7zier warning to be upon 
his guard. Upon this Advice, he Jabour'd to 
torm to himſelf in the Aﬀections of the Soldiers, 
a ſtrong Rampart againſt his Maſter. The Stay, 
inform'd of all theſe clandeſti:ic Practices, dit 
ſembled more than ever, treating him familtarly, 
and always behaving to him with fo much 
Frankneſs, as if he had nothing upon his Spirit: 
He had already acted in thi anner a conſider- 
able Time, without diſcovering in the leaſt that 
te remembred the Death of his two Favourites 
and the /:zier, flatter'd by the Marks of Ui 
ſtinction he daily receiv'd from him, laying aſide 
all his Suſpicions, return'd to his former Tranquility 


But one Day, when Amurath gave a grea! 
Entertainment in the Seraglio to his whole Court, 
whilſt the Gueſts were pleaſing themſelves in ſee- 
ing ſome Fireworks play'd off that were prepared 
before the Palace, the Sultan being in a Balcony 
with the Grand Yizier, whiſper'd him in the Ear 
to go into the next Room: The Hier was 
alarm'd tnereat; and would have*reply'd ; but 
Amurath repeating his Order with an Air _ 

| wou 
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ry, would make one tremble ; and there being no 
way to avoid it, he obey'd and went into the 
Room, where he found the Capy Ata with iis 


16] Mutes, who gave him an Order written by the 
0 Grand Jixier himſelf, whereby he commanded 
Yar him to bring him the Head of his Foſter Father, 
nd which is the Name given by the Sultans to the 
Fo Grand Vizier.

- Thus did Amurath begin to revenge both 
On Oſman's and his own Injuries, by facrihcing to 
90 ſo juſt a Reſentment the Chiefs of the Rebels 4 
rs The Valide was ſtung to the Quick with the 
op Death of her Son-in-Law, and yet more with 
Fry the Srltan's having made ſuch a Secret to her 
I, of it, rightly judging that he would ſoon de- 
ch prive her of all her Authority.

The Valide, who was no 
jut Stranger to his frequent Viſits, did not in the 
nat leaſt doubt but Amyurath was prompted in all his

Actions 
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Actions, by the Aufty and the Empreſs ; but net 
having it in her Power to be revenged on them, 
ſhe diſſembled in her Turn, and continued ſtill 
to live in the ſame Manner with both of them. 


As ſoon as Amurath had taken the Govern- 
ment upon himſelf, he broke his Guards, of 
whoſe Diſaffection he had full Proof, and ſub. 
ſtituted in their Room a Body of choſen Men, 
of approved Valour and unviolable Fidelity ; 
and not doubting but the Grand Viier's Death 
had again exaſperated the Soldiers, by whom he 
was adored, he reſolved to intimidate them by 
bold and reſolute Actions. To this End he rode 
out one Day at the Head of his new Guards, 
and took ſeveral Turns about Conſtantinople with 
the general Acclamations of the Inhabitants ; 
this done, he went to the Faxizaries Camp, 
which he rode round with a terrible Air, look- 
ing from Time to Time upon thoſe Rebels, with 
an Eye full of Scorn and Fury, 


His daring Conrage made them tremble ; they 
were alarmed at it, aud began to fear his Re- 
ſentment. Next Morning after this Cavalcade, 
he ſeized on the moſt inſelent of the Leaders of 
the Spahis, and had them publickly put to Death 
by different 'Torments. Then it was that Abaza, 
inform'd of all Amuratb's Proceedings, and be- 
ing willing to prove to him the Generoſity of 
his Conduct, made his Army advance within 
three Days March of Conftantinople, and cauſed 
Notice to be given him by the 407 that he 
only approach 'd ſo near the Imperial City to fly 
to his Aſſiſtance, in caſe the Rebels ſhould have 
the Inſolence to take up Arms againſt him, and 
that he conjured him to go on in e his 
| rother $ 
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Brother's cruel Death, ſince thereby he only 
executed the Orders of Heaven, and would ren- 
der his Glory immortal. 


Amurath was very ſenſibly affected with this 
Action of Abaza's ; being fully convinced of the 
Sincerity of his Pretenſions, by the Order and 
Diſcipline that reign'd in his Army ; not com- 
mitting any Act of Hoſtility, nor in the leaſt in- 
commoding the Country People, with whom his 
Soldiers lived in good Inteliigence, which proved 
that he was only there to wait his Commands : 
Amurath thank'd him for his Offer, and aſſured 
him that in a little while he ſhould have the 
Satisfaction he defired. In ſhort, the Sultan 
taking Advantage of the Confternatlon Aba- 
za's approach had ſpread among the Soldiers, 
no longer ſpared them, his Gnards being fully 
employ'd in ſeizing on the Rebels, whom they 
nabored without any Form of Juſtice, and 
threw their dead Bodics into the Sea. 


Theſe daily Executions were puſh'd ſo far, 
that the Mouth of the Black Sea was ſtopp'd ſeve- 
ral times by the vaſt Quantities of dead Car- 
caſſes. The very Inhabitants of Conſtantinople 
ſeconded the Juſtice of Amurath; for when any 
Lr or Spabis fell into their Hands, they 

utcher'd them without Mercy, as Acceſſaries to 
Oſman's Death, the Memory of that Prince be- 


| ing ſill ſo dear to them, that they thought they 


could not ſhed too much Blood to revenge it. 


Moſt of the Rebels, to whom the Sultaneſs 
Kioſem had given Employments in the different 
Provinces # this vaſt Empire, and who had 
retired thither, hoping there to enjoy paceadly 

. _ ; 
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the Fruirs of their Theft -and Rapine, imagining 
themſeſves ſafe from Amuratb's Reſentment by 
their Diſtance from the Imperial City, hugg'd 
themſelves every Day for their having left it ; 
but the Star's Juſtice and Revenge reach'd 
them even in the moſt remote Part of their Re- 
tirements, and he gave his Orders to Perſons {6 
faithful that they were all ſacrificed ; inſomuch, 
that from the Eaſt to the Veſt of his whole Em- 

Ire, not one eſcaped his Retentment ; and when 
he reccived the News of their Death, he imme— 
diately communicated it to the Empreſs, as a 
Tribute he owed to her Sorrows. 


That great Princeſs, who from the Time of 
Oſman's Deceaſe, had been in a declining State 
of Health, was now almoſt dying, by Reaſon of 
the Alarm given her, in the [af Sediticn, for the 
Alufty her Fither's Life; and although the Stan 
had ſworn to her to defend it at the Peril of 
his own, ſhe had not been able to get the better 
of her Fears, which had brought her to the 
Brink of Death. _41:wrath found fo many Charms 
in her Converſation, that he very ſeldom left 
her, and his whole Study was to find her ſome 
Subject of Conſolation. As he thought none 
would more ſenſibly affect her thau thoſe which 
related to Oſman's Revenge, he took particular 
Care to inform her of them : This virtuous Prin- 
ceſs often return'd him Thanks, with a charming 
oweetneſs, complaining to him of the Rigour 
of her Deſtiny, in being obliged to rejoice at 
the Death of ſo many Men, who neverthelels, 
for all their Numbers, could not retrigve her 
irreparable Loſs. 
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This Reflexion drew Tears from her Eyes e- 
very Moment, and when the Exceſs of her 
Grief forced her to ſhed them before Amurath, 
ſhe conjured him not to be offended, with ſeeing 
her lament ſo bitterly rhe Death of a Prince, 
whoſe Life would have delay*d the Time of his 
Reign. The Snltan, whom all theſe Words 
touch'd to the Quick, anſwer'd them with a re- 
ſpectful Tenderneſs, proteſting to her that he 
thought her Sorrow ſo juſt, that far from 
blaming it, he ſhar'd in her moſt fincere Afflicti- 
on, by owing the Throne only to the Death of a 
Brother ſo great, ſo amiable, and ſo worthy to 
poſſeſs It. 


Thus did theſe auguſt Perſons, mutually af- 
gict and comfort themſelves, almoſt every Day. 
In the mean while, theſe terrible and numerous 
Evecutions, had ſo much weaken'd the two Corps 
of the Jani garies and Spabis, that they were no 
longer to be known. Amurath took upon him- 
ſelf the Care of recruiting them, and ſuffer'd 
none bur young Men to enter therein, who had 
already given good Proofs of their Valour, and 
of whoſe Fidelity he was aſſured. Over theſe 
he ſer Officers of an ungueſtion'd Courage, and 
when they were compleat, he reviewed them in 
Perſon; then to make himſelf both loved and 
feared by them, he often went to their Camp, 
and enquired into their Behaviour; beſides which 
he uſed to ſee them ſhoot at a Mark in the 
Hippodrome, where he would reward the moſt ex- 
pert, and ſometimes ſhoot himſelf wich them. 
*Tis even affirmed, that one Day, he was ſo 
well pleaſed with theft Conduct, that he diſtri- 
buted above fix Thouſand Chequins * 
2 mem. 
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"them. This Generoſity gain'd him entirely the 


#Hearts of theſe new Soldiers, and when he was 
ſecure on this Side, he bent all his Thoughts on 
binding Abaza to his Service, and obliging him, 
by fair Means, to lay down his Arms, and deli- 
ver up to him the Places whereof he had made 
himſelf Maſter. But not being _— to em- 
ploy any of his Miniſters in this great Affair, he 
again had Recourſe to the Empreſs and the 
Myfty, whoſe Mediation he judged would be ne- 
ceſſary to him in that Affair. 


To this End, he made a Viſit to Aphendina, 
whither he ſent for the Aufty, and when they 
were all three together, Amurath addreſſing him- 
ſelf to the Empreſs: « You know, ſaid he, moſt 
« yirtuous Princeſs, all I have done to revenge 
« my Brother's Death; you have ſeen after what 
« Manner I have gone about it; neither has it 
te it been altogether without Danger, ſince the 
Rebels threaten'd to depoſe me, and to ſet 
« Bajazet upon my Throne. Nevertheleſs, I 
« call the holy Prophet to witneſs, that there 
« are no Dangers to which I would not 
c have expos'd myſelf, to revenge Oſman, and 
« puniſh the Inſolence of the Rebels. I believe 
&« have fully accompliſh'd it, and though by a 
& fatal Decree I cannot again reſtore that great 
« Prince to Life, I have at leaft appealed the 
« Reſentment of his axes. 


“Nothing then remains now but to overcome 
« Abaza, not by Force, but by the Ways of 
« Friendſhip : I have follow'd his Advice, I 
« have ſacrificed all be has named, in ſhort, he 
« ought to be ſatisfied. I know he has no De- 
« fign to rebel againſt my Authority, and | pe 
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« he took up Arms only for a juſt and Jawfal 
« Cauſe ; but that Cauſe being now no more, 
« he ought to lay down his Arms, and induce 
« thoſe People and Places, whereof he and his 
« haye made themſelves Maſters, to return to 
« their Duty. Tis to You, Father, and to your 
© good Offices, wiſe Aphendina, that I will be 
« indebted for this great Man, who will be then 
« fo much the dearer to me, as it will be you 
« alone who have bound him to my Service.“ 


Here the Sultan ceas'd ſpeaking, and the 

mournful Aphendina finding that her Father kept 
Silence, to give her Leave to anſwer firſt, « 
« Lord, ſaid ſhe to the Sultan, if the cruel 
« Loſs I have ſuffer'd could have been retrieved, 
« your Highneſs's Care, Tenderneſs, and good 
« Offices, would have effected it; and in the 
« Horror of my Deftiny, I can't forbear ac- 
« knowledging, that it has been an infinite and 
ti pleaſing Conſolation to me, to find in the Per- 
« ſon of my Emperor at once a tender and gene- 
4 rous Brother, and the Revenger of my , ot 
« band. My Gratitude therefore leaves me no 
Room to heſitate about what I ought to do, 
« and I doubt not but the Mufty, my Father, 
« will approve of my Reſolution, to write ear- 
« neſtly to Abaza, to give him an Account of 
« your Goodneſs, and to bring him to the Foot 
« of your Throne.” 


The Mufty expreſs'd himſelf to the ſame Pur- 
poſe, and OS overjoy d, to find them dif- 
poſed to undertake this Negoclation, left the 
Conditions abſolutely ro them, without any 
manner of Reſtriction, promiſing to ratify, with- 
out Reſerve, whatever they ſhould agree Ya 

en 
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__Whercupon it was concluded that the Empress 


ſhould only write to confirm what the I/fty in 
ſerred in his Letter, it being more decent that the 
Propoſals ſhould be made by the High-Pricſt, 
than by Aphendina, her Rank not permitting her to 
negoclate in Perſon, with a Subject of Amurath's 
They ſet about it that very Day, and when all 
was ready, the Mifty ſent away one of his Re- 
tinue, named ſain, whole Addreſs and Fidelity 
he had often experienced, with Orders to deliver 
the Diſpatches to none but Abaza himſelf, and 
In the moſt private Manner. 


He ſet out from Conſtantinople, diſguis'd like a 
Perſian Merchant, with a large Quantity of the 
fineſt Jewels in the Eaſt, and under that Quality 
he introduced himſelf to Abaza's Camp. He 
went firſt to the Pavillions of the head Ojkcers, 
to whom he ſhewed his Gems, which they lik'd 
exceedingly, and bought ſeveral, ſome of them 
going to their General with their new Purchates, 


did not fail to extol the Beauty of the Merchant's 
glittering Treaſure, upon which Abaza imme- 


diately ſent for him, and was not long before hc 
cheapen'd ſome of the moſt Valuable. Bur as 
among the reſt there was a Ruby, which ſeem'd 
to him particularly fine, he went to a Window 
to examine it the more attentively, and in a 
better Light. Uſain follow'd him thither, and 
taking Advantage of the Opportunity, which 
ſeperated them from the Crowd with which hc 
was ſurrounded : My Lord, ſaid he, in a low 
Voice, I have Orders to put into your Hands, in 
private, a Jewel of a far greater Value than that 
hea are looking on. Abaza immediately appre-

heard him. Then the Genera! going again to 
his head Officers, ſaid aloud to (Jain, that he 
took the Ruby at the Price he demanded, and 
would pay himin a few Minutes. Some Time 
after, having order'd him to follow him, they 
vent together into his Cabinet. Uſain imme- 
diately deliver'd him the Letters of the Empreſs 
and Aufty, which he receiv'd upon his Knees ; 
and after putting them upon his Forchead and 
his Heart, open'd and read them. Aphendina's 
Letter contain'd but theſe few Words.

R AVE, and generous A AZ A, *Tis in the 
Name, and for the Memory, of my 117 
Shouſe, that [ preſs you again to ſubmit without He- 
ſitation to the ſincere Goodneſs of Sultan Amurath, 
<uhereof you will find undeniable Proofs in the Letter 
of the Mufty, my Father: Give entire Belief to 
what he writes to you, and this laſt Proof of your 


Leal to the Empreſs, 
APHENDINA: 
He read afterwards that of the High-Prieft, 


wherein he inform'd him, „ That Amuratb, of 
„ his own Accord, and without having taken 
« Counſel of any of his Miniſters, being only 
„guided by the real Eſteem he had conceived 
« for him, was deſirous of binding him for ever 
« to his Service; and that to ſhew him the Sin- 
« cerity of his Intentions, he had left the Em- 
e preſs Miſtreſs of the Conditions, offering him 
« perſonally the Government of Boſnia, with all 
the Honours that ſo brave a Warriour could 

„ deſerve : 
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* deſerve : He concluded with aſſuring him of 
14 Ammurath's Sincerity, and adviſing him, as: 
Friend, not to waver about it, having nothing 
« to fear, and every Thing to hope.” 


Abaza, perſuaded by ſuch urgent Sollicitations, 
anſwer'd it upon the Spot, ſending Word to the 
Empreſs and the Auftiy, That it did not be. 
« come a Slave to article with his Maſter; that 
as it was not Ambition made him take uy 
« Arms, fo it was not that which induced him to 
« to lay them down ; that he would never re- 
« fuſe the glorious Marks of his Emperor's 
« Goodneſs, but that he ſhould always think his 
« Duty his Reward ; that he only conjured his 
« Hi bnefs, that in the general Pardon he was 
« willing to vouchſafe him, neither himſelf nor 
« any of his Followers might be rermed Rebels 
« nor Traitors, fince not one of them had ever 
« been ſo; that his Army was compoſed of the 
« beft Troops in the Empire, brave, obedient, 
« and faithful; that they had been diſciplin'd 
« by his own Hand ; and that the two principal 
« Corps of his Highneſs's Troops having been 
« extremely weaken'd by the Puniſhment of ©/- 
„ may's Murtherers, it would be good Policy, 
« and conſiſtent with his Greatneſs to keep that 
« Army on Foot, and leave all the Officers in 
« the Poſts he had given them, on Account 
« of the Knowledge he had of their Courage 
« and Valour ; aſſuring him that with theſe 
« Troops he would ſubdue all his Enemies, and 
« that his Highneſs would never have Reaſon to 
« repent him of his Clemency.” 


The faithful Uſain ſet out inſtantly with theſe 
Diſpatches, and had no ſooner deliver'd them ” 
| che 
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„than he went with them to the Em- 
preſs, who immediately ſent to deſire the Sultan 
would honour her with his Company, about an 
Affair of the utmoſt Importance. Amuratb, who 
had counted the Days fince Mains Departure, 
with the Impatience of a Man, who ardently de- 
fires Succeſs in his Undertaking, not doubting but 
he had heard from Abaza, haſten'd to her with- 
out delay; and this Princeſs having deliver'd him 
Abaza's Anſwers, he was overjoy d to find that 
General's Sentiments ſo agreeable to his Inten- 
tions. Wheretore that very Day he caus'd the 
Parent to be drawn up, ORG a general Am- 
neſty for all Abaza's Army, with extraordinary 
Commendations both of him and his Troops; 
declaring that he retain'd them ſtill in his Ser- 


vice, and not only promiſing to pay them their 


Arrears, but to allo two Aſpers a Day more 
than before, and when it had paſs'd all the neceſ- 
ſary Forms, Yin was again order'd to carry it to 
Abaza. 


During the Interval, the compleating this Ne- 
go-lation required, Abata having a Mind to pro- 
pole to his Army the Agreement he was y 22 
making, cauſed his principal Officers, in whom 
he repoſed great Confidence, and who were en- 
tlr-ly devoted to him, to give out in the Camp: 
* That Sultan Amurath was a Prince full of 
* Courage and Valour; that ever fince he had 
* taken the Government into his own Hands, 
* he had ſpar'd no Pains to revenge the great 
8 O/man's Death; that he had deſtroy*d all his. 


Murtherers; and that at the Porte Dignities 


Cc 


were no longer granted to the Sollicitations of 
the Ladies of the Seraglio, or the Courtiers, 
neither were there any ſold to the higheſt Bid- 


der, 
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&« der, as in Times paſt ; that his Highneſs only 
« pave them to thoſe who really deſerv'd them: 
« that this Prince apply'd himſelf carefully to 
« diſcipline his Troops, in order to enable hin 
te to revenge the Affronts his Enemies had pur 
« upon the Porte, during the Rebellions that 
4 had lately happen'd ; and that he alone wa; 
te capable of re-eſtabliſhing the Glory of the 
« Empire.” 


This Diſcourſe, which ſeem'd flung out by 
Chance, had all the Effect he could have hoped, 
inſomuch that nothing was to be heard through. 
out the Camp but Amurath's Praiſes. His Army 
were in this favourable Diſpoſition, when (Juan 
arrived with the Patent. Abaza immediately 
communicated it to his Council, where all bi 
General Officers approved of his Courage, and 
his Prudence, and it was there reſolved that i: 
ſhould be made publick next Day, to take Ad. 
vantage of the preſent Diſpoſition of the So. 
diery, in Favour of the Sultan. According! 
the next Day, Abatza drew up his Army in Battle 
Array ; after which the Heralds publiſh'd the 
Patgpt with all poſſible Magnificence: And as i! 
abotmded with Marks of Amurath's Goodne! 
and Efteem for all the Army, it fill'd ever; 
Heart with Joy, which the Soldiers teſtificd by 
a thouſand Acclamations. 


This done, Abaza made an Encomium on 
the Sultan, exhorting the Officers and Soldiers 
to be always faithful and obedient to him, and 
promiſing them in his Name ſuch Rewards, 4 
mould make them amends for all their Suffe rings, 
m revenging the Murder of the great 2 
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Every one approved of his Words, and they 
unanimouſly ſubmitted. 


Some few Days after, the Emperor's Commiſ- 
ſioners being arrived at the Camp, Abaxa with- 
out Heſitation deliver'd up all his Authority in- 
to their Hands. The Army was immediately 
paid off what was their due, and ſent away to 
different Parts, upon the Frontiers of Perſi a; af- 
ter which Abaza reſign'd up all the Places whe re- 
of he was poſſeſs'd, into the Hands of the Com- 
miſhoners. During theſe Tranſactions, Amu- 
rath cauſed the Amneſty of 4baza and his Troops 
to be publiſh'd likewiſe at Conſtantinople; here- 
upon the Politicians of that great City reaſon'd 
mightily upon the Event. The Negociation had 
been carry'd on with ſuch Secrecy, that no Body 
had the leaſt Knowledge of it till that Moment; 
and although the Sultana Valide ſaw this impor- 
tant Affair concluded with Pleaſure, her [Grief 
for her Son's having made ſuch a Myſtery of it 
to her, got the better at that Time of the Wel- 
tare of the State, and forc'd from her abundance 


of Tears. 


Amurath, who knew her Ambition, and who 
had no Mind ſhe ſhould think, he ſuſpected her 
of having contributed to the Revolts of the Sol- 
diers againſt Oſman, that he might not make hey 
quite diſconſolate, gave her ſeveral Affairs in 
Charge, of Conſequence great enough to have 
ſatisfied a Woman leſs ambitious : But her 
Thirſt after Power was unbounded, and rightly 
Judging that» the Sultan acted by the Coun- 
ſels of the Empreſs and the Mifty, ſhe con- 
ceived an implacable Hatred againſt them, which 
nevertheleſs was of no Effect, ſince her Autho- 

rity 
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rity could not extend any farther than Amurath 
was pleaſed to permit It. 


Whilſt this Prince waited the coming of 
Abaza, he went to paſs a few Days at Daut, a 
Pleaſure-Houſe before-mention'd, about a League 
from Conftantinople, and full of a thouſand Charms 
The firft Nigut he = there, whilſt he was bu- 
ried in a protound Sleep, he was awaken'd by 
ſeveral prodigious Thunder-Claps, and dreadtu! 
Lightnings. The Claps became at laſt ſo fre- 
quent, that the young Monarch began to be a. 
larm'd at them; but he was terrify'd to the laſt 
Degree, when he perceived that the Lightnin 
had fallen upon his Chamber, and he ſaw it i 
on a Flame. He roſe on a ſudden to ſeek ſome 
Place of Refuge, and was no ſooner out of Bed, 
than the Flames ſeiz'd hold on it. Amuratb 
more frighten'd than ever, ran to his Cabinet, 
with Deſign to retite thither. This violent and 
ſubtil Fire follow'd him there alto, and paſſing 
under his Arm, burnt his Shirt ; and whether it 
was the Pain he felt, or the Effect of his extreme 
Terror, he fell on the Fioor in a Swoon. His 
Pages being by this Time come to his Afliſtance, 
having been alarmed by the Noiſe he made, and 
his Cries before he fainted away, found him in 
this melancholy Condition. *I'was with great 
Difficulty they brought him to himſelf, and when 
they had effected it, his firſt Care was to humble 
himſelf before the Lord of Lords, who when he 
pleaſes can reduce the moſt ſowerful Empires to 
Aſhes, and make the greatelt of Monarchs to 
tremble. 


The Friday following, ich is a Day con- 
ſecrated to Devotion among tie Mahometans, as 
Sunday 
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Sunday is among the Chriſtians, Amurath return'd 

to Conſtantinople, and diſmounted before St. So- 

phia, which the Turks call the great Moſque, 

where he appear'd with a Modeſty and Devotion 

that edify'd all Beholders. He return'd God ſo- 

lemn Thanks for having preſerved him from ſuch 

Danger ; after which he made a Corban, or Of, 

fering of three hundred Sheep, which he or- 
der'd to be diſtributed among the Poor, togetlicr 
with fifteen thouſand Chequins. Next Day, go- 
ing to viſit the Empreſs, he related to her his 
Adventure; Aphendina, and the Alufiy, who let 
flip no Opportunity that might be advantageous 
to the Revengers of Oſman, and to Amurath's 
Greatneſs, laid hold on this to remonſtrate to 
him, that to render himſelf worthy of the So- 
vereign Authority, he muſt let Juſtice and Equi- 
ty be the Guide of all his Actions , that the 
Danger he had eſcaped, was a Warning to him 
from Heaven, to behave himſelf in ſuch a Man- 
ner, that no Body ſhould have any Thing to re- 
proach him with ; ſince he might ſee that God, 
who ruleth the Thunder, can deſtroy all Things 
in a Moment; that he was not more firmly ſeat- 
ed upon the "Throne, than the unhappy Oman 
had been before him; and that he could not ren- 

der himſelf agreeable to God, but in protecting 
openly that Prince's Friends, and in puniſhirg 
his Enemies. The Sultan received this Le ſſon 
with his uſual Goodneſs, aſſuring the Empreſs, 
there was nothing he eſteem'd more than the 
Memory of his Brother, and thæ he would give 
manifeſt Proofs of it by his extraordinary Recep- 
tion of Abaza _ 


In fhorr, three Days after, Aphendina having 
inform'd him, that this General was arriv'd at 
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Scutary, and that his Impatience to ſee that great 
Man would ſoon be ſatisfied, he immediately or- 
der'd the Captain Baſſa to ſend away four Gal- 
leys to bring him over the Boſphorus. This Ho- 
nour, which had never before been ſhewn to an 
bur Grand Vitiers, ſurpred all the Council, who 
would have repreſented to the Sultan, that fuch 
ſingular Marks of Diſtinction might be of ill 
Conſequence ; but he ſtopt all their Mouths, by 
telling them that his Favours were not ty'd to 
Titles or Dignities, but only to true Merit, up- 
on which he was the Maſter to beſtow them as he 
pleaſed. The Galleys ſet out, Abaza embark'd 
on Board, and paſs'd the Heſhhorus. The Shore 
was cover'd with an infinite Number of People, 
who cry'd without ceaſing, This js the great 
A AZA, the Terror of the Wicked, the Revenocy 
of the great OSMAN, and the Defender of the So- 
vereign Authority] May be be for ever Happy! 


Abaza receiv'd all thefe Praiſes and Bleſſings 
without Pride, and was no ſooner arrived, but 
he went directly to the Mufty's Palace. They 
could not behold each other without mingling 
ſome Tears with their Joy; the Memory of O/- 
man, his Virtues, and his Misfortunes, were a 
long Time the Subject of their Entertainment. 
After this Abaxa deſired of the uſty a ſincere 
Character of Amurath, and this * An ha- 
ving no Reſerves to ſo illuſtrious a Friend, gave 
him a Deſcription of the Sultan, ſuch as he then 
was, and ſuch as diſcerning Men judged he would 
one Day be, viz. endued with both the Virtucs 
and the Vices of the Ottomans : Great, politick, 
and cruel, but juſt; haughty and terrible to the 
Grandes, humane and tender ro his Subjects, 
Gncere in his Friendſhip, but diſſembling in his 

Hatred , 
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Hatred; voluptuous to Exceſs; a Lover of War, 
and one that ſeem'd not in the leaſt to degenerate 
from the Courage and Valour of his Anceſtors. 


This lively Picture made the great Haza ſigh ; 
the Mufty did not fail taking Notice of it, and 
guefling his Thoughts: I ſee plainly, ſaid he, 
that you ſigh at not finding a ſecond Oſman in 
the Su/tan; but, brave Abaza, all great Men 
don't reſemble each other; Oſman feem'd not to 
have been born to command A7ſſulmen; his un- 
common Accompliſhments diſtinguiſh'd him too 
much from them: Reaſon and Wiſdom ſerved 


him as a Law; and he diſdain'd to comply even 


with the Law itſelf when it was not fouuded up- 
on thoſe two Virtues : This was acting and 
thinking with too much Delicacy for groveling 
Souls, who neither love nor efteem ſuch Things 
as are above their ſhallow Capacities. Sultan 
Os m a Ns extraordinary Merit was the ſole Cauſe 
of all his Misfortunes; Amuratb, will not be 
Maſter of ſo many ſhining Qualities, and for 
that very Reaſon he will be the more fortunate : 
His Defects rendering him more like his People, 
they will extol the more what fine Qualities he 
poſſeſſes, and his Subjects, in Favour of thoſe 
Vices he has in common with them, will excuſe 
hin thoſe Virtues that are above their Under- 
ſtanding. What would have render'd Oſman the 
greateſt Monarch of the Univerſe in any other 
Empire, was the Occaſion of his Deſtruction in 
this; and what would make Amurath hated on 
another Throne, will maintain him upon his own. 


This, Reaſoning, as judicious as it was, could 
not put a Stop to Abaza's Tears ; but as rhey 
were to no Purpoſe, and it was abſolutely impoſ- 
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ſible to recall Oſman to Life, he made them give 
way to his Duty, and deſired the ty to procure 
him an Audience of the Grand Sejonior the next 
Morning, but the fty was better than his De- 
fire, and obtain'd him one that very Day. Amu- 
rath omitred nothing that might render it magni- 
ficent, to which End he was ſurrounded with all 
the great Officers who were then at the Porte, 
and all the Heads of the Divan. As for Abaxa, 
he appear'd at the Entrance of the Seraglio, with 
extraordinary Pomp ; being attended by all his 
General Officers, at the Head of fifteen Hundred 
Men richly habited, and each mounted upon a 
beautiful Arabian, with fine Accoutrements. The 
Sultan had placed himſelf at a Balcony to ſee 
them paſs by, and could not help joining with all 
his Court, in Admiration of Abaza's good 
Mien, and warlike Air, with the noble Con fi- 
dence with which he appear'd, in a Place to be 
dreaded even by the greateſt Favourites. But 
what made him look'd upon by every one as a 
moſt extraordinary Man, was, his Courage, Va- 
lour, and Prudence, in ſupporting himſeif with 
a Handful of Men, againſt the whole Forces of 
ſuch a powerful Empire, without its being poſſi- 
ble, either for Envy, Hatred, Cunning, or all 
the Stratagems of the moſt refin'd Policy to ſub- 
due him. 


When he was come to the Entrance into the 
Grand Signior's Appartments, the Yufty took him 
by the Hand, and led him to the Foot of the 
' Throne. Amurath, being willing, in the Pre- 
ſence of his whole Court, to favour him with 
the greateſt of all Diſtinctions, gave him his 
Hand to kits, inſtead of the Hem of his Veſt. 
' Abaza, who had proftrated himſelf, and wad 
41 
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rais'd up by the Sultan, made then his Speech to 
this Efte&t: * That he would not affure his 
« Highneſs of his Fidelity, becauſe he had never 
« been wanting therein ; that his Duty alone had 
« obliged him to ſacrifice to his Brother Oſmar's 
Shade, thoſe impious Villains who had ſo cruel- 
« ly betray'd and maſſacred him, in order to 
« teach the Muſſulmen what Reſpect and Obe- 
« dience they owed to the ſacred and inviolable 
Blood of the Ottoman Family.“ 


The Grand Signior ſeem'd moved with this 
well-turn'd Compliment, and anſwer'd him o- 
bligingly ; that it was only the Confidence he re- 
poſed in him, which induced him to be defirons 
of binding him to his Service ; then after a thou- 
ſand gracious Careſſes, he preſented hin with 
three rich Caftans, to convince him that he was 
perfectly in his Favour, and confer'd on him 
the Government of Boſnia. But whilſt Abaza 
was recciving all theſe Honours, with the Re- 
ſpect and Submiſſion due to his Emperor, his 
Eyes were ſtruck with an Object that made him 
change Colour. He ſaw amongſt the /iziers of 
the. Bench, a Man he had ſet down 1n the black 
Liſt, deliver'd at his Deſire to the Stan; and 
he was infinitely ſurpriz'd to find him not only 
alive, but inveſted with a Dignity, of which lus 
Crimes, which had render'd him unworthy of 


7 muſt certainly have render'd him unworthy 
alſo. 


This Man, whoſe Name was Caluf, was a He- 
gias, or Doctor of the Law, and had been not 
only one of the firſt to betray Oſman, but one of 
the moſt obſtinately bent on having him put to 
Death. Amurath, whoſe Eyes were fixed upon 
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Abaza, obſerving his Change of Countenance and 
Aſtoniſhment, preſently ſuſpected the Cauſe ; but 
as that was not a proper Place to tell him the 
Reaſon of a Thing ſo extraordinary, he took no 
manner of Notice of it to him. In the mean 
while, when Audience was over, all the /izier:

The Jeweller, reduced to the utmoſt Deſpair, 
not having any Witneſſes to the Fact, and be- 
ing afraid that Caluf would bring him into 
Trouble, did not dare to complain; but having 
had the good Luck to relate his Misfortune 
to one of his (the Sultan's) Alaſaips or Fa- 
vourites, he had inform'd him of ir, and his 
Highneſs had immediately order'd him to bring 
the Merchant before him; and that this Man 
having particulariz'd to him the Quantity and 
Form of the Jewels, he had promis'd ſtrict 
Juſtice, as ſoon as he could get ſufficient Provis 
againſt Caluf: 


« That in order to effect this, he had thouglit 
he could not do better than diſſemble; that 
therefore he had ſent for Caluf, and pretend- 
ing that the Fame of his Merit and Under- 
ſtanding having reach'd his Ears, he was wil- 
ling to put him in a Place where he might 
diſplay them to the beſt Advantage, he 
had to this End made him a ier of the 
Bench; that to this Dignity he had added 
ſuch extraordinary Honours, that all the Di- 
van had been ſurprized at it, but that it 
had all been only a politick Fetch, the better 
to deceive Calf; that having received-Abaza's 
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much about the ſame Time, and finding there. 
by that this very Wretch had been one of 0% 
man's bittereſt 12 he had taken a freſh 
Reſolution to make him die under the moſt 
exquiſite Tortures; but that the Puniſhment 
of the Theft being a Thing of the utmoſt 
Conſequence for the Security of the Properties 
of his Subjects, he had been willing to defer it, 
till he could get ſome Proof of that likewiſe. 
That he had not waited long in Suſpence for 
It, becauſe Calf being intoxicated with hi 
Greatneſs and the Favours he had conferr'd 
upon him, believing himſelf above the Reach of 
Fortune, had, within theſe few Days, adorn'd 
himſelf with ſeveral of the Gems the Jeweller 
had deſcribed to him, and eſpecially with an 
extraordinary rich Pair of 2 which he 
wore on the Day of Abaza's Audience; that 
theſe Things had been too well particularized 
for him to be miſtaken therein ; and that he 
wanted no other Evidence than that of his own 
Eyes, to puniſh Caluf rigorouſly for all his 
Crimes at once. This, continued Amurath, 
is the Reaſon of that Traytor's Advancement; 
if 1 ſhould put him to Death, only to revenge 
my Brother, without proving his Theft, my 
People would every Day be expoſed to the 
Diſhoneſty of ſuch as he; and I will give my 
Subjects, at one and the ſame Time, two fa- 
mous Examples in the Puniſhment of Calzf, 
that of being Loyal to their Emperors, and 
that of an Faviolable Integrity in whatever 
is left intruſted with them.” ; 


This Piece of the moſt refined Policy, ſur- 


prized 4baza and the Aſuſiy to the laſt Degree: 
aud they infinitely extoll'd the Sultans Conduct 
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in this Affair, giving him a Thouſand Thanks for 
his Goodneſs in communicating it to them ; and 
as Amurath had no Mind to defer Caluf's Fate 
any longer, being ſufficiently convinced of his 
Theft, he cauſed it to be propoſed the very next 
Day to the Divan, under fictitious Names ; pre- 
tending, that the Governor of one of the re- 
moteſt Provinces, had ſent to demand, what ſort 
of Puniſhment ought to be inflicted upon this 
Man, and requiring the Opinion of every one of 
them 1n Particular. : | 


The Divan immediately conſulted on this Af- 
fair, afcer which each Man's Opinion was com- 
mitted to writing : Theſe were carried forthwith 
to the Sultan, who being impatient to ſee Caluf"s, 
read that firſt. It was, That a Man convicted of 
ſuch a Crime, onght to be put alive into an iron 
Mortar, and there to be Pounded to Death. His 
own Opinion ſerved him for a Sentence, for as 
he came out of the Divan, going to make his 
Court to the Srl{tan as uſual, adorned with the 
above-mention'd rich Beads; Amwurath, after 
loading him with Favours, pretending to be 
— taken with the Beauty of the Stones, 
and to have a Fancy for them; Caluf, whom they 
had as yet coſt nothing, made no Scruple of pre- 
ſenting it to him; as ſoon as the Sultan was poſ- 
ſeſs'd of this Part of the Theft, he had him 
ſeizcd, and the ſame Moment ſent Officers to 
his Houfe, with. Orders to ſearch for a Casket 
made in ſuch a Manner. 


They found it, without much Difficulty, fill'd 
with the ſame Jewels that had been given oy 
in Truſt ; then he was examin'd, and fecing ſuc 
maniteft Proofs of his Crime, confeſs'd all; upon 
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which Amnrath immediately commanded the Ad. 
vice he had given to be exactly follow'd in every 
Point. Accordingly this miſerable Wretch wa 
led away to the Place of Puniſhment, and pound. 
ed alive. His Highneſs likewiſe order'd a great 
marble Peſtle and Mortar to be placed at the 
Gate of the Divan, round which Caluf's Story 
ſhould be ingraved, to ſerve as an Example to 
Poſterity. 


Amurath then order'd all the Jewels to be re. 
ſtored to the Jeweller, and to make him Amends 
for the Trick Caluf had play d him, gave him 
beſt Part of his Effects, which were very conſi- 
derable. This terrible Execution having fatis- 
ty'd the Hatred A4baza had to that Traytor, he 
waited on Amurath to thank him for it; and the 
Sultan told him he was glad he was farisfy*d, but 
he would give him a yet farther Satisfaction, 
which ſhould be ſo much the more agreeable to 
him, as it was every Way to his Glory. It is, 
continued this Prince, that of ſeeing the Em- 
ES whither I will conduct yon mytelf. Alara

* that Interview, the Satisfaction ſhe then gave

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The Sultaneſs Rioſem, whoſe Hatred to Aplen- 
dina was grown implacable, by Reaſon of the 
Eſtcem and Reſpect daily ſhewn her by the 
Emperor, took the execrable Reſolution to make 
her the Victim of her Jealouſy ; and as ſhe could 
not ſucceed therein but by unwarrantable Means, 
that of Poiſon ſeem'd to her one of the leaſt 
hazardous: Wherefore, without conſulting any 
Thing but her Paſſion, ſhe pick'd out with her 
own * a Basket of the fineſt and ſcarceſt 
Fruits, having firſt taken care to impregnate 
them with a Poiſon ſo ſtrong, that it aſſured her 
of the Death of whoever taſted them, and ſent 
them as a Preſent to the Empreſs by one of the 
Beftangis. Apbendina return'd Thanks by the 
Bearer, but not being diſpoſed then to eat any 
herſelf, immediately diſtibuted them amongſt the 
Oaalisks that were with her, without reſerving the 
leaſt Taſte for herſelf. As the Fruits ſeem'd 
very tempting to the Eye, the unfortunate Oda- 
hisks began to eat them very eagerly ; but had 
hardly ſwallowed them before they were all 
ſeiz'd with dreadful Convulſions. The Ogdalick 
Eliſana, Favourite to the Empreſs, having been 
the firſt that taſted them, was alſo the firſt who 
felt the terrible Effects of them; and Aphen- 
dina's Apartment mult certainly have then been 
a moſt moving Scene, to behold in one Inſtant 
ſo many beautiful Maidens in the Jaws of 
Death. The Cries and Shrieks with which 
every Room reſounded at that Moment, made 
all the Women and Eunuchs of the Seraglio fly 
thither with all Speed; and the Confuſion and 
Alarm became ſo great, that it at Jaſt reach'd 
the Ears of the Su/tay, who happen'd then 8

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be ſhut up in his Cloſet, with the Jfufty and 
Abaxa, about Affairs of Importance. That Prince 
immediately demanded the Reaſon of the Noiſe 
he heard, and as Stories always change in paſ- 
ſing through different Mouths, ſomebody an- 
ſwer'd ; That the Empreſs was poiſon'd, and lay 
a dying.

Theſe cruel Words made Amurath tremble, 
and he immediately flew to that Princeſs's A- 
partment, follow'd by the Mufty and Abaza, 
who were yet more terrify'd than the Sultan. 
As they 4600 through the Anti-chambers, they 
beheld b many melancholy Objects as made 
them ſhudder with Horror; and when they came 
to Aphendina, they found her employ'd in fen- 
deavouring to recover Eliſana, whom ſhe en- 
tircly loved. The Sight of her having diſpelled 
their Fears for her Safety, Amurath would be 
inform'd of the Truth of the ſhocking Cataſtrophe, 
which the Empreſs having told him, without 
concealing the leaſt Particular, he was ſtruck 
with the utmoſt Horror, and return'd Heaven 
Thanks for having preſerved her from ſo eminent 
a Danger: But it was decreed, that this fatal 
Adventure ſhould nevertheleſs be the Cauſe of 
the Death of that beauteous Princeſs. 
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The Emperor having conjured her to go into 
another Apartment, to remove her from the Sight 
of Eliſana, who was at the laſt Gaſp, ſhe con- 
ſented ; ſome Minutes after, that Odalisk having 
given up the Ghoſt, one of Aphendina's Women, 
who had undreſ%'d her, having found about her a 
Pocket-book of uncommon Richneſs, carry'd it 
to that Princeſs, who immediately remembring it 
to be the ſame ſhe had preſented to Oſman, gave a 

| great 
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great Shriek when ſhe received it from the Hands 
of the Slave. 


The Mrfty, who knew whence her Aſtoniſh- 
ment proceeded, thought to free her from it 
by telling her, that this Pocket-book had been 
delivered to him by an Iman, and that having 
ſeen upon it theſe Words, To the Empreſs, hc 
had given it in charge to an Eunuch of the be. 
raglio, with Orders to put it into the Hands of 
Eliſana ; but that this Odalisk fearing to renew 
her Grief, had not deliver'd it to her. 'This 
Account having given Aphendina to underſtand 
that the Pockct-book contained ſomething that 
was particularly addreſs'd to her, ſhe open'd it 
with Precipitation, and found therein theſe Words 
in Latin, written with Oſman's own Hand, which 
ſhe read aloud. 


To the EMPprEss. 


H My deareſt Aphendina ! How do thy 
Sorrows add to the Severity of my bard Fate ! 

How much art thou to be Iamented for thy Love 
and thy Fidelity] But at the ſame Time what 
Comfort do I yeceive from thence in the Exceſs of 
my Misfortunes ! Thy Image, Oh my divine Prin- 
ceſs! is deeply engraven in my Heart, and always 
preſent before my Eyes ; and tis, as it were, through 
a pure and limpid Water that I behold thy Tears 
and Conſtancy : Hoqvever, my deareſt Aphendina, 
iet us both make uſe of thoſe Arms cobich our Ene- 
mies cannot take from us; they wwill enable 1s to 
triumph over their Perſecutions ; We qvere govern'd 
by Wiſdom and Phileſophy upon the T hrone, let us 
fin be the ſame in our Fall; let us employ our 
arning and our Reaſon to raiſe ourſelves above 
our 
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eur Misfortunes ; let us leave Deſpair, and ether 
W eakneſſes, to baſe and proveling Souls, and let us 
reſpect the Decrees of Heaven. 


I fee my Death certain, and expect it; but T 
evill ſell my Life dearly ; not that I ſtill love it, 
(ſince I cannot paſs and finiſb it with thee) but for 
my own and thy Glory. As for thee, my deare 
Aphendina, endeavour to live to revenge my Death ; 
preſerve for my Brother Amurath the 2 Af- 
fection you expreſs'd towards im during my Life; 
fell him often that I have always loved him, and 
that it is from him alone I hope for a memorable 
Revenge. I am infinitely concerned when I think 
the rebellious Soldiery have again ſet Muſtapha on 
the Throne, I tremble for Amurath. 


Oh ! My deareſt Princeſs ] Live to ſave the Life 
of thy Husband's Brother, and to remember con- 
tinually that neither the Indignities they have made 
me ſuffer, nor the Cruelties they ſtill exerciſe upon 
me, nor even Death itſelf, has Power enough to tear 
thee from the Fleart of 


OSMAN. 


The Empreſs who tranſlated this Letter W 
ſhe read it, in order to render it intelligible to 
the Sultan, had put fo great a Conſtraint upon 
herſelf, to ſuppreſs the deep Sighs that inter- 
rupted her every Moment, that ſhe fainted away 
as ſoon as ſhe had ended it. Amurath, who 
faw therein convincing Proofs of his Brother's 
Affection, was all in Tears; and A4baza and the 
Mufty gave full Scope to theirs ; but all of them 
ſenſiblß alarm'd at Aphendina's Condition, forgot 
every Thing to fly to her Aſſiſtance, her Wo- 
men ſtriving, but in vain, to recover her.

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Nevertheleſs, ſhe came at laſt to herſelf, bu! 
it was with ſuch violent fainting Fits, attended 
with a Fever, that they were forced to put her 
to Bed; wherefore the Sultan withdrew with 
Abaza and the Mufty, after having commanded 
as much Care to be taken of that Princeſs as 
himſelf, and forbid any Thing being given her 
on Pain of Death, without being firſt taſted by 
ſome other Perſon. 


As ſoon as the Sultan was got to his Apart- 
ment, he gave himſelf up to the moſt cutting 
Reflections upon all that had happened that 
Day : Abaza went out of the Seraglio overwhelm'd 
with Sorrow ; whilſt the Ay, whom Aphen- 
dina's Condition reduced to Deſpair, ſtaid be- 
hind with Amurath; and a little before the Cloſe 
of the Evening, their mutual Uneaſineſs having 
drawn them again to the Empreſs, they found 
her very ill; and the Phyſicians, who from that 
Moment judg'd her Diſtemper mortal, informed 
the Sultan of it. Never was Sorrow greater 
I than that of this Prince ; and imagining within 
A himſelf that his Care and Attention might poſ- 
ably fave her, it was impoſſible to prevail on 
im to ftir from that Princeſs's Apattment, 
wherein he ſtaid, and had every Thing brought 
him, for a Week that her Sickneſs lafted. The 
Mufty, whoſe Anguiſh was unutterable, ſeeing 
him ſo overcome with Grief and Melancholy, 
was often forced, notwithftanding the Sorrow 
wherewith he was himſelf oppreſſed, to uſe all his 
Authority as High Prieſt, to moderate the Sultan's 
Affliction. The dying Empreſs, who perceived 
it, being very ſenſible ſhe ſhould never recover, 
endeavoured to comfort him by all the Argu- 

ments 
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ments ſhe thought moſt likely to prevail on 
him ; but the good Senſe and Underſtanding that 
reigned in her Diſcourſe, only added to the 
ſenfible Regret he was under at the Thoughts 
of loſing her. 


To conclude ; the Evening before the Death 
of this virtnous Princeſs, ſhe made him draw 
near her Bed, and ſeeing him all in Tears; 
« I die, my Lord, ſaid ſhe, loaded with your 
« Favours ; but fince you honour me with your 
« Friendſhip, dry up your Tears, and think, 
« for your Conſolation, that Heaven only crea- 
ted me to love Oſman; that it has only let 
« me live to ſee you revenge his Death, and 
that I am going to rejoin him never to part 
t more. Oh! My dear Oſman! purſued ſhe 
« with Tranſport, how many Tears hath thy 
« Death coſt me, and how much Joy does my 
« own give me / | 


Theſe were the laſt Words ſhe utter'd with 
any Connection; and *rill the next Morning 
that ſhe expired, ſhe could ſpeak nothing di- 
ſtinctly but the Name of Oſman, whoſe Letter 
was found upon her Heart. Tis eaſy to judge 
of the Mufty's Deſpair, at loſing in this Princeſs 
a Daughter, both illuſtrious for her Virtues, and 
admirable for her Beauty, at whom alone he 
133 : His Learning and Philoſophy were not 


ufficient to arm him againft ſuch a Misfor- 
tune. 


Amurath was inconſolable for her Loſs, and 
retain'd all his Life a ſingular Eſteem for her 
Memory; accordingly, he celebrated her Papal 

tes 
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Rites with an unparellel'd Pomp and Magni. 
ficence. 


Aphendina died lamented by the whole Em- 
pire, who thought that in her they had loſt a 
ſecond Oſman : The Sultane ſs Kioſem was the 
only one who rejoiced at it, flatrering herſelf 
that having no longer ſuch a Rival, her Autho- 
rity would be the greater; but Amurath, who, 
by the Adventure of the Fruit, no longer doubt- 
ed of the Blackneſs of her Character, never 
afterwards repoſed an entire Confidence in her : 
And Heaven, which would not ſuffer him to 
blemiſh himſelf by the Puniſhment due to her 
enormous Crimes, deferr'd her Fate *till the 
Reign of AMahomet IV. her Grandſon, when, 
not withſtanding her great Age and cxalted Dig- 
nity, ſhe was ſtrangled by his Order. And it 
is obſerved in Hiſtory, that of thoſe who con- 
tributed to Oſman's Murder, there was not one 
who did not fee] the Weight of Divine Ven- 
mou ; which proves that 8 laughs at 

uman Projects; that what we think will be the 
Means to advance us to Greatneſs, is often the 
Cauſe of our Deſtruction; and, in ſhort, that 
God has ſtampt ſo ſacred a Character upon the 
Perſons of Sovereigns, of whatever Religion they 
are, that their Subjects can never make any At- 
tempt upon their Lives, without offending him 
in the higheft Degree, and deſerving the Puniſh- 
ment which his Juſtice is ſure, ſooner or later, to 
inflict upon them.
